"We  have  ignored  the  ringing  of 
church  bells  calling  us  to  worship — 
now  the  bells  cannot  ring  except  to 
warn  us  of  invasions. 

"We  have  left  the  churches  half 
empty  when  they  should  have  been 
filled  with  worshippers  —  now  they 
are   in   ruins. 

"We  would  not  listen  to  the  way 
of  peace — now  we  are  forced  to  lis- 
ten to  the  way  of  war. 

"The  money  we  would  not  give 
to  the  Lord's  work  now  is  taken  in 
taxes  and  higher  prices. 

"The  food  for  which  we  forgot 
to   say   thanks   now    is   unobtainable. 

"The  service  we  refused  to  give 
God  now  is  conscripted  for  the 
country. 

"Lives  we  refused  to  live  under 
God's  control  now  are  under  the 
nation's  control. 

"Nights  we  would  not  spend 
watching  unto  prayer  now  are  spent 
in    anxious   air-raid    precautions."

and  a  citizen.  The  Rev.  Ralph  Tay- 
lor, pastor  of  Murphy  First  Meth- 
odist Church,  presided.  At  the  close 
of  the  service,  these  co-pastors  pre- 
sented Dr.  Paisley  with  a  purse 
from  their  congregations,  as  a  token 
of  their  appreciation  of  his  friend- 
ship  and   co-operation. 

Dr.  Paisley  came  to  Murphy  in 
June,  1938,  and  has  closed  a  pas- 
torate of  five  years  and  seven 
months,  serving  the  churches  at  An- 
drews and  Hayesville,  as  well  as  at 
Murphy.  He  would  have  automatic- 
ally retired  last  September  1,  had 
not  the  churches  served  requested 
that  he  serve  them  another  year. 

Dr.  Paisley  is  a  native  of  Arkan- 
sas, where  he  received  his  elemen- 
tary and  college  training,  receiving 
the  A.B.  degree  from  Arkansas  Col- 
lege, which  is  the  Presbyterian  Sy- 
nodical  College.  Later,  his  alma 
mater  conferred  upon  him  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 
His  theological  training  was  receiv- 
ed at  Columbia  Seminary,  then  lo- 
cated at  Columbia,  S.  C.  His  pre- 
vious pastorates  were  at:  Mount 
Holly,  Ark.;  Hamburg,  Ark.;  San 
Marcos,  Tex.;  Gatesville,  Tex.;  Fay- 
etteville.  Ark.;  and  Prairie  Grove, 
Ark. 

Dr.  Paisley's  parents  were  born 
in  North  Carolina.  The  church  at 
Hayesville,  as  well  as  several  others 
in  Western  North  Carolina,  was  or- 
ganized by  his  grandfather,  the  Rev. 
Christopher  Bradshaw,  over  100 
years  ago,  and  his  grandfather  Pais- 
ley spent  his  entire,  though  very 
brief,  ministry  in  this  state.  Many 
relatives  continue  to  reside  in  Guil- 
ford  County. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Paisley  left  on  De- 
cember 29  for  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  to 
make  their  home  at  1110  Scott 
Street,  in  that  city.  Two  of  their 
children,  Mrs.  Glenn  T.  Huckaby 
and  Clifton  Paisley,  live  there.  Mrs. 
Huckaby  came  to  Murphy  on  Christ- 
mas Day  to  assist  her  parents  in 
moving.

The  report  of  the  commission 
which  organized  the  Malvern  Hills 
Presbyterian  Church  in  West  Ashe- 
ville  reported  officially.

Chairman,  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  to 
preside  and  propound  the  constitu- 
tional questions;  Rev.  G.  B.  Ham- 
mond, to  preach;  Rev.  J.  C.  Plexico, 
to  charge  the  congregation;  Ruling 
Elder  H.  E.  Adams  to  charge  the 
minister;  and  Rev.  W.  H.  Wakefield 
and  Ruling  Elder  A.  C.  Choate  to 
complete  the  commission.

Rev.  J.  M.  Carr,  Th.D.,  Director 
of  Religious  Education  of  the  Synod, 
was  present  and  spoke  to  the  body 
after  the  noon  recess,  emphasizing 
the  work  of  religious  education.

sions.  Rev.  W.  H.  Armistead,  of 
Montreat,  brought  a  brief  message 
on  this  cause  of  the   Church. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Anderson,  D.D.,  for  32 
years  a  member  of  the  Presbytery, 
and  the  head  of  the  Mountain  Re- 
treat Association,  presented  a  ver- 
bal report  of  the  work  there  with 
emphasis  on  the  college  and  its 
growth.  He  reported  the  association, 
including  the  college,  in  excellent 
financial  condition,  ready  to  expand 
as   conditions   permitted.

He  urged  fur- 
ther contributions  where  possible  to 
this  cause,  and  the  use  of  the  print- 
ed matter  for  distribution  to  all  men 
and  women  in  service. 

Presbytery,  by  formal  vote,  ex- 
pressed appreciation  of  the  cour- 
tesies of  the  newspapers  of  the  ter- 
ritory   for    their    generous    space    in 


covering  the  news  of  the  Church. 

Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson  announced 
a  coming  Meeting  on  Evangelism  to 
be  held  on  March  28,  1944,  in  Ashe- 
ville.

C.  A.  Johnson  was  added  to  this 
committee.  Rev.  R.  F.  Brown  was 
added  to  the  Defense  Service  Com- 
mittee to  succeed  Rev.  C.  M.  Robin- 
son. Mr.  Brown  was  also  put  on  the 
Examining  Committee,  on  Church 
Government,  to  succeed  Dr.  Pais- 
ley, and  Mr.  Armistead  on  the  same 
committee,  but  on  Seminary  Stu- 
dies, to  succeed  Dr.  Paisley.  Ruling 
Elder  C.  D.  Richmond,  of  the  Kenil- 
worth  Church,  was  named  to  the 
Committee  on  Woman's  Work  to 
succeed  E.  J.  Griset,  of  the  same 
Church.

Rev.  T.  A.  Painter,  D.D.,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Steward- 
ship, called  attention  to  the  ap- 
proaching every  member  canvass 
date,  set  by  the  Assembly  for  March 
5,  and  urged  churches  to  order  pro- 
motional supplies  from  the  Atlanta 
Office.  Samples  and  order  blanks 
were  distributed. 

The  Presbytery  engaged  in  a  full 
discussion  of  pastors'  salaries  in  the 
light  of  increased  costs  of  living.  No 
official   action  was  taken. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Plexico  announced  a 
special  Presbyterian  period  over  the

The  moderator.  Rev.  J.  M.  Mc- 
Chesney,  D.D.,  expressed  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  Presbytery  to  the  la- 
dies of  the  local  Church  for  the  hos- 
pitality shown  to  the  body.  This  was 
done  during  the  lunch  period.  Rev. 
C.  A.  Johnson,  chaii-man  of  a  Spe- 
cial Committee,  presented  formal 
thanks  at  the  close  of  the  meeting, 
to  be  read  to  the  entire  congrega- 
tion. 

In  the  prayer  at  adjournment 
special  petitions  were  offered  for 
guidance  in  securing  the  proper  men 
to  serve  as  pastors  of  the  ten  va- 
cant churches  of  the  Presbytery.

5.  The  Inspiration   of   Worship. 

6.  All  of  Life  for  Christ. 

After  reading  this  book,  one  rea- 
lizes more  than  ever,  that  man's 
spiritual  life  is  rooted  in  all  of  his 
conditions  —  physical,  mental,  and 
social.  We  are  shown  that  a  suc- 
cessful missionary  enterprise  de- 
pends on  the  willingness  and  ability 
to  enter  into  the  living  conditions, 
and  indeed,  into  the  very  thoughts 
of  those  to  whom  the  missionary  is 
endeavoring  to  bring  the  message 
of  Christianity — to  live  the  every- 
day life  of  millions  in  their  own 
homes  and  villages.  "For  All  Of 
Life"  tells  of  types  of  new  ventures 
along  this  line,  which  have  been 
carried  on  to  some  degree  of  suc- 
cess, not  withholding  the  fact  that 
mistakes  and  failures  have  accom- 
panied this  pioneer  effort. 

The  author  emphasizes  the 
thought  that  missions  today  are 
reaching  out  and  giving  new  power 
to  the  Gospel  by  living  Christianity 
among  the  people.  Most  of  the  de- 
scribed ventures  have  been  made  in 
villages  and  more  is  told  of  the 
rural  work.  Illustrations  used  rise 
out  of  the  personal  experiences  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wiser  in  their  work  in 
India,  but  the  purpose  is  to  give  a 
picture  of  the  World  Church  at  work 
everywhere.  There  is  a  plea  for  the 
training  of  workers  who  will  use 
hand,  head  and  heart  in  carrying 
the  gospel.  Much  stress  is  laid  on 
the  transformed  home  life  of  native 
Christians,  reminding  us  that  Christ 
loved  homes.  He  visited  homes.  He 
healed  the  sick  in  homes.  He  supped 
in  homes.  He  cared  for  the  material 
needs  of  homes.  Surely  He  expects 
those  who  are  actively  engaged  in 
mission  work  to  follow  His  example; 
and  He  expects  those  who  support 
missions  to  make  adequate  contribu- 
tions for  new  ventures  to  promote 
progress  in  mission  work.  We  are 
reminded  that  we  are  all  branches 
on  Vine,  which  is  the  secret  of 
Christian  fellowing  throughout  the 
world,  our  only  hope  for  the  com- 
ing days. 

The  authors  very  simply  but  de- 
finitely, tell  us  that  those  who  pro- 
fess to  be  followers  of  Christ,  and 
attempt  to  point  that  "Way"  to 
others  must  make  a  stronger  effort 
themselves  to  follow  "The  Way." 
Those  out  of  Christ  must  see  that 
Christianity  gives  new  meaning  to 
life. 

While  the  world  seems  bent  on 
destruction,  the  writers  remind  us 
that  the  home,  the  land,  the  Church

Long  drawn  out  January,  with  its 
cold  and  snow  and  long  comfortable, 
cosy  nights,  has  gone,  and  already 
the  sun  has  traveled  a  noticeable 
distance  on  its  journey  north,  ris- 
ing now  over  a  peak,  then  in  a 
gap  all  the  way  along  the  ridge  of 
mountains  to  the  south  and  east, 
and  the  days  are  lengthening  per- 
ceptably.  It  is  really  a  thrill  to  see 
a  good  snow,  one  that  lasts  long- 
enough  to  afford  some  snow-balling 
and  coasting.  We've  had  only  one 
this  winter  that  lasted  more  than 
twenty-four  hours  and  the  children 
made  the  most  of  that. 

Every  month  has  its  own  peculiar 
charm  as  well  as  its  particular  du- 
ties. This  seems  to  be  the  time  on 
the  farm  for  cleaning  barns  and 
fence-rows,  for  pruning  and  even 
some  planting.  Mr.  Griffin  and  Mr. 
Singleton  are  guiding  the  boys  in 
the  farm  work,  doing  much  of  it, 
the  hardest  part,  themselves.  Offi- 
cers from  the  Sanitary  Department 
of  Moore  General  Hospital  are  ad- 
vising and  directing  us  in  draining 
projects  and  in  the  care  of  compost 
so  as  to  rid  the  place  of  mosquitoes, 
disease-carrying  and  the  pest  va- 
riety, and  of  the  flies  which  are 
such  a  summertime  nuisance.  A 
great  difference  was  noted  last  sum- 
mer in  the  diminution  of  flies,  and 
by  beginning  now  and  keeping  con- 
stantly on  the  alert  we  hope  to  have 
much  improvement  in  this  respect 
this  year.  There  is  also  the  hauling 
of  fodder  to  the  barn. 

New   Wagon  -  Harness 

The  new  red  and  green  wagon 
and  new  harness  for  the  horse  are 
the  pride  and  joy  of  Hardy  Black, 
who  handles  Prince  very  well  and 
is  a  good  driver.  It  is  a  common  as 
well  as  a  pleasant  sight  to  see  him 
drive  through  the  campus  on  the 
way  to  the  barn  in  the  woods  with 
a  load  of  fodder  piled  high  and  sur- 
mounted by  several  little  boys  and 
Tug,  the  dog,  upon  whose  canine 
mind  the  fact  has  never  dawned 
that   he   is   not  a   boy.

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Ashe- 
ville  Presbytery  is  approaching  her 
thirty-eighth  milestone  and  the 
years  are  replete  with  significant 
events. 

She  has  ever  had  able  leadership, 
and  her  women  are  unsurpassed  in 
their  loyalty  and  zeal  for  Christ 
and  His  Kingdom. 

The  year  now  drawing  to  a  close 
has  been  one  of  advance.  We  close 
the  year  having  reached  many  of 
our  goals:  an  historian  in  every  aux- 
iliary, an  active  interest  in  record- 
ing important  events,  and  progress 
in  securing  historical  data  of  every 
church    in    Asheville    Presbytery. 

An  effort  is  being  made  (and  we 
solicit  the  co-operation  of  every 
minister),  to  complete  the  local  his- 
tories, and  a  plan  is  on  foot  to  have 
a  permanent  marker  on  every  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  Presbytery, 
giving  name  and  date  of  organiza- 
tion. We  would  like  to  have  a  re- 
port   on    this    before    March    31. 

Six  churches  in  the  Presbytery 
can  boast  of  an  existence  of  100 
years  or  more.  These  churches  are 
Hayesville,  Franklin,  Asheville  First, 
Bethel,  Davidson  River  and  Swan- 
nanoa,  and  from  the  vtjry  beginning 
the  women  of  these  churches  have 
devoted  their  energies  to  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Kingdom,  and  have 
helped  to  carry  the  spark  which  has 
shone  brighter  and  brighter  through- 
out the  century. 

Any  one  knowing  of  important 
records  belonging  to  a  church  or 
auxiliary  which  have  not  been  sent 
to  the  Historical  Foundation,  should 
communicate  with  the  Curator,  Dr. 
T.  H.  Spence,  Montreat,  N.  C.  Every 
Presbyterian  Vv'ould  be  well  repaid 
by  a  personal  visit  to  this  historic 
center,  where  a  cordial  welcome 
awaits  one.

Examining  his  "tin  hat,"  which  was  pierced  by  a  Jap  machine-gun  bullet 
when  he  landed  with  the  Marines  on  Cape  Torokina,  Bougainville,  is  Lieu- 
tenant William  H.  McCorkle,  U.S.N.,  Chaplains'  Corps,  of  Kingsport,  Tenn. 
The  bullet  pierced  the  helmet  while  Chaplain  McCorkle  was  helping  a  Navy 
Corps  man  with  a  wounded  Marine  on  the  beach.  The  holes  (circled)  were 
welded  over  later. 


Dr.   McCorkle  At 

Work 

On  December  14,  194.3,  Chaplain 
McCorkle  wrote  the  Chaplains'  Di- 
vision,  Navy   Department: 

"A  group  of  our  boys  are  prac- 
ticing carols  now  and  we  hope  to 
have  a  little  pageant  on  Christmas 
Eve,  in  the  heart  of  the  jungle.  Two 
of  the  men  are  planning  to  bore 
holes  in  a  tree,  placing  appropriate 
branches  up  the  trunk  with  fitting 
decorations.  We  hope  likewise  to 
have  a  manger  scene  with  crayons 
on   white  canvas." 

Last  September  he  wrote: 

"At  present  I  have  four  services 
eacli  Sunday,  two  regular  Protes- 
tant worship  periods  in  the  morn- 
ings, two  general  services  .  .  .  thirty 
miles  apart  on  Sunday  even- 
ings ...  I  shuttle  back  and  forth 
from  one  group  to  another  ...  As 
we  get  closer  to  the  time  of 
business  the  spiritual  responses  are 
more  inarked  .  .  .  This  is  the  kind  of 
experience  that  comes  once  in  a 
lifetime  ...  I  am  grateful,  whatever 
lies  ahead,  for  the  opportunity  to 
try  to  introduce  Him  where  the  need 
for  guiding  companionship  is  so 
great." 

The  Chaplain,  a  private  in  World 
War  I,  joined  the  Naval  Chaplaincy 
on  September  4,  1942.  After  suc- 
cessfully completing  a  course  of  in- 
doctrination at  the  Navy  Chaplains' 
School,  was  assigned  to  duty  with 
the   Marine   Corps. 

At  the  time  he  entered  the  Naval 
Service  he  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  (US)  Church,  Kings- 
port,  Tenn.

In  his  initial  letter  Mr.  Sydnor 
says:  "We  need  a  small  periodical 
addressed  to  the  musical  needs  of 
the  average  church."  He  is  attempt- 
ing to  meet  this  need  and  is  offer- 
ing the  monthly  letter  for  one  dol- 
lar a  year.  Subscriptions  should  be 
mailed   directly  to   him. 

Mr.  Sydnor  will  be  remembered 
by  many  as  leader  of  music  at  Mon- 
treat  for  a  number  of  years.  He 
was  the  editor  of  Hymnal  For 
Christian  Worship,  recently  publish- 
ed by  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  and  widely  used  by  many 
jponp:regations.

Rev.  John  Dickson  came  to  Asheville  for  his  health  in  the  early  thirties  of 
the  last  century.  He  was  preacher,  physician,  and  teacher.  He  built  a  house 
at  the  junction  of  Biltmore  Avenue  and  St.  Dunstan's  Road  in  which  he 
lived  and  taught  school.  He  moved  later  to  a  brick  building  which  stood  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Wachovia  Bank  &  Trust  Company.  Here  he 
lived  and  taught  until  his  death.  Mrs.  A.  T.  Davidson,  mother  of  Mrs.  T.  S. 
Morrison,  was  one  of  his  pupils. 

A  young  English  girl,  Elizabeth  Blackwell,  lived  in  his  home  and  taught 
music  in  his  school.  She  decided  to  study  medicine  and  received  instruction 
in  this  science  from  Dr.  Dickson.  Later,  through  the  influence  of  his 
brother.  Dr.  S.  H.  Dickson,  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  she  was  admitted  to  a 
medical  school  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  where  she  received  the  degree  of  M.D.  in 
1849 — the  first  woman  admitted  to  the  medical  profession  in  this  country. 

When  Professor  Elisha  Mitchell,  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
undertook  to  determine  the  elevation  of  the  peak  that  now  bears  his  name, 
he  did  so  by  comparing  the  readings  of  two  barometers,  one  of  which  he 
took  with  him,  after  placing  the  other  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Dickson  in 
Asheville. 

This  year  marks  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  Dr. 
Dickson's  ministry  in  this  church.  He  was  a  man  of  learning  and  versatility, 
and  his  service  to  this  community  and  to  this  church  is  worthy  of  grateful 
remembrance.  — From  Bulletin  of  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Asheville,

Synod   Authorizes   Eleven, 

Elects  Ten,  Changes 

Term  Of  Office. 

Ten  additional  trustees  for  King 
College  were  named  conditionally  at 
a  called  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia,  at  Morristown,  Tenn., 
on  January  24,  and  provision  made 
for  electing  all  trustees  for  terms 
of  three  years. 

There  have  been  only  sixteen 
trustees  for  a  number  of  years,  each  __ 
of  whom  was  elected  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  Synod  requested  the 
present  board  to  institute  proceed- 
ings to  secure  a  change  in  their  pre- 
sent charter  permitting  the  term  of 
office  and  a  total  of  twenty-seven 
trustees.  Ten  of  the  possible  eleven 
new  members  were  named  to  take 
office,  if  and  when  the  changes  are 
legally  authorized.  The  Synod  will 
determine  the  division  into  classes, 
for  purposes  of  inaugurating  the 
three-year  term,  at  the  next  regular 
meeting.

Rev.  R.  Frederick  Brown  was  in- 
stalled as  the  first  pastor  of  the  Mal- 
vern Hills  Presbyterian  Church  on 
Sunday  morning,  January  23,  by  a 
commission  appointed  by  Asheville 
Presbytery.  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Hammond, 
of  Canton,  preached  the  sermon. 
Ruling  Elder  Howell  Adams,  of  the 
First  Church,  Asheville,  delivered 
the  charge  to  the  minister.

Asheville  Church,  charged  the  con- 
gregation.

With  less  than  two  months  re- 
maining in  the  church  year,  it  is 
very  important  that  there  be  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  cost  of  carry- 
ing on  in  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  the  money  available  to 
meet  this  cost. 

A  careful  estimate  shows  that 
the  spending  budget  for  this  cur- 
rent year  will  run  to  approximately 
$11,390.  Anticipating  receipts  will 
run  very  close  to  the  same  figure. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
the  s;3ending  budget  for  the  coming 
year  will  approach  $15,000  if  all 
the  fields  are  occupied  and  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  Presbytery's  oppor- 
tunities   are    reasonably    met. 

Because  the  anticipated  receipts 
for  the  current  year  are  based  lar- 
gely on  the  actual  giving  record  of 
the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery  for 
the  calendar  year  of  1943,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  carry  a  comparison  be- 
tween last  year  and  this.

Note  From  Iran 

Political  developments  of  recent 
days  give  added  significance  to 
this  extract  of  a  letter,  written  last 
October  from  Teheran,  Iran.  The 
writer.  Rev.  William  McE.  Miller, 
is  a  member  of  Lexington  Presby- 
tery. 

"Last  year  was  the  'Year  of 
Evangelism'  in  our  Church  in  Iran, 
and  I  was  asked  by  the  Synod  to 
visit  all  the  churches  and  help  them 
in  planning  and  carrying  on  their 
evangelistic  work.  Accordingly,  I 
spent  about  six  months  away  from 
Teheran,  and  had  the  privilege  of 
preaching  the  good  news  of  Christ 
in  most  of  the  cities  and  larger 
towns  of  North  Persia.  I  traveled 
more  than  5,000  miles,  riding  most- 
ly in  trucks  engaged  in  carrying 
supplies  to  Russia.  I  worked  in  29 
different  towns,  in  some  of  which 
there  were  churches,  and  in  some 
there  was  not  even  one  Christian. 
In  many  places  I  showed  lantern 
pictures  of  the  life  of  Christ,  and 
told  the  story  of  His  loving  deeds 
and   His  death   and  resurrection. 

"In  every  town  I  went  into  the 
streets  and  bazaars,  and  going  from 
shop  to  shop  sold  tracts  and  portions 
of  the  Bible.  I  called  on  all  officials 
and  sold  books  to  them  and  invited 
them   to   the   meetings   and  tried  to 


make  known  to  everybody  I  met  at 
least  a  little  of  the  love  of  God  in 
Christ  our  Lord.  I  have  ridden  over 
most  of  the  fine  new  roads  which 
have  been  built  by  the  Allies  across 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land, 
and  I  have  seen  thousands  of  Amer- 
ican trucks  speeding  over  these  de- 
serts with  all  kinds  of  goods  needed 
in  the  North.  After  years  of  severe 
restrictions  it  is  a  great  relief  to  be 
able  to  work  freely  everywhere. 

"One  of  the  new  things  which  the 
year  has  brought  to  Iran  is  the  Am- 
erican Army.  Never  before  had  we 
seen  U.  S.  soldiers  in  this  country, 
and  when  the  rumor  reached  us  that 
they  were  coming  it  was  difficult 
for  us  to  believe  it.  But  one  day 
they  came,  and  we  at  once  got  in 
touch  with  them,  and  invited  them 
to  the  Mission  and  to  our  homes, 
and  conducted  services  in  camp  for 
them  till  their  own  chaplains  ar- 
rived, and  did  all  we  could  to  help 
them  keep  in  close  touch  with  their 
Church  and  their  Saviour  while  they 
are  so  far  from  home.  What  a  thrill 
it  gave  us  to  have  a  choir  of  Negro 
soldiers  sing  'spirituals'  in  our  Per- 
sian service,  and  how  the  volume  of 
singing  in  cur  morning  and  evening 
English  services  was  increased  by 
the  voices  of  men  in  khaki,  and  how 
happy  we  were  to  find  among  them 
men  from  our  own  home  towns."

tlie  approach  of  Christian  young- 
people  to  the  word  of  tomorrow.  He 
urged  a  readiness  to  re-think  the 
problems  of  peace,  stressing  the 
prayer,  "Make  us  ready  for  the  kind 
of  victory  that  Thou  art  ready  to 
give."  In  conclusion,  he  said:  "Young- 
people  must  stand  more  consecrated- 
ly    before    Jesus     Christ     and     serve

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EVANGELISM

Mr.  Williams  laid  great  stress  on 
visitation  evangelism  as  the  method 
of  the  hour.  He  advocated  services 
at  the  church,  with  a  visiting  min- 
ister, but  felt  that  the  basic  purpose 
of  these  services  should  be  to  arouse 
the  church  member  to  a  readiness 
and  willingness  to  reach  out  in  per- 
sonal work. 

Dr.  Thompson  saw  the  need  for 
more  intensive  evangelistic  effort. 
The  Appalachian  region,  he  pointed 
out,  has  as  high  as  77  percent  of 
the  population  receiving  no  relig- 
ious training  at  all.  For  the  whole 
church  he  said  that  it  took  thirty 
Presbyterians  a  year  to  win  one  soul 
to  Christ. 

Both  speakers  saw  signs  of  re- 
newed interest  in  religion  today  and 
pointed  out  practical  things  that 
need  to  be  done.  Mr.  Williams  saw 
these  signs  in  the  lives  of  men  in 
service,  in  the  increased  demand  for 
the  Bible,  in  prayer  meetings  being- 
sponsored  by  laymen  and  by  evi- 
dences of  the  lives  of  public  officials. 
He  pointed  to  "twenty-one  con- 
gressmen who  meet  for  prayer  every 
morning  in  Washington"  as  an  il- 
lustration. Dr.  Thompson  urged  that 
Christians  should  pray  and  "go."  He 
noted  that  in  the  forty  cases  of  heal- 
ing reported  in  the  New  Testament 
only  six  "came"  to  Christ  and  more 
than  twenty  were  "brought,"  point- 
ing out  that  there  is  a  need  for 
Christians  to  bring  others  to  Christ 
today.  He  urged  the  continuing  of 
"special    services,"    but   thought   the 


great   need    was    for    a    program    of 
"continuing  evangelism." 

The  bulletin  distributed  at  the 
service  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  had  been  a  net  gain  in 
Asheville  Presbytery  of  only  1.9 
percent  during  the  church  year  of 
1941-1942  and  1942-1943.  The  fol- 
lowing comparative  net  gains  were 
given  for  the  same  two  years: 

General  Assembly 2.9% 

Synod  of  Appalachia 4.4% 

Holston  Presbytery 6.3% 

Knoxville  Presbytery 4.6% 

Abingdon  Presbytery 2.6% 

Asheville    Presbytery    1.9% 

Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson,  of  Way- 
nesville,  chairman  of  Presbytery's 
Committee  on  Evangelism,  was  in 
charge  of  the  services,  and  conduct- 
ed the  opening  devotional.  Rev. 
R.  E.  McClure,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Presbytery,  presided  over  the 
supper  meeting.  The  group  joined 
with  the  evening  congregation  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  to 
hear  Rev.  Andrew  W.  Blackwood, 
of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  on  the  subject, 
"The  Power  Of  Divine  Sympathy," 
one  of  a  series  of  messages  from 
Isaiah,  being  delivered  during  the 
week  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Asheville.

But  it  can  be  similar — for  Jesus  is 
here  in  spirit  and  in  the  presence  of 
His  Holy  Spirit.  The  source  of  His 
message  was  "he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things 
concerning  himself."

The 
Bible  is  available  to  us  today  in  a 
much  richer  form  than  to  those  two 
disciples.  But  there  will  never  be 
any  "burning  hearts"  so  long  as  the 
Bible  is  merely  an  ornament  to  the 
library  table,  or  so  long  as  it  is  open- 
ed and  read  as  mere  literature  and 
history.  It  is  a  revelation  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ,  when  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  allowed  to  lead  the  indi- 
vidual into  the  riches  of  its  spiritual 
ti'uth.

The  true 
Teacher  is  always  one  who  knows 
more  of  the  subject  than  the  pupil. 
In  thing's  of  the  spirit,  there  is  one 
supreme  Teacher  to  lead  men  to 
know  more  and  more  fully  about 
Christ,  "The  way,  the  truth  and  the 
life."  The  Westminster  Shorter  Cate- 
chism summarizes  thus:  "The  Spirit 
of  God  maketh  the  reading,  but  es- 
pecially the  preaching  of  the  Word, 
an  effectual  means  of  convincing 
and  converting  sinners,  and  of  build- 
ing them  up  in  holiness  and  comfort, 
through  faith  unto  salvation.  That 
the  word  may  become  effectual  to 
salvation,  we  must  attend  thereunto 
with  diligence,  preparation,  and 
prayer;  receive  it  with  faith  and 
love,  lay  it  up  in  our  hearts,  and 
practice  it  in  our  lives."  (Ans. 
89,90).  There  is  only  one  fully  qual- 
ified Teacher,  and  we  should  beware 
of  false  teachers.

President's  Report 


The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  has  25  auxiliaries, 
two  new  auxiliaries.  Bethel  and  Mal- 
vern Hills.  The  membership  is  2,103, 
a  gain  of  141.  Total  receipts  were 
$13,989.  All  auxiliaries  contributed 
to  the  Birthday  Gift  (Literature  for 
Mexico)  with  a  total  of  $801.61,  an 
increase  of  $145.00  over  last  year. 
The  number  of  Survey  Readers  to- 
tals 475,  a  slight  increase.  All  aux- 
iliaries use  the  auxiliary  prpgram 
material.  The  majority  of  the  aux- 
iliaries observed  the  Home  and  For- 
eign Mission  seasons.  Four  aux- 
iliaries held  joint  meetings  with  the 
men  of  the  church.  All  reports  show 
deeper  interest  in  missions,  attrib- 
uted to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our 
boys  are  in  service,  here  and  abroad. 

Four  delegates  were  sent  to  the 
Colored  Conference  at  Knoxville, 
Tenn.  Two  Colored  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  were  held,  enrollment 
75  and  92  respectively. 

The  boys  in  service  have  been  re- 
membered with  letters  and  gifts. 
The  patients  at  Moore  General  Hos- 
pital, Oteen  and  the  Naval  Hospital 
have  been  visited.  Two  auxiliaries 
are  serving  supper  snacks  to  the  ser- 
vice men  at  Y.M.C.A.  on  Sunday 
evening  once  a  month  in  co-operation 
with  the  other  Protestant  denomina- 
tions in  Asheville.  First  Church  Aux- 
iliary is  furnishing  a  lounge  at  New- 
bridge for  the  Weather  Communica- 
tions personnel. 

Three  Group  Conferences  have 
been  held.  Districts  1,  2  and  3  held 
a  joint  meeting  at  Asheville  with  an 
attendance  of  77.  District  4  met  at 
Hendersonville,  attendance  52,  and 
District  5  at  Waynesville  with  31  in 
attendance. 

The  White  Cross  assignment  was 
office  coats  for  Dr.  Nettie  and  Miss 
Lucy  Grier  at  Montreat.  The  coats 
have  been  made. 

The  majority  of  auxiliaries  re- 
ported Joy  Gifts  at  Christmas  and 
personal  interest  shown  in  college 
students. 

Bible  in  the  Schools  has  been 
sponsored  and  contributions  made 
by  several  auxiliaries  and  especially 
by  Business  Women's  Circles.  The 
Business  Women  held  two  District 
Conferences.  Reports  show  a  strik- 
ing increase  in  average  attendance 
and  contributions.  One  Circle  re-

The  Teaching  Ministry  of  the 
Church  is  definitely  limited  under 
present  conditions.  Many  mission 
fields  are  closed.  Colleges  are  on  a 
restricted   basis. 

But  the  command  still  holds  good. 
Further,  it  is  to  be  understood  in 
the   light  of  the  words: 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  Judea, 
and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 
uttermost    part    of    the    earth." 

Statistics  seem  to  indicate  that 
Presbyterians  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery have  done  reasonably  well  "in 
Jerusalem,"  have  even  cast  an  eye 
throughout  "Samaria,"  and  have 
been  zealously  interested  in  "the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  But 
"Judea"   is  being  neglected. 

Four  of  the  thirty-'  ne  churches 
have  had  no  church  school  during 
recent  months  —  they  have  closed 
their  "teaching  agency";  that  leaves 
only  twenty-seven  churches  with 
schools. 

Only  four  of  these  report  any 
work  in  "Judea."  True,  West  Ashe- 
ville went  out  into  "Judea"  last 
summer,  and  Malvern  Hills  became 
its  own  "Jerusalem"  so  quickly  that 
it  never  was  reported  except  as  an 
organized  church.  Also,  Weaverville 
is  fostering  their  "Judea"  in  aiding 
weaker  churches  already  organized. 
Montreat,  Black  Mountain  and  Bre- 
vard are  definitely  a  "Judea"  with 
outpost  church  schools.  And  Kenil- 
worth  is  about  to  see  their  work  re- 
warded as  Arden  grows  rapidly. 
Kenilworth  is  the  only  "Jerusalem" 
reporting  more  than  one  hand  out- 
stretched into  their  "Judea."  They 
also  have  a  school  at  the  Orthopedic 
Home  in  Biltmore. 

Statistics  are  not  always  com- 
plete. Our  Mountain  Work  would 
like  to  hear  from  other  churches 
where  there  is  some  type  of  work 
going  on  in  their  "Judea."  These 
figures  are  from  the  off"icial  reports 
of  1944. 

But  back  to  the  command! 

Ge  ye  into  all  the  world — this  in- 
cludes   "Judea" and    teach. 

Neglected  "Judea"  cries  for  at- 
tention. Many  a  field  for  an  outpost 
church  school  is  neglected  because 
of  a  failure  to  recognize  a  "field 
white  unto  the  harvest."  There  are 
many  such  fields  within  our  congre- 
gational shadow  of  the  churches  of 
Asheville  Presbytery. 

Your  "Judea"  awaits  an  oppor- 
tunity to  demonstrate  that  an  out- 
post church  school  can  quicken  your 
spiritual  pulse,  increase  the  number 
received  into  your  church,  and  de- 
monstrate the  vitality  of  your  faith 
as  you  profess  a  faith  in  -lesus  of 
Nazareth — of  Calvary — of  Resurrec- 
tion Power  Today. 

This  then  is  the  challenge  of  the 
hour.  Let  every  church  find  a  needy 
place  for  an  outpost  church  school, 
and 

"Go  —  teach !"

Of  Presbytery 


Asheville  Presbytery  met  at  Bre- 
vard on  April  19,  elected  Ruling 
Elder  George  H.  Wright,  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Ashe- 
ville, as  the  moderator,  named  com- 
missioners to  the  General  Assembly 
to  meet  at  Montreat  on  May  25, 
adopted  an  overture  to  the  General 
Assembly,  heard  an  address  by  Rev. 
Donald  W.  Richardson,  D.D.,  retir- 
ing moderator  of  the  Assembly, 
transacted  routine  business,  includ- 
ing adoption  of  reports  for  the 
church  year  closing  March  31,  1944, 
and  took  steps  looking  to  a  construc- 
tive expansion  program  in  the  Pres- 
bytery.

ties  cancelling  all  deferments  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry  unless 
they  are  in  some  seminary  by  July 
1.  It  was  pointed  out  that  religious 
bodies  that  ordain  men  before  they 
complete  their  studies  or  begin  the 
definite  theological  training  earlier 
than  the  normal  seminary  work 
would  be  given  a  distinct  advantage, 
and  that  future  growth  of  the  church 
would  be  retarded  both  as  to  furn- 
ishing chaplains  and  in  supporting 
civilian  organizations. 

Future    Plans 

Presbytery  adopted  a  resolution 
that  called  for  the  appointment  of  a 
special  committee  of  five  laymen  and 
two  ministers  to  survey  the  needs  of 
the  Presbytery  both  present  and  fu- 
ture with  a  view  to  formulating  a 
definite  program  of  both  present 
and   post-war   expansion. 

The  resolution  was  offered  in  con- 
nection with  the  announcement  of 
two  gifts  to  the  Presbytery  for  post- 
war use.  One  came  from  Mr.  W.  H. 
Belk,  of  Charlotte,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,000,  and  another  gift  of  $400.00 
was  from   an  anonymous  giver. 

Reports  of  various  committees 
and  congregations  are  reflected  by 
the  statistical  summaries  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  Our 
Mountain  Work.  This  includes  the 
report  of  the  Auxiliary  presented  by 
the  President,  Mrs.  Preston  Thomas. 
Rev.  Donald  W.  Richardson,  D.D., 
member  of  this  Presbytery  and  re- 
tiring moderator  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, spoke  on  the  subject  of 
evangelism.

In  Lieu  Of  Flowers 


A  well  known  Ruling  Elder  in  one 
of  the  churches  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery passed  to  his  reward  not  so 
very  long  ago.  The  family  requested 
that  "No  flowers  be  sent"  to  the 
memorial  service. 

This  is  a  growing  custom  but  it 
restrains  a  motive  that  grows  out  of 
sincere  Christian  sympathy  and  high 
regard  for  the  memory  of  those  who 
have  passed  away. 

Flowers  are  a  beautiful  tribute. 
The  floral  designs  at  countless  me- 
morial services  have  spoken  elo- 
quently of  the  sympathy  and  high 
regard  of  the  friends.  But  the  tri- 
bute, as  beautiful  as  it  is,  has  its 
limitations  in  its  temporal  nature. 

Many  sincere  people  throughout 
the  country  are  seeking  a  more  per- 
manent way  to  express  their  sym- 
pathy. They  feel  that  they  would 
like  to  invest  an  equal  amount — 
or  even  larger  sum — in  some  per- 
manent memorial.  They  also  feel 
that  they  want  to  assure  the  be- 
reaved of  their  real  love  and  sym- 
pathy. 

In  the  past  several  years  the 
Presbyterian  Orphans'  Home  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  served 
as  a  medium  for  both  these  high  mo- 
tives. A  large  number  of  Presbyte- 
rians in  that  Synod  have  sent  "me- 
morial contributions"  to  that  insti- 
tution.   They    in    turn   have   acknow- 


ledged them  to  the  families  of  the 
bereaved  in  the  name  of  the  donor, 
and  have  pledged  to  use  it  in  the 
spirit  in  which  it  was  given. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  would 
like  to  serve  in  a  similar  way  in  the 
case  of  any  individual  who  wishes 
to  establish  a  memorial  to  any  friend 
or  relative,  or  to  add  to  the  R.  P.

June   Emphasis 

INTO   THE    HOMELAND 

Today,  as  we  live  in  a  world  at 
war,  we  can  immediately  see  the  im- 
pelling necessity  of  putting  forth 
even  greater  effort  than  usual  for 
the  cause  of  Christ  here  in  our  own 
country.  We,  as  young  people,  are 
prone  to  think  that  since  we  are  not 
old  enough  to  go  out  as  home  rnis- 
sionaries,  the  responsibility  of  doing 
something  about  this  need  is  some- 
one else's  worry.  This  attitude  is 
partially  right.  It  is  someone  else's 
worry,  but  it  is  also  our  worry.  It  is 
up  to  us  to  do  our  part  to  speed  the 
coming  of  His  Kingdom  here  at 
home. 

Of  course,  this  undertaking  is  so 
great  that  wc  must  constantly  keep 
it  in  mind,  but  in  accord  with  cur 
Kingdom  Highways  plan  of  work, 
the  month  of  June  is  set  aside  for 
the  special  consideration  of  Home 
Missions.  During  June,  your  Young 
People's  groups  will  doubtless  have 
programs  on  the  subject  of  Home 
Missions.  Some  of  the  more  fortu- 
nate ones  of  you  may  even  have  the 
opportunity  of  hearing  some  of  our 
home  missionaries  speak,  and  of 
talking  with  them.  I  hope  we  will  all 
do  at  least  one  of  these  things.  But 
as  it  is  true  in  almost  anything  that 
we  do,  a  lot  of  talking  does  practi- 
cally no  good  if  it  is  not  accom- 
panied by  some  action.  Are  we  go- 
ing to  be  energetic,  progressive,  de- 
termined Christians  who  put  our 
words  into  deeds?  It  is  my  hope, 
and  I  am  sure  that  it  is  your  hope, 
too,  that  we  shall  be  the  "doing" 
kind. 

Probably  some  of  you  are  asking 
now,  "What  can  we  do?"  There  are 
any  number  of  things  which  we  can 
do.  First,  I  would  suggest  that  you 
learn  all  you  can  about  Home  Mis- 
sions. The  chairman  of  the  Highway 
Into  The  Homeland  in  your  local 
league  will  help  you  to  do  this.  This 
chairman  has  material  galore  on  the 
subject.  Then  look  in  Day  By  Day 
for  the  names  of  our  home  mission- 
aries. Pray  for  them  both  individu- 
ally and  collectively.  Write  to  some 
of  them,  and  tell  them  that  you  are 
thinking  of  them  and  praying  for 
them.  They  will  greatly  appreciate 
your  interest. 

Your  money  is  also  needed.  It  is 
an  expensive  venture  and  we  should 
give  our  share.  Let  us  keep  in  mind 
that  "The  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver." 

We  have  a  job  to  do.  A  job  well 
done  reaps  a  two-fold  benefit.  It 
helps  those  for  whom  we  do  it,  and 
it  gives  us  a  sense  of  satisfaction 
which  we  can  get  no  other  way. 
Young   People,   let's  get  behind  this 


job  and  do  it  well.  We,  the  fortu- 
nate, who  know  of  Christ's  love  and 
of  His  unfailing  grace  and  power  to 
save,  should  tell  those  unfortunate 
ones  who  do  not  know.  Our  lives 
should  show  them  the  Way. 

Let's  get  busy.  Let's  make  this 
country  the  kind  of  place  that  we 
want  to  live  in  when  the  peace  is 
won  and  tlie  kind  of  home  our  boys 
and  girls  want  to  come  back  to.  Let's 
do  His  will  now!

Asheville  Presbytery  gives  to  both 
of  these  theological  seminaries 
through  the  regular  benevolent  con- 
tributions. Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell, 
D.D.,  of  the  Presbytery,  is  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Union.  For 
these  reasons  the  following  item 
from  the  Religious  News  Service  will 
be  of  unusual  interest: 

Richmond,  Va.  —  A  legal  barrier 
preventing  the  merging  of  non- 
stock corporations  has  been  re- 
moved by  the  Virginia  Legislature 
thereby  enabling  the  consolidation 
of  the  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Vir- 
ginia, located  here.  The  new  theo- 
logical school  will  be  in  Richmond, 
on  the  site  of  Union  Seminary. 

The  Kentucky  institution,  found- 
ed in  1853,  is  controlled  by  U.  S. 
and  U.S.A.  Presbyterians  (South 
and  North),  while  the  Virginia 
school,  established  in  1812,  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Southern  Church. 
Plans  for  the  new  theological  center 
call  for  an  entirely  new  name,  the 
issuance  of  diplomas  in  the  name  of 
the  new  school  to  all  graduates  of 
both  institutions,  and  a  provision 
whereby  Presbyterians,  North,  will 
exercise  one-third  control. 

Authorities  say  it  will  be  several 
years  before  the  merger  can  be  com- 
pleted.   (RNS).

A  church  without  a  foreign  mis- 
sion program  is  a  church  without  a 
vision,  but  a  church  without  a  home 
mission  program  is  a  church  with- 
out the  ability  to  sponsor  the  for- 
eign enterprise  of  carrying  the  gos- 
pel to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

In  America  the  home  mission 
challenge  becomes  greater  as  the 
"ends  of  the  earth"  come  to  these 
shores,  for  this  is  the  most  cosmo- 
politan nation  on  earth.  Win  all  of 
the  people  of  America  and  you  will 
have  won  someone  to  take  or  send 
the  message  back  home  to  "all  na- 
tions." Not  only  so,  but  the  influ- 
ence that  America  can  and  must 
exercise  in  the  family  of  nations 
will  be  effective  for  the  building  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God  only  in  pro- 
portion that  the  churches  of  Ame- 
rica foster  a  vital  home  mission  pro- 
gram. 

Asheville  is  recognized  as  a  Home 
Mission  Presbytery.  One-fourth  of 
all  undesignated  contributions  for 
benevolent  causes  go  to  Presbytery's 
Home  Missions.  The  General  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  Home  Mis- 
sions recognizes  it  and  has  agreed 
to  send  back  into  this  Presbytery 
an  amount  equal  to  one  dollar  and 
a  quarter  for  every  dollar  con- 
tributed to  that  cause  up  to  a  max- 
imum of  $3,900.  The  Presbytery 
gives  the  Assembly's  Home  Missions 
14  percent  of  undesignated  be- 
nevolent contributions. 

Now  every  fully  informed  Pres- 
byterian ought  to  know  certain 
things  about  Home  Missions.  There 
ought  to  be  a  living  picture  of  what 
is  included  in  the  name.  There 
ought  to  be  familiarity  with  what  is 
being  done  in  this  field.  There  ought 
to  be  a  conscious  effort  to  have  a 
definite  part  in  the  work  involved. 

If  home  missions  is  to  be  true  to 
its  name,  it  must  begin  at  home. 
The  current  expression  of  congre- 
gational home  missions  is  too  often 
merely  a  name.  Every  copy  of  the

Asheville  Presbytery  has  had  in 
Rev.  Homer  McMillan,  D.D.,  a  sin- 
cere friend,  whose  vision  of  our 
needs  and  opportunities  has  never 
failed. 

Dr.  McMillan  will  retire  from  the 
duties  of  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Assembly's  Committee  of  Home  Mis- 
sions in  September,  an  office  he  has 
administered  for  fourteen  years. 
The  General  Assembly  at  Montreat 
elected  Rev.  Claude  H.  Pritchard, 
D.D.,  to  suceed  him. 

The  following  extracts  from  the 
annual  report  of  this  committee  in- 
dicate some  of  the  accomplishments 
during  his  tenure  of  office: 

"When  Dr.  McMillan  came  to  the 
Committee  in  1906  as  Associate  Sec- 
retary, Assembly's  Home  Missions 
was  comparatively  a  small  enter- 
prise, with  a  total  income  of  less 
than  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  year. 
Due  largely  to  his  untiring  zeal  and 
his  indomitable  courage,  in  1929  the 
annual  income  of  the  Committee 
reached  more  than  a  half  million 
dollars,  and  the  Committee  had  be- 
come one  of  the  most  important  ef- 
fective agencies  of  the  Church.  He 
did  much  of  the  writing  and  field

The 
trees  are  loaded  with  the  fruit  and 
all  are  enjoying  the  bounty  of  Na- 
ture who  has  been  supplying  us  with 
her  vegetables  and  fruits.  The  chil- 
dren are  very  healthy  and  to  hear 
the  sounds  that  fill  the  air  they  are 
certainly  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness 
and  attaining  to  a  good  measure 
thereof. 

Swimming  in  Lake  Eden  has  be- 
gun and  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Black  Mountain  College  authorities 
for  granting  us  this  privilege.  Wed- 
nesdays and  Saturdays  the 
youngsters  have  a  great  time  in  the 
mild  waters  of  the  beautiful  lake. 

A  few  days  ago  we  read  the 
words  of  a  popular  writer,  "The 
saddest  thing  about  life  is  that  most 
of  it  is  gone  before  we  learn  to  live 
sensibly."  Certainly  it  seems  a  great 
argument  for  the  truth  that  this  is 
only  a  time  of  preparation  for  the 
life  to  come.  Thank  God,  many  do 
learn  the  lessons  assigned  after  so 
long  a  time,  and  learn  to  appreciate 
in  later  life  the  fine  things  that 
came  to  them  in  childhood  and 
youth  which  they  accepted  without 
realizing  what  they  should  have 
meant  at  the  time.  So  we  believe  the 
young  people  here  will  some  day 
look  back  to  their  carefree  days  at 
the  Orphanage  and  understand  and 
properly  evaluate  efforts  that  have 
been  made  to  give  them  a  normal 
Christian  home.  Already  expressions 
are  coming  from  absent  members  of 
the  family  showing  their  affection 
and  thought  and  appreciation  of  the 
old  home.

Citizen  of  Sunday,  June  4,  showing 
our  own  Robert  (Bobbie)  Gaines 
being  decorated  with  the  Distin- 
guished Flying  Cross  at  Gardener 
Field,  Calif.?  This  was  given  for 
meritorious  achievement  while  serv- 
ing as  a  gunner  on  an  army  bomber 
based  in  Australia.  He  is  now  re- 
ceiving  advanced   flight  training. 

Conference  is  next  week  at  Mon- 
treat and  a  number  of  our  boys  and 
girls  shall  have  the  privilege  of  at- 
tending it.  No  one  can  estimate  the 
influence  for  good  upon  these  young 
liearts  and  minds,  which  will  bear 
fruit  in  years  to  come.

(Continued  from  Pa^e  1) 
work  of  the  Committee,  and  con- 
stantly assumed  new  tasks  and 
duties  that  would  have  daunted  a 
man  of  lesser  consecration  and  de- 
termined nature. 

"When  he  became  Executive  Sec- 
retary in  1930  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee had  a  bank  debt  of  $91,000, 
representing  funds  borrowed  to  pay 
salaries  and  maintain  the  work.  He 
immediately  introduced  the  policy 
of  limiting  the  appropriations  to  the 
income,  and  the  sharing  plan  for 
the  workers,  with  no  guaranteed 
salary.  He  led  the  forces  by  taking 
the  largest  reduction  in  salary  of 
any  member  of  the  home  mission 
forces.  This  one  act,  perhaps  more 
than  any  other,  endeared  him  to  the 
home  mission  workers  and  won  their 
loyalty  which  has  never  abated. 

"One  of  his  greatest  achievements 
was  the  statesmanslike  vision  that 
brought  together  into  an  organized 
force  the  Home  Mission  agencies  of 
the  Church,  Presbytery,  Synod,  and 
Assembly.  The  Assembly's  Home 
Mission  Council  represents  one  of 
the  most  forward  steps  ever  taken 
in  the  home  mission  work  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  It 
was  his  genius  and  skill  that  con- 
ceived the  plan  and  developed  it 
into  a  vital  working  force.  If  there 
was  nothing  else  to  mark  his  admin- 
istration of  the  Assembly's  Home 
Missions  during  these  thirty-eight 
years,  the  creation  of  the  Assembly's 
Home  Mission  Council  would  make 
his  place  secure  in  the  history  of 
the  Church. 

"In  the  wide  and  varied  labors  of 
Dr.  McMillan,  Evangelism  and 
Church  Extension  have  been  his 
chief  concern.  He  believed  that 
every  Home  Missionary  was  com- 
missioned an  evangelist  and  that 
every  home  mission  enterprise  had 
an  abiding  evangelistic  purpose.  His 
guiding  philosophy  of  Home  Missions 
has  been  that  the  Church  lies  at  the 
heart  of  the  nation's  strength,  and 
that  the  Church  grows  by  preaching 
the  gospel  of  redeeming  grace.  It 
was  his  conviction  that  the  regenra- 
tion  of  individual  men  and  women 
must  underlie  any  permanent  social 
reform,  and  that  spiritual  strength- 
ening of  the  people  was  essential  to 
national  security  and  well-being. 

"In  the  larger  Councils  of  the 
Christian  Church  he  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  Home  Mis- 
sion leaders  in  America.  He  was 
President  of  the  Home  Mission 
Council  of  North  America  for  two 
terms;  in  1937  the  Assembly  elected 
him  a  member  of  the  World  Confer- 
ence on  Faith  and  Order,  meeting 
in  Edinburgh.  He  was  chosen  to  rep- 
resent the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church  on  the  World  Council  of 
Churches;  and  for  several  years  he 
has  been  a  valuable  and  contribut- 
ing representative  of  our  Church  in 
the  Pan-Presbyterian  Alliance.  In 
1912  Westminster  College  conferred 
on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Di- 
vinity, and  in  1927  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws."

Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly 
seems  to  say  that  the  average  con- 
gregation completely  ignores  this 
important  phase  of  the  work. 
"Charity  begins  at  home."  So  does 
a  fully  active  home  mission  pro- 
gram. 

Congregational  home  missions 
challenges  every  pastor  and  session 
to  find,  if  possible,  some  way  to  cul- 
tivate the  fields  at  their  own  door. 
Many  churches  —  by  colonizing  in 
needy  nearby  fields  or  sections  of 
their  own  city — have  seen  the  total 
number  of  church  members  doubled 
while  the  home  church  has  had  the 
privilege  of  giving  her  members  to 
this  vital  method  of  real  growth. 
Other  churches  have  found  that 
Outpost  Sunday  Schools  and  preach- 
ing points  have  become  real  feeders 
to  the  home  church. 

Now  sometimes  congregational 
home  missions  becomes  too  great  a 
task  for  the  strength  of  the  home 
church.  And  frequently  there  are 
places  that  need  the  ministry  of  the 
churches  which  are  located  entirely 
without  the  bounds  of  any  existing 
congregation.  Further,  there  are  al- 
ways weaker  congregations  that 
need  help  in  their  own  work.  These 
situations  call  for  the  co-operative 
effort  of  the  Presbytery,  and  there 
is  born  the  cause  of  Presbytery's 
Home  Missions.  Thus,  new  churches 
are  born  and  older  churches  become 
gradually  able  to  support  their  own 
work  without   outside   aid. 

If  this  work  can  be  done  exclu- 
sively on  contributions  within  the 
Presbytery,  the  Presbytery  is  said 
to  be  self-sustaining.  If  not,  the 
General  Assembly  stands  ready  to 
supplement  the  effort  of  the  Pres- 
bytery in  carrying  on  the  work.  The 
General  Assembly,  through  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  on  Home  Missions, 
has  been  generous  to  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery, while  carrying  on  an  ex- 
ceedingly important  work  in  other 
fields  that  are  too  large  for  either 
congregation,   Presbytery,   or  Synod. 

This  work  of  the  General  As- 
seml)ly  is  too  extensive  for  adequate 
comment  here.  Reference  is  made  to 
Rev.  Claude  H.  Prichard,  D.D.,  Edu- 
cational Secretary,  573  Peachtree 
Street,  N.  W.,  Atlanta  3,  Ga.,  for 
further  details.  However,  it  should 
be  noted  that  this  work  includes  the 
support  of  a  whole  Negro  Synod, 
with  its  educational  institutions;  ex- 
tensive work  among  the  Indians,  the 
Mexicans  in  Texas,  together  i^ith 
scattered  work  among  as  many  as 
ten  different  nationalities  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Church;  an  im- 
portant work  in  Kentucky  among 
the  mountain  folk;  and  also  other 
phases  of  work  involving  building 
churches  and  maintaining  weaker 
presbyteries  in  their  home  mission 
programs. 

Now,  can  you  answer  these  ques- 
tions? 

What  is  your  local  congregation  do- 
ing in  its  sphere  of  Home  Mis- 
sions? 

fVhat  is  your  Presbytery  doing? 


What  is  the  General  Assembly  do- 
ing? 

Finally  u'hal  are  vou  doing  in  each 
of  these   three  fields  of  service? 

Perhaps  the  reason  your  church 
has  no  outpost  work  is  that  there 
are  not  enough  helpers  for  this 
work,  and  your  services  are  needed. 
Perhaps  your  Presbytery  is  not  do- 
ing all  that  it  should  and  your 
money  is  needed.  And  the  same  for 
the  General  Assembly.  And  it  goes 
without  saying  that  all  of  us  should 
inform  ourselves  more  and  dedicate 
ourself  more  fully  to  the  work. 

The  home  mission  task  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  —  other  than  dis- 
tinctly congregational  home  mis- 
sions— is  largely  that  of  sustaining 
existing  work  during  the  years  of 
war.  There  should  be  a  determined 
effort  to  expand  our  work  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  even  now  there  are 
some  things  that  can  be  done — and 
should  be  done. 

The  Presbytery  ordered  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  special  committee  of 
five  laymen  and  two  ministers  to 
study  the  needs  of  the  Presbytery 
with  a  view  to  expansion  now  and 
in  the  post-war  period.  There  are 
existing  needs  for  new  congrega- 
tions, and  this  means  church  build- 
ings to  house  these  congregations. 
After  the  war  there  will  be  an  even 
greater  need  for  expansion. 

The  policy  of  the  Presbytery  has 
been  to  group  churches  so  as  to 
limit  the  work  of  any  minister  to 
two  churches.  This  encourages  an 
intensive  work  within  those  congre- 
gations, and  gives  the  opportunity 
for  the  development  of  outpost  mis- 
sions  by    those    congregations. 

The  tragic  need  for  permanent 
pastors  is  acute  in  some  of  these 
fields.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to 
secure  ministers  and  vacant  fields 
will  be  supplied  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. 

A  birdseye  picture  of  Asheville 
Presbytery   reveals: 

Murphy  and  Hayesville  constitute 
a  field,  to  be  supplied  with  a  min- 
ister as  soon  as  possible. 

Andrews  and  Robbinsville  have 
been  grouped  to  form  a  new  pas- 
torate, and  a  minister  will  be  se- 
cured as  soon  as  possible. 

Franklin  and  Morrison  form  a 
field.  Rev.  J.  T.  Gillespie,  Ph.D., 
Professor  of  Bible  at  Agnes  Scott 
College,  Decatur,  Ga.,  is  the  sum- 
mer supply.  It  is  hoped  that  they 
can   call  a  permanent  pastor. 

Highlands  has  a  seminary  supply 
for  the  summer.  Mr.  Jack  Davidson, 
of  the  Swannanoa  Church,  a  senior 
at  Union  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va. 
They  plan  to  have  a  student  from 
Columbia  Seminary,  Decatur,  Ga., 
supply  them  during  the  school  ses- 
sion. 

Sylva  has  been  put  under  the  pas- 
toral care  of  Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson, 
of  Waynesville. 

Bryson  City,  formerly  in  a  self- 
supporting  field  (with  Sylva  and 
Robbinsville)  will  receive  assistance 
to  have  a  minister  for  his  full  time.

The  Sally  Campbell  Memorial  Cot- 
tage, owned  by  the  First  Presbyte-

ARDEN  BUILDS 


Kenilworth   Outpost 

Housed  In  New 

Building 


Trinity  Episcopal  is  the  name  of 
a  congregation  of  negroes  in  the 
Arden  neighborhood,  nine  miles 
from  Asheville  on  the  Hendersonville 
Highway. 

The  new  building  of  the  Presby- 
terians has  been  in  use  for  a  few 
weeks,  taking  the  place  of  the  up- 
stairs room  over  the  garage  nearby. 

Naturally  the  Presbyterians  are 
quite  proud  of  their  new  building. 
It  represents  the  labor  of  many  in 
the  community  and  the  gifts  in 
money  and  materials  of  many  others. 

Not  the  least  grateful  for  the 
new  building  are  the  members  of 
the  little  negro  church.  They  are  re- 
joicing that  their  white  friends  have 
a  real  place  of  worship.  In  fact  they 
rejoice  in  the  practical  way  and  took 
an  offering  for  this  new  building, 
amounting  to  $6.35. 

This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
appreciated  and  significant  gifts  re- 
ceived in  the  program  of  erecting 
this  new  building.  Many  other  gifts, 
including  an  appropriation  from  the 
Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund 
(1942)  and  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  the  Presbytery,  enabled 
the  congregation  to  act  immediately 
upon  special  permission  to  build, 
issued  only  a  few  short  months  ago. 

The  building  is  up.  The  congrega- 
tion has  been  using  it  for  several 
weeks.  It  is  of  beautiful  brick  ve- 
neer. We  hope  to  have  a  picture  of 
it  for  our  next  issue  of  Our  Moun- 
tain Work. 

And  the  building  is  almost  fully 
paid  for.  There  remains  a  labor  bill 
of  about  $60.00,  a  bill  for  brick  and 
lumber  of  about  $500.00,  and  the 
cost  of  installing  a  second-hand  fur- 
nace of  about  $200.00,  a  total  of 
less  than  $800.00. 

We  extend  to  the  Arden  congre- 
gation and  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  P.  N. 
Gresham  and  the  Kenilworth  Church, 
sponsors  of  this  Outpost  Mission,  the 
sincere  thanks  of  the  entire  Church 
for  a  fine  work  well  done,  and  going 
strong  toward  greater  things.

which  is  the  mother  of  crime,  from 
class  bitterness  and  radical  hatred, 
from  the  love  of  power  for  power's 
sake,  from  corruption  in  govern- 
ment and  negligence  of  civil  respon- 
sibility, from  all  of  the  internal 
evils  which  threaten  our  nation's 
life,  O  God  of  mercy  and  grace,  de- 
liver   us. 

Father,  forgive  us  that  our  nation 
has  so  grievously  sinned  against  the 
light  which  Thou  didst  kindle  in  her. 
Thou  hast  called  our  people  to  free- 
dom and  we  have  withheld  from  men 
in  our  own  land  their  share  in  our 
common  heritage.  Thou  hast  given 
us  the  gospel  of  redeeming  love  and 
we  have  kept  it,  not  knowing  that 
the  very  possession  of  it  made  us 
debtors  to  all  mankind.

The 
second,  to  be  brought  home  and 
used  when  needed. 

Your  local  Auxiliary  will  be  de- 
pending on  you  to  bring  back  the 
best  of  all  that  you  hear  and  see 
and  do  for  month-by-month  inspira- 
tion. Montreat  is  wonderful  as  a  re- 
treat, but  its  real  purpose  is  defeat- 
ed if  it  is  not  used  for  training  to 
advance.  Bring  your  mountain-top 
experience  back  to  the  valley  of 
everyday  endeavor. 

Churches  were  established  because 
souls  were  won;  and  are  continued 
for  the  purpose  of  winning  more 
souls.  Experiences  in  spiritual  fel- 
lowship and  religious  training  are 
designed  to  strengthen  the  indi- 
vidual in  the  building  up  of  the 
Church.  During  the  past  year  "stakes 
were  strengthened"  in  Bible  study, 
prayer,  stewardship,  and  Christian 
Social  Service,  but  Personal  Wor- 
kers' Groups  were  few  and  weak. 
This  was  revealed  through  auxiliary 
reports.  Out  of  this  grew  the  chal- 
lenge to  the  women  of  Asheville  for 
Personal  Evangelism.  Personal  means 
individual  responsibility  in  soul  win- 
ning.

Other  Business  At  The 
Summer  Meeting 


Election  of  Rev.  D.  R.  Freeman, 
pastor  of  the  Mills  River  and  Eto- 
wah Presbyterian  Churches,  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Mountain  Home 
Orphanage,  a  report  on  the  King 
College  Endowment  Fund  Cam- 
paign, various  committee  reports 
and  a  doctrinal  sermon  were  prin- 
cipal features  on  the  program  at 
summer  meeting  of  the  Asheville 
Presbytery  at  Montreat  on  July  18. 

Dr.  R.  L.  T.  Liston,  President  of 
King  College,  reporting  on  the  En- 
dowment Fund,  said  that  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  amount  needed 
already  has  been  pledged.  He  said 
that  the  faculty  at  the  college  will 
be  some  smaller  this  year  than  last 
due  to  the  decrease  in  enrollment 
at  the  Boys'  School,  but  said  that 
he  regarded  the  faculty  as  "strong." 

Rev.  J.  V.  N.  Talmadge,  Mis- 
sionary from  Korea,  brought  an  in- 
spiring message.  Mr.  Talmadge 
spent  several  months  in  a  Japanese 
jail  immediately  following  Pearl 
Harbor. 

Succeeds   Gruver 

Mr.  Freeman  succeeds  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Gruver,  Superintendent  of  the 
Orphanage  for  the  past  15  years. 
Mr.  Gruver,  who  expects  to  live  at 
Black  Mountain,  was  appointed  by 
the  Presbytery  to  be  the  Stated 
Supply  of  Lakey  Gap  Chapel,  an 
outpost  of  the  Black  Mountain  Pres- 
byterian Church.  His  resignation  as 
orphanage  head  was  submitted  to 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  in 
May,  effective  upon  the  election  of 
his  successor. 

Mr.  Freeman,  who  has  held  his 
present  pastorate  for  the  past  three 
years,  was  born  near  Charlotte,  and 
Was  a  member  of  the  Steele  Creek 
Presbyterian   Church  there. 

He  was  educated  at  Davidson 
College,  and  in  1924  was  graduated 
from  Union  Theological  Seminary 
of  Richmond,  Va.  His  pastorate's 
have  included  Arlington,  Tenn.,  and

GOLD  STAR  AT 
ORPHANAGE 


William  P.  Hale 


Killed  In  Action  In 
Italy  June  5

Each  day  we  scan  the  papers  unx- 
iously  as  the  news  comes  in  from 
the  battle-fields  all  over  the  world. 
Our  hearts  ache  as  we  look  at  the 
pictures  of  our  fine  American  boys 
who  are  giving  their  lives  for  our 
freedom  and  realize  that  these  are 
only  a  few  whose  loss  is  bringing 
sorrow   to   thousands   of  homes. 

Now  comes  word  that  our  Or- 
phanage Service  Flag  must  carry  a 
gold  star,  as  one  of  our  own  boys, 
William  P.  Hale,  has  made  the  su- 
preme sacrifice.  Bill  was  only  eleven 
when  we  came  to  the  Orphanage 
and  he  was  always  one  especially 
beloved.  With  his  fine  health  and 
strength,  his  generosity  and  his 
winning  personality  we  feel  sure  he 
made  a  good  soldier.  He  was  killed 
in  Italy  on  June  5.  Overseas  since 
January,  1943,  Cpl.  Hale  had  seen 
service  in  Africa  and  Sicily  before 
going  to  Italy.  His  unit  was  the 
first  to  reach  the  main  highway  to 
Rome.  He  was  a  technician  and  was 
with  a  tank  destroyer  unit  of  the 
field  artillery.  He  had  written  his 
mother  of  the  poverty  of  the  Italian 
families  and  how  he  would  save  a 
part  of  his  food  to  feed  the  hungry 
children. 

After  leaving  the  Orphanage  he 
graduated  from  Farm  School  near 
Swannanoa  and  was  later  employed 
by   Biltmore   Dairy  Farms. 

Many  friends  will  remember  the 
Hale  children,  Faye  Mildred,  Joe, 
and  Tom,  who  were  with  him  at  the 
Orphanage,  and  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Mae  Hale  Johnson,  all  of  whom  sur- 
vive him. 

Our  boys  are  scattered  far  and 
wide,  all  in  danger,  all  followed  by 
our  prayers,  and  all  making  us 
proud  and  grateful  that  they  are 
such  fine  brave  men.

Mr.  Gruver  accepted  the  superin- 
tendency  of  the  Orphanage  when 
there  were  35  children  there.  There 
have  been  as  many  as  65  in  resi- 
dence since  that  time,  but  the  pre- 
sent policy  is  to  keep  the  number 
limited  to  between  50  and  55. 

He  formerly  was  in  missionary 
work  with  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  the  U.S.A.  in  North  Buncombe 
County,  but  came  to  the  Mountain 
Orphanage  after  five  years  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Home  Missions  in 
the  Granville  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

Presbytery,  by  a  rising  vote,  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  services 
of  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gruver  during 
their  period  of  service. 

He  succeeded  a  number  of  super- 
intendents, who  had  been  in  charge 
for  short  periods,  taking  up  the 
work  started  by  the  Rev.  R.  P.

As  we,  the  seniors  of  1944,  cele- 
brate our  commencement,  we 
should  remember  that  the  literal 
meaning  of  commencement  is  be- 
ginning.

Many  of  us  have  worked  in  high 
school  toward  a  vocation  and  will 
now  enter  the  business  world  fully 
prepared.  Some  will  master  a  skill 
in  the  armed  forces  which  they  can 
use  in  business  later.  Others  will 
prepare  in  college  for  their  chosen 
career.  Whatever  the  means,  the 
end  will  be  the  same  for  all:  the  se- 
curity which  comes  from  knowing 
that  one  is  a  responsible  person,  ca- 
pable of  making  a  living  and  taking 
his  place  in  society. 

Mental  preparation  is  vital  if  we 
are  to  be  worthy  citizens  of  the 
world  of  tomorrow.  Our  responsi- 
bility as  voters  will  be  to  maintain 
an  intelligent  interest  in  current 
problems.  How  can  we  take  a  stand 
on  international  affairs,  on  race  re- 
lations, on  education,  if  we  are  not 
well-informed  on  the  subject?  Read- 
ing what  other  people  have  to  say, 
listening  to  discussions  on  the  radio, 
debating  the  question  with  our 
neighbors,  and,  most  important  of 
all,  thinking  the  problem  out  con- 
structively for  ourselves;  all  these 
will  be  a  help  in  understanding  the 
complex  problems  which  we  will 
have  to  meet.

gent  opinion  on  a  subject  most  of 
us  stop  right  there,  for  we  are 
powerless  to  convey  ideas  to  others. 
This  nation  is  just  waking  up  to  the 
fact  that  its  people  are  losing  the 
art  of  speech.  Now .  army  officials, 
leading  educators  and  others  in  au- 
thority have  placed  a  premium  on 
the  power  to  state  convictions  in- 
telligently. We  are  planning  a  post- 
war educational  program  in  which 
speech  will  be  considered  a  basic 
skill  as  important  as  reading  and 
writing.  In  our  school  days  many  of 
us  have  missed  this  valuable  instruc- 
tion, so  it  is  up  to  us  to  work  indi- 
vidually for  the  development  of 
clear   forceful   speech. 

While  we  are  formulating  our 
policies  we  must  always  be  careful 
to  keep  our  minds  open  for  new 
ideas  and  new  ways  of  thinking. 
Prejudice  of  other  races  and  other 
creeds  has  no  place  in  the  mind  of 
an  alert  intelligent  citizen.  And  in 
these  open  minds  we  must  plant  the 
seed  of  tolerance,  water  it  with  the 
desire  for  mutual  understanding, 
and  thereby  reap  the  fruits  of 
brotherly   love. 

The  structure  of  our  preparation 
for  the  future  must  be  built  on  a 
firm  spiritual  foundation.  History 
teaches  us  that  the  nation  is  lost 
which  turns  away  from  God,  and 
the  same  thing  is  true  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Religion  gives  us  not  only 
peace  from  anxiety  and  fortitude  in 
the  face  of  danger  but  it  cements 
our  relationships  with  others.  In  the 
words  of  an  old  hymn,  "Who  serves 
my  Father  as  a  son  is  surely  kin  to 
me."  Through  faith  in  God  we  shall 
gain  trust  and  confidence  in  man. 

As  the  years  go  by,  we  will  rea- 
lize that  we  have  almost  uncon- 
sciously slipped  out  of  our  role  of 
preparation  and  assumed  our  re- 
sponsibilities. The  foremost  respon- 
sibility of  every  citizen  is  fitting 
into  the  economic  scheme.  A  civili- 
zation like  ours  has  no  place  for 
parasites;  it  is  each  person's  job  to 
find  his  own  link  in  the  chain,  and 
then  endeavor  to  make  it  the 
strongest  one.  This  is  largely  a 
matter  of  individual  effort,  but  no 
one  could  accomplish  anything  with- 


Miss  Dorothy  Grimes,  of  Bristol, 
Tenn.,  conducted  three  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  in  the  Presbytery  dur- 
ing June  and  July,  and  assisted  in 
the  Young  People's  Conference  at 
Montreat,  June  12-17.

The  Executive  Committee  of  Re- 
ligious Education  sends  students  of 
the  General  Assembly's  Training 
School,  at  Richmond,  Va.,  into  var- 
ious sections  of  the  Church  for  Va- 
cation Bible  School  work.  Through 
the  office  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Carr,  Th.D., 
Director  of  Religious  Education  for 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia,  Miss 
Grimes,  a  rising  senior  at  that  in- 
stitution, was  assigned  to  Asheville 
Presbytery. 

Finding  it  impossible  to  have  the 
full  schedule  of  schools  in  this  Pres- 
bytery, Miss  Grimes  finished  her 
engagement  of  eight  weeks  in 
Knoxville  Presbytery.  Excellent  re- 
ports have  been  given  of  the  work 
that  she  accomplished. 

out  the  co-operation  of  all  his  fel- 
low citizens.  While  in  one  sense  we 
can  be  independent,  still  in  a  larger 
sense,  we  are  all  vitally  dependent 
on  each  other.  Any  one  individual 
is  utterly  impossible,  but  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  million  working  to- 
gether  can   accomplish  anything. 

It  was  Shakespeare  who  said: 
"This  above  all:  to  thine  own  self 
be  true,  and  it  must  follow,  as  the 
night  the  day,  thou  canst  not  then 
be  false  to  any  man."  That  was  the 
advice  which  Polonious  gave  to  his 
son  when  the  boy  was  ready  to  go 
out  into  the  world  on  his  own.  Per- 
haps we  who  are  about  to  follow  in 
his  footsteps  would  do  well  to  con- 
sider the  wisdom  in  those  words. 
"This  above  all:  to  thine  own  self 
be  true  ..."  We  will  be  true  to 
our  own  opinions,  true  to  our  own 
religion,  true  to  our  own  standards 
of  right  and  wrong.  We  will  set  for 
ourselves  a  destination  that  is  just 
beyond  the  horizon  and  then  rally 
all  our  forces  for  the  journey.  And 
thus,  with  feet  planted  firmly  on 
the  ground  and  eyes  focused  ever 
on  the  stars,  we  face  the  future!

For  two  years  the  local  churches 
of  our  General  Assembly  have  had 
the  "Religious  Education  Advance" 
in  their  thinking-  and  in  their  pro- 
gram. Through  the  Advance  we 
have  been  trying  to  "Reach  every 
person  with  Christian  Teaching." 
The  first  year  emphasis  was  gen- 
eral— stressing  the  Home,  Church, 
and  Community.  The  emphasis  for 
the  second  year  was  "The  Christian 
Home,"  seeking  to  challenge  all  pa- 
rents to  begin  where  Christian  tea- 
ching must  begin  if  our  Religious 
Education  effort  is  to  be  effective 
in  the  lives  of  our  children  and 
youth.  "And  these  words  which  I- 
command  thee  this  day  shall  be  in 
thine  heart,  and  thou  shalt  teach 
them  diligently  to  thy  children." 

Our  third  year  emphasis  is  "The 
Church."  Let  us  carefully  examine 
the  Church.  Let  us  examine  our 
hearts  and  lives  as  members  of  the 
Church.  Let  us  examine  the  teach- 
ing program  of  the  Church.  Let  us 
dedicate  ourselves  to  improving  the 
teaching  work  of  our  Church,  so 
that  those  who  are  taught  will  be 
better  taught  God's  Word.  Let  us 
look  to  the  unreached  of  our  com- 
munity and  bring  them  into  the 
Church  Schools,  that  they  may  be 
taught  the  truths  of  God's  Word. 

We  Have  Advanced 

We  have  advanced  through  every 
effort  to  improve  our  church  pro- 
gram. We  have  advanced  in  our 
work  with  children.  Many  reports  of 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been 
received.  In  spite  of  war-time  pro- 
blems, our  churches  are  still  con- 
ducting Vacation  Bible  Schools  in 
large  numbers.

Inl940,  a  campaign  was  launched 
to  raise  $100,000  to  renovate  and 
rebuild  the  church  sanctuary  and 
the  church  school  building.  The 
treasurer  reports  receipts  of  $42,- 
400.  Of  this  amount,  $41,000  has 
been  invested  in  war  bonds. 

By  unanimous  action  of  the  Board 
of  Deacons  and  the  Session,  it  has 
been  decided  that  new  campaign 
will  be  inaugurated,  beginning  on 
September  10,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising   $60,000.

We  boys  of  the  Orphanage  feel 
that  we  have  the  most  important 
part  of  the  work  here  at  our  Home. 
We  care  for  the  farm,  the  garden, 
the  dairy,  the  lawns,  and  help  make 
repairs  on  the  buildings.  To  keep 
the  farm  work  going,  raising  corn 
and  hay  for  the  cattle,  and  the  vege- 
table garden,  where  we  raise  food- 
r  tuffs  for  the  table,  requires  the  co- 
operation of  the  larger  part  of  the 
larger  boys.  We  have  to  have 
"vegetable  boys"  who  gather  the 
garden  produce  for  the  kitchen,  and 
the  small  boys  can  help  some  in  this 
way.  But  the  big  boys  have  to  care 
for  the  barn  and  the  cattle.  Keep- 
ing the  barn  clean,  the  cows  well 
fed  and  milked,  the  equipment  all 
clean  and  sterilized  is  no  small  job. 

We  have  beautiful  front  and  back 
lawns,  but  to  keep  them  beautiful 
they  must  be  well  kept,  and  several 
boys  have  to  keep  behind  the  lawn 
mowers  and  the  hedge  clippers  are 
in  use  real  often. 

And  there  always  seems  to  be 
broken  windows  to  be  repaired, 
plumbing  needs  that  one  of  the 
boys  can  fix,  blown-out  fuses  to  be 
replaced,  the  furnace  to  be  kept 
going,   or   coal   to  be  hauled. 

And  then  we  do  have  to  go  to 
school,  you  know.

Plans  Made  To  Promote 

Strong   Conference 

In  1945 


Nineteen  home  mission  chairmen 
and  executives  met  at  Montreat  and 
organized  an  Assembly-wide  Home 
Mission  Association,  electing  as  oflFi- 
cers  for  two  years:  Rev.  G.  A.  Wil- 
son, D.D.,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  Presi- 
dent; Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  Vice-President;  and  Rev. 
R.  E.  McClure,  Asheville,  N.  C, 
Secretary. 

Similar  groups  had  met  for  two 
preceding  summers  in  connection 
with  the  Annual  Home  Mission  Con- 
ference at  Montreat.  Twenty-one 
were  present  in  1943.  Rev.  F.C. 
Talmadge,  D.D.,  of  Atlanta,  Ga., 
was  the  first  chairman,  being  suc- 
ceeded by  Dr.   Wilson   in   1944. 

The  body  adopted  a  constitution 
which  would  include  "any  person 
performing  any  executive  or  admin- 
istrative duties  in  connection  with 
the  Home  Mission  program  of  any 
Presbytery,  Synod,  or  the  General 
Assembly."  Rev.  Chas.  S.  Ramsay, 
of  Lynnville,  Tenn.,  and  Rev.  Chas. 
L.  Smith,  of  Ripley,  Miss.,  were 
added  to  the  three  elected  officers 
to  form  an  executive  committee. 

The  executive  committee  was 
commissioned  to  confer  with  Rev. 
Claude  H.  Pritchard,  D.D.,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, "with  a  view  to  arranging  a 
strong  program  for  the  Home  Mis- 
sion  Conference   of   1945." 

It  was  also  ordered  that  this  com- 
mittee manage  a  co-operative  pool- 
ing of  travel  expenses  of  one  per- 
son from  each  Presbytery  in  the 
Church  to  the  1945  Conference. 
This  person  is  to  be  either  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  or  the  ad- 
ministrative officer  employed  by  the 
cominittee. 

A  special  program  for  the  Asso- 
ciation is  to  be  included  in  the  gen- 
eral Home  Mission  Conference  at 
Montreat  in  1945.  This  program  is 
to  be  arranged  by  the  executive 
committee   of  the   Association.

Celebrate  150  Years 


At  Stvannanoa 


Dr.   Campbell   Traces    Growth    Of 

Denomination — Dr.  Summey 

Present  —  Business 


The  Swannanoa  Presbyterian 
Church  celebrated  its  150th  anni- 
versity  jointly  with  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery holding  its  regular  fall  meet- 
ing October  10  at  the  church  from 
10:00  A.M.  to  9:00  P.M.,  concluding 
the  day  with  an  impressive  commu- 
nion service  conducted  by  Rev. 
George  Summey,  D.D.,  of  New  Or- 
leans, La.,  and  one-time  student 
supply  of  the  Swannanoa  Church, 
assisted  by  Rev.  H.  V.  Lofquist. 

A  minimum  amount  of  business 
developed  for  the  action  of  Presby- 
tery and  the  planned  exercises  for 
the  second  day  were  dispensed  with, 
except  for  the  communion  which 
was  moved  to  Tuesday  nieht.  Rev. 
R.  E.  McClure,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Presbytery,  was  made  mod- 
erator, and  Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson, 
of  Waynesville,  was  made  clerk. 

Actions   of   Presbytery 

Rev.  Harold  T.  Bridgman,  formerly  pastor 
of  the  Highlands  congregation,  was  dis- 
missed to  Harmony  Presbytery,  S.  C,  to 
take   up    work    at   Sumter. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Anderson,  D.D.,  of  Montreat,  was 
appointed  to  represent  the  Presbytery  at  the 
Seventy-fifth  Anniversary  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery,  October  17.  Asheville  Presbytery 
was  formed  from  a  part  of  Mecklenburg  in 
1896. 

The  basic  salaries  of  Home  Mission  pas- 
tors was  increased  from  .$1,800  to  $2,000, 
subject  to  specific  agreements  between 
churches  involved  and  the  Home  Mission 
Committee. 

The  Presbytery  declined  to  change  its  be- 
nevolent percentages  to  provide  extra  funds 
for  the  Synod's  Religious  Education  Com- 
mittee, but  did  authorize  a  special  appeal  to 
raise  the  additional  amount  asked  in  con- 
nection with  the  employment  of  a  special 
Sunday   School    worker. 

The  amount  of  $3,148.50  was  approved  as 
the  goal  for  the  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Fund  Offering  the  first  week  in  November. 
No  definite  goals  for  local  churches  were  set, 
each  Church  being  asked  to  take  an  offering 
"as    God   hath    prospered." 

The  goal  for  the  Thanksgiving  Offering 
for  the  Mountain  Orphanage  was  set  at 
$10,000.  The  first  $5,000  is  for  the  expense 
budget,  the  next  $5,000  for  repairs  and 
equipment,  and  all  over  to  be  used  for  ex- 
penses.   It    was    pointed    out    that    there    had

Spiritual 

Dr.  T.  H.  Spence,  supply  minister 
of  the  Black  Mountain  congregation, 
met  seventeen  of  the  boys  and  girls 
at  7:00  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening, 
(.October  1,  conducted  a  worship  ser- 
vice, after  which  five  more  boys 
stayed  for  conference,  looking  to- 
ward  church  membership. 

The  superintendent.  Rev.  D.  R. 
Freeman,  had  prepared  for  Dr. 
Snence's  services  on  the  preceding 
night.  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Presbytery, 
had  led  a  series  of  vesper  services, 
durino-  the  week  of  September  11- 
17.  The  spiritual  harvest  is  a  result 
of  the  ministry  of  many  who  have 
been  working  faithfully  with  these 
young  people  over  a  period  of  years. 

Material 

Two  barns  full  of  hay,  a  silo  full 
of  feed  and  a  good  corn  crop  are 
some  of  the  evidences  of  the  mate- 
rial harvest.  Of  course,  the  healthy 
family  is  due  to  the  large  garden, 
dairy  and  farm  sources  of  food. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  in 
great  need  of  a  consecrated  man 
who  will  supervise  the  boys  in  sow- 
ing and  reaping  future  harvests  of 
material  things.  It  has  been  extreme- 
ly hard  to  find  a  man  to  succeed  Mr. 
W.  J.  Griffin,  farm  manager  for 
nearly  fourteen  years. 

Mental 

There  has  not  been  time  for  the 
mental  harvest  to  ripen.  But  seeds 
are  being  sown  as  school  opened 
September  25.  Judging  from  the 
eagerness  to  get  back  to  school 
there  should  be  some  excellent  re- 
cords made  this  year.

Swannanoa  Presbyterian  Church 
celebrated  its  one  hundred  and  fif- 
tieth anniversary  on  October  10-11, 
at  which  time  it  was  host  to  Asbe- 
ville  Presbytery  for  the  regular 
Fall    Meeting   of"  that  body. 

This  is  probably  the  oldest  church 
organization  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  in  North  Carolina.  While, 
on  the  basis  of  present  evidence, 
this  cannot  positively  be  established 
as  fact,  available  historical  data, 
interlacing  in  a  fascinating  pattern, 
point  strongly  to  such  a  conclusion. 
The  first  settlers  were  Presbyterians 
and  they  "established  themselves  at 
the  mouth  of  Bee  Tree  Creek  of 
Swannanoa  River  and  immediately 
established  in  this  new  country  a 
Presbyterian  meeting-house."  This 
structure  which  was  kown  at  "Ro- 
bert Patten's  Meeting-house"  was 
the  first  place  of  worship  used  by 
the  congregation  and  was  situated 
on  a  hill  near  where  Warren  Wilson 
College  is  now  located.  It  seems 
that  the  settlers  worshipped  in  this 
building  some  years  before  the 
church  was  organized  in  1794. 

Several      years    later    the    second 
building   was    erected    upon   the   site 
of  the   present  structure   on  a  knoll 
which  at  that  time  was  covered  with 
a    growth    of    pine    trees    a    few    of 
which  are  standing  today.  It  became 
known,    locally     at     least,     as    Piney,:j 
Grove    Church.    However,     all     early  IjJ 
records   examined  by  this  writer  re-tt' 
fer      to      the      organization     as    thfil 
"Swannanoa      Church,"    with    some  || 
variation    in    the    spelling    of    Swan- 
nanoa.     This     second     building-    was 
dedicated  on  September  8,  1839,  by 
the  Rev.  James  McCrea,  D.D.,  in  his 
eighty-ninth  year.  He  was  too  feeble 
to   stand,   and   had  to  sit  in   a  chair 
for   the    service.    Later  the   building 
was   moved    to    the   foot   of  the   hill 
and  used  as  a  school  building. 

The  auditorium  of  the  present 
building  Vv^as  erected  some  sixty 
years  ago  while  Rev.  W.  W.  Moore 
was  laboring  as  Evangelist  in  this 
section.  Durins:  the  pastorate  of 
Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge,  a  section  in- 
cluding the  tower  was  added  to  the 
front  of  the  building.  The  Sunday 
School  Annex,  and,  also  the  brick 
manse  nearby  the  church,  were 
built  during  the  pastorate  of  the 
present  incumbent. 

The  first  minister  to  serve  the 
Church,  so  far  as  is  known,  was  the 
Rev.  George  Newton,  who,  as  a  li- 
centiate, preached  here  and  at  other 
points  around  Asheville  some  years 
before  he  was  ordained  by  Concord 
Presbytery  meetin.s'  at  the  Swan- 
nanoa Church  sometime  between 
1^'^arch  ?9,  1798,  and  October  10  of 
the  same  year.  The  last  minister, 
'■"^for'^  the  rresent  pastor,  to  serve 
V-a  Church  was  the  Rev.  R.  S.  E.sk- 
ri'd-i-e.  whose  memory  is  still  warmly 
c'''erisl'ed  by  the  .congregation  and 
community.  Of  the  lona"  list  of  min- 
isters who  have  served  this  old 
(Continued   on   Page   5) 
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been     no     maior     repairs     since     the     building 
was    erected    in    1922. 

Consideration  of  amendments  to  the  Con- 
fession of  Faith  and  Book  of  Church  Order 
were  postponed  for  the  mid-winter  meeting 
scheduled  for  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of    Asheville,    January    9,    1945. 

Rev.  C.  G.  Davis,  D.D.,  was  made  Chair- 
man of  the  Commission  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work.  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure  was  added  to 
the  Commission,  succeeding  Rev.  R.  F. 
Campbell,  D.D.,  whose  term  of  office  expired. 
Rev.  J.  H.  Gruver  was  appointed  to  preach 
the  doctrinal  sermon  at  the  January  Meeting- 
on  the  subject,  "The  Holy  Spirit."  Rev.  H.  V. 
Lofquist  was  named  as  alternate  to  Mr. 
Gruver. 

Historical  Celebration 

The  historical  program  opened 
with  greetings  from  the  Church  and 
responses  from  both  Asheville  and 
Holston  Presbytery,  followed  by 
addresses  by  Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell, 
D.D.,  on  the  History  of  Presbyter- 
ianism  in  the  section;  Rev.  H.  B. 
Dendy,  D.D.,  on  "Presbyterianism — 
A  Heritage";  and  Rev.  R.  E.  Mc- 
Clure on  "Presbyterianism — A  Chal- 
lenge." 

Dr.   Summey 

A  feature  of  the  day  was  the 
presence  of  Dr.  George  Summey, 
native  of  Asheville,  whose  father 
was  an  elder  in  the  congregation 
for  fifty  years,  student  supply  at 
Swannanoa  at  the  age  of  19,  former 
moderator  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  the  inspiration  of  the  meeting 
of  this  Presbytery  at  the  age  of  91. 

Dr.  Summey  delighted  his  audi- 
ence with  his  reminiscences  of  his 
boyhood  and  relationships  with  the 
congregation.  He  was  presented 
with  a  check  for  $50.00  by  the  con- 

^  gregation.     He     conducted   the   com- 

;imunion. 

I  In  Dr.  Campbell's  address  the 
f  late  of  earliest  Presbyterian  ser- 
vices at  Swannanoa  was  placed  at 
1785,  and  the  place  at  "Patton's 
Meeting  House"  at  or  near  the  sight 
of  the  present  Warren  Wilson  Col- 
lege. The  earliest  record  of  work 
that  ultimately  became  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Asheville, 
was  established  as  the  "mouth  of 
the  Swannanoa"  in  1794,  under 
Rev.    George   Newton. 

Swannanoa  and  Reems  Creek 
Church  (Presbyterian,  U.S.A.)  near 
Weaverville  were  both  served  by 
Mr.  Newton  in  1791.  Rev.  W.  M. 
Hyde,  present  pastor  of  the  Reems 
Creek  Church,  brought  greetings 
from  the  Holston  Presbytery, 
U.S.A.,    earlier  in  the  program. 

The  Presbytery  was  entertained 
at  a  beautiful  picnic  dinner  and 
supper  by  the  ladies  of  the  Swan- 
nanoa Church.  Several  men  of  the 
congregation  took  part  in  relating 
events  pertaining  to  the  life  of  the 
Church  there.  The  pastor  of  the 
Church,  Rev.  T.  A.  Painter,  D.D., 
was  praised  for  his  fine  leadership, 
and  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  fact 
that  the  Church  had  grown  during 
his  pastorate  of  16  years,  had  erect- 
ed a  manse  and  Sunday  School 
plant  and   fully  paid  for   same. 

Nine  ministers  are  buried  in  the 
cemetery  that  lies  on  three  sides  of 
the  building.  Eight  are  Presbyterian 
and  one  Baptist.  The  congregation 
was  hailed  as  the  mother  of  Presby- 
terianisin  -in.-  this  area...  ;

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  and 
each  of  its  constituent  groups  have 
taken  seriously  from  its  very  incep- 
tion the  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Campaign.  For  each  of  the  two 
years  that  are  finished  in  the  Cam- 
paign, the  Synod  has  exceeded  its 
quota. 

For  the  year  1943  the  quota  for 
the  Synod  was  $20,871.00,  which 
was  broken  down  to  the  Presbyteries 
in  the  following  percentages  and 
amounts : 

Abingdon 21%  $4,382.91 

Asheville 15%  3,130.65 

Holston 21%  4,382.91 

Knoxville 43%  8,974.53 

Last  year  the  total  gifts  contrib- 
uted by  the  Synod  was  $22,269.36, 
exceeding  its  quota  by  $1,398.36. 
The  amount  contributed  by  each  of 
the  Presbyteries  is  as  follows: 

Abingdon,  $3,974.57;  short  of 
quota,  $408.34. 

Asheville,  $3,136.59;  excess  of 
quota,  $5.94. 

Holston,  $3,919.98;  short  of 
quota,  $462.93. 

Knoxville,  $11,237.82;  excess  of 
quota,   $2,263.29. 

The  Presbyteries  of  Asheville  and 
Knoxville  exceeded  their  quotas, 
while  the  Presbyteries  of  Abingdon 
and  Holston  fell  short  of  their 
quotas. 

After  deductions  had  been  made 
by  the  Home  Mission  Council  to 
care  for  the  Home  Mission  Week 
offering  to  Assembly's  Home  Mis- 
sions and  the  Synod's  share  of  the 
Campaign  expenses,  the  Council  had 
a  balance  of  $15,031.48  net  receipts 
from  sources  within  the  Synod.  Of 
this  net  sum,  25  percent  or  $3,757.87 
was  returned  to  the  Synod  and  with 
the  excess  above  the  quota  was  dis- 
tributed to  the  Presbyteries  as  fol- 
lows: 

Abingdon $    369.72 

Asheville 561.41 

Holston 314.73 

Knoxville 3,855.63 

These  funds  received  by  the  Pres- 
byteries is  to  be  used  by  them  for 
meeting  definite  Emergency  Home 
Mission    needs   within    their   bounds. 

This  left  a  balance  of  $11,273.61 
received  from  sources  within  the 
Synod  for  the  Assembly  Home  Mis- 
sion Council  use  in  meeting  emer- 
gency needs  across  the  General  As- 
sembly. Among  the  appropriations 
made  to  various  Home  Mission  pro- 
jects were  the  following  particular 
causes  within  the  Synod  to  which 
appropriations  were  made  totalling 
$10,000.00:

The  Home  Mission  Emergency  is 
still  with  us.  Our  opportunities  and 
responsibilities  are  very  great.  Last 
year  two  of  our  Presbyteries,  Abing- 
don and  Holston,  failed  to  make 
their  quota  for  the  Home  Mission 
Emergency  Fund.  Do  not  let  that 
happen  again.

With  these  returns  to  Emergency 
projects  within  the  Synod  it  is  dis- 
covered that  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia contributed  only  $1,273.61  to 
Emergency  projects  outside  its  own 
bounds. 

The  Current  Home  Mission 
Emergency  Campaign 

The  quota  for  the  current  1944 
Home  Mission  Emergency  Campaign 
for  our  Synod  is  $20,990.00.  This 
quota  was  accepted  by  the  Synod  at 
its  recent  meeting  and  was  broken 
down  to  the  four  Presbyteries  in 
the  following  percentages  and 
amounts: 

Abingdon 21%  $4,407.90 

Asheville 15%  8,148.50 

Holston 21%  4,407.90 

Knoxville 43%  9,025.70 

By  action  of  the  Synod,  each 
Presbytery  will  receive  back  for 
Emergency  Work  within  its  own 
bounds  all  funds  contributed  by  the 
Presbytery  above  its  quota. 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  in  its 
recent  meeting  at  Pulaski,  Va.,  se- 
riously aware  of  the  importance  of 
the  current  Home  Mission  Emer- 
gency Campaign,  took  acting  urging 
"that  each  Presbytery  prayerfully 
and  diligently  press  the  Campaign 
within   its  bounds." 

With  the  war  situations  being  fa- 
vorable to  the  United  States  and 
her  allies,  temporary  war  emergency 
situations  will  diminish  in  their 
challenging  call  upon  the  Church 
for  a  definite  ministry  in  their  be- 
half. On  the  other  hand,  the  oppor- 
tunity emergency  call  will  become 
stronger  and  more  challenging.  In 
the  latter  stages  of  the  World  War 
in  the  period  immediately  following 
the  duration  the  industrial  situation 
with  its  accompanying  locations  of 
people  will  crystalize  and  with  it 
will  come  the  greatest  opportunity 
in  all  the  history  of  our  Church  to 
ground  our  work  and  Church  in  the 
areas  and  communities  that  will  be 
permanent.  The  best  giving  that  can 
be  done  now  is  to  the  Home  Mission 
Emergency  and  the  best  strategy  of 
the  Church  is  to  adequately  imple- 
ment its  Home  Mission  Agencies  to 
captivate  new  permanent  communi- 
ties for  Christ  and  the  Church.  As 
goes  the  Home  Mission  Emergency 
this  year,  next  year  and  the  next, 
so  will  our  great  and  beloved 
Church  go  for  the  next  twenty-five

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  met  at 
Pulaski,  Va.,  on  Sept.  19-20  with  a 
large  attendance  from  Presbyteries 
other  than  Asheville.  Various  emer- 
gencies kept  many  Asheville  min- 
isters away. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Cousar,  D.D.,  Pastor 
of  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  was  elected 
Moderator,  succeeding  Rev.  H.  B. 
Dendy,   D.D.,  of  Weaverville. 

King  College  reported  that  the 
institution  was  entirely  free  of 
debt.  A  large  percent  of  a  new  cam- 
paign for  $250,00  additional  endow- 
ment has  been  raised  in  cash.  The 
whole    is   confidently   anticipated. 

The  Synod  was  commended  for 
reaching  its  full  goal  in  the  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Fund  for  the 
past  two  years.  The  goal  for  1944 
was  approved  for  $20,990.00.  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  was  assigned  $3,- 
148.50. 

Rev.  C.  Darby  Fulton,  D.D.,  Exe- 
cutive Secretary  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, spoke  to  the  Synod.  Others 
who  were  members  of  the  Synod 
emphasized  evangelism  and  the  Re- 
ligious Education  Advance  in  devo- 
tional   exercises   and    addresses. 

Rev.  Dan.  T.  Caldwell,  D.D.,  Di- 
rector of  the  Defense  Service  Coun- 
cil, spoke  of  the  work  with  chap- 
lains and  service  men.  He  reported 
seventeen  chaplains  from  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia,  eleven  in  the  Navy 
and  six  in  the  Army. 

Report  was  made  of  the  West- 
minster Fellowship  of  College  Stu- 
dents, organized  last  fall.  The  sec- 
ond annual  meeting  is  scheduled  for 
King  College,  Bristol,  Va.,  Nov.  25- 
26.  Russel  Fleming,  of  Mebane, 
N.  C,  student  at  King  College,  is 
president. 

Young  People's  Night  for  the  Sy- 
nod was  changed  from  September 
24  to  November  12.  This  change 
was  made  only  for  this  Synod  to 
meet  local  needs. 

Leadership  was  emphasized  in  re- 
ports and  plans  reported  more  fully 
elsewhere  in  Our  Mountain  Work. 

Synod  sent  formal  greetings  to 
Dr.  R.  F.  Campbell,  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  and  to  all  chaplains  in 
the  Army  and  Navy. 

A  permanent  committee  to  con- 
sider possible  negro  work  in  the  Sy- 
nod was  named.  Rev.  R.  D.  Bedin- 
ger,  D.D.,  was  made  chairman.  Rev. 
Rev.  R.  E.  McClure  was  added  from 
Asheville  Presbytery. 

The  1944  meeting  is  scheduled 
for  September  10,  at  the  First  Pres- 
b  y  t  e  r  i  a  n  Church,  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  upon  invitation  of  the  pas- 
tor. Rev.  J.  S.  Fowle,  D.D.

Cities 

In  our  Southland  36%  percent  of 
the  total  population  .  .  .  are  church 
members.  For  the  major  cities  (the 
percentage)  exceeds  50  percent. 
Most  of  the  Negroes  of  our  cities 
have  no  church  affiliation  whatso- 
ever. 

Many  of  our  cities  when  most 
brilliantly  lighted  are  exceedingly 
dark.  Sin  in  the  city  differs  not  at 
all  in  its  basic  elements. 

One  of  the  greatest  scandals  of 
the  Church  has  been  its  neglect  of 
the  underprivileged.  We  must  take 
Christ  to  these  festering  sore  places 
in   our  southern  cities. 

Boulevard  people  are  at  times 
harder  to  reach  .  .  .  until  their 
chickens    came   home   to   roost,   they 


have  no  real  need  of  a  Saviour. 

Some  believe  that  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  needs  a  new  technique 
to  reach  the  masses.  I  believe  with 
all  my  heart  the  mission  chapel  pro- 
gram is  the  answer. 
Rural 

In  spite  of  all  these  changing  con- 
ditions over  60  percent  of  all  sou- 
thern people  live  in  the  country. 

Our  Church  ...  has  had  83  Mod- 
erators ...  65  were  born  in  the 
rural  South  and  reared  in  country 
churches. 

The  rural  South  is  the  "seed-bed" 
of  the  Church.  Our  snobbishness 
and  stratified  membership  have  left 
the  door  open  for  all  the  vagaries  of 
the  numerous  religious  sects  that 
are  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds 
throughout  the  rural   South. 

Now  as  never  before  the  rural 
Presbyterian  Church  is  in  danger  of 
losing  its  life. 

The  Southern 
Highlander 

The  mountain  people  are  a 
freedom  -  loving  people.  Fearless. 
Hospitality  and  neighborliness  are 
outstanding  virtues.  .Good  citizens. 
Not  scoffers  or  infidels.  They  have 
never  had  the  religious  privileges  of 
some  other  sections.  The  prob- 
lems .  .  .  have  been  isolation,  illit- 
eracy and  irreligion.  One  county  in 
this  (Guerrant)  Presbytery  has  only 
235  people  who  are  church  members, 
out  of  a  population  of  15,320. 


The  rural  people  of  the  South 
need  Jesus  Christ.  It  matters  not 
whether  they  be  from  the  lowlands 
or  from  the  highlands. 

Christ  And  So 
Many  People 

(Before  reading  the  last  quota- 
tion, turn  to  your  Bible  and  read 
Revelation   19:6-9). 

Amidst  all  that  great  multitude 
which  gathers  there  I  long  to  see  all 
the  peoples  of  my  native  South.  I 
want  to  see  them  come  in  by  the 
tens  of  thousands,  the  hosts  of  those 
who  have  been  redeemed  by  Christ — 
our  mountain  folk — the  Choctaws, 
the  Cherokees,  the  Chickasaws,  and 
the  Alabamians — a  great  company 
of  Southern  Negroes — the  Italians 
and  the  Latins — the  Jews  and  the 
Chinese — myriads  of  M  e  x  i  cans — • 
rural  people,  suburban  people,  and 
urban  people.

Have  you  noticed  our  new  Volume 
Number?  We  have  apparently 
grown  from  Volume  Seven  to  Vol- 
ume   Thirty-four    overnight. 

To  keep  history  straight,  we  are 
using  the  number  to  correspond  to 
the  number  of  years  of  publication. 
Our  Mountain  Work  was  first  issued 
in  December,  1910.  Several  volumes 
confined  for  more  than  twelve  issues. 
One    volume    contained    sixty   issues. 

The  paper  was  issued  with  a  few 
exceptions  for  about  fourteen  years. 
After  an  interval  of  several  months 
it  was  re-established  in  1925.  Only 
one  issue  has  been  missed  since  that 
date. 

The  volume  number  has  been 
changed  several  times.  Volvime  11 
was  changed  to  Volume  II,  by  a 
printer's  error  changing  Arabic  11 
to  Roman  II,  without  corrections. 
Our  present  Volume  VII  is  based 
on  this  error. 

Beginning  with  this  issue  the 
Volume  Number  becomes  XXXIV. 
The  issue  number  continues  to  cor- 
respond with  the  month,  on  a  yearly 
basis.

West,  now  in  the  dairy  business  near  Salisbury.  Mr.  West  writes:  "As  well 
as  I  can  remember,  the  names  of  the  first  six  children  were  Floyd,  Frank 
Dewey  and  Daisy  Snider,  Katherine  Goodson  and  Morgan  Rice.  There  were 
about  ten  when  I  came." 

Miss  Florence  Osborne,  of  Canton  R.F.D.,  who  was  teaching  school  at 
Crabtree  when  The  Mountain  Orphanage  was  founded,  writes: 

"I  think  I  have  somewhere  a  letter  from  Dr.  Smith  which  would  give 
written  proof  that  January  19,  1904,  was  the  day  on  which  my  young- 
cousin,  Lelia  Plott,  and  I  went  to  Crabtree.  Dr.  Smith  was  there  unpacking. 
He  had  been  so  thoughtful,  but  when  I  made  the  biscuit  for  supper,  we 
found  he  had  forgotten  the  rolling  pin.  My  cousin  and  I  thought  that  was 
something  about  which  to  laugh,  but  he  took  it  so  soberly  in  that  he  had 
forgotten  something  so  essential,  that  the  incident  left  an  impression. 

"I  have  lived  such  a  varied  and  busy  life.  I  do  not  remember  how  soon 
until  I  opened  the  school,  or  how  long  until  Mrs.  Bales  came,  or  how  soon 
the  four  children  came. 

"Mrs.  Bales  was  a  very  cheery  little  body,  and  we  were  very  congenial. 
I  just  read  a  letter  or  two  from  her  yesterday.  Her  name  was  Ellen  H. 
Bales.  She  has  a  granddaughter,  Miss  Slaughter,  working  for  the  Champion 
Paper  &  Fibre  Company  at  Canton."

Joseph  Ramsey  Sevier 
Dec.  18.  1877  -  Oct.  16,  1944 

Member  Asheville  Presbytery; 
President  Fassifern  School  for 
Girls,  Hendersonville;  Past  Gov- 
ernor of  Carolinas  District,  Ki- 
wanis  International;  Director  of 
Camp  Greystone  for  Girls;  Bro- 
ther Beloved. 

Dr.  Sevier  was  bom  in  Greene- 
ville,  Tenn.,  received  the  degree 
of  A.B.  from  King  College  in 
1898,  the  degree  of  B.D.  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  in  1903,  and  the  degree 
of  D.D.  from  King  College  in 
1912. 

He  was  pastor  first  of  the  Third 
(now  Rivermont)  Presbyterian 
Church,  Lynchburg,  Va.,  from 
1903-07,  having  been  licensed 
and  ordained  by  Montgomery 
Presbytery  in  1903.  He  served  as 
pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  from 
1907-11.  His  third  and  last  pas- 
torate was  in  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Augusta,  Ga., 
from  1911-25. 

He  began  his  camp  and  school 
activities  in  1920  when  he  be- 
came director  of  Camp  Grey- 
stone  at  Tuxedo.  In  1925  he  pur- 
chased Fassifern  School.  These 
two  institutions  challenged  his 
best  interests  in  Christian  educa- 
tion of  girls  and  stand  as  a  mon- 
ument to  his  consecrated  leader- 
ship. 

Surviving  are  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Edith  Love  Sevier,  and  two  chil- 
dren, John  L.  Sevier,  of  the  Am- 
erican Red  Cross  in  the  Caribbean 
area,  and  Mrs.  E.  Landon  Hanna, 
of  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  together 
with  five  granddaughters.

Church   School  Is  Evan- 
gelistic   Agency 

"The  greatest  evangelistic  agency 
in  the  Church  is  the  Church  School. 
More  souls  are  won  for  Jesus  Christ 
through  the  ministry  of  our  Chris- 
tian teachers  in  the  Bible  Schools 
than  through  any  other  channel," 
according  to  the  Rev.  James  L. 
Fowle,  D.D.,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  It 
is  said,  also,  by  the  Rev.  Henry  W. 
McLaughlin,  D.D.,  Director  of  Sun- 
day School  Extension  of  the  staff  of 
the  General  Assembly's  Executive 
Committee  of  Religious  Education, 
that  "based  on  reports  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  for  every  3  percent 
increase  in  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment, there  will  be  a  10  percent  in- 
crease in  the  spiritual  birth  rate  of 
that  Church."  By  spiritual  birth  rate 
he  means  the  relationship  between 
the  number  on  the  roll  and  the  num- 
ber received  on  profession  of  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ  in  a  given  year.  Let 
us  keep  this  in  mind.

Excerpts  From  Minutes  Of  Home  Mission  Committee.  How  It  Started. 
How  It  Developed.  Regular  Since  1925. 

March  5,  1901  June  6,  1924 


Dr.  Campbell  presented  a  new 
cause  to  the  Committee,  in  which 
he  purposes  starting  a  paper  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  our  work 
before  the  public;  to  be  run  jointly 
by  the  First  Church  and  the  Com- 
mittee; Dr.  Campebll  will  edit  it 
for  the  Church,  and  Rev.  R.  P. 
Smith  for  the  Committee.  On  mo- 
tion, the  Committee  agrees  to  sup- 
port its  part  of  the  paper. 

February  23,  1909 

The  advisability  of  publishing  a 
paper  was  discussed.  Moved  and  car- 
ried that  the  Evangelist  get  data 
and  report  to   the   next  meeting. 


April  22,  1909 

Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  was  empowered 
to  get  up  a  monthly  paper  and  to 
edit  and  issue  this  paper  at  once. 
Dr.  Campbell  and  Rev.  Smith  ap- 
pointed to  select  the  name  for  this 
paper.  400  copies  to  be  issued,  not 
to  cost  over  $100.00  a  month. 

January  16,  1912 

Mr.  Smith  states  that  he  has 
printed     the     paper.    Our    Mountain 

Work,  for  one  year,  which  has  cost 
him  personally  $91.00;  that  it  has 
been  the  means  of  bringing  into  the 
Presbytery's  fund  more  than 
$400.00.  Moved  and  carried  that 
Mr.  Smith  reimburse  himself  out  of 
the  general  fund,  and  in  future 
meet  the  expense  of  the  paper  from 
that   fund. 

April  15,  1919 

Moved  and  carried  that  the 
church    paper.    Our    Mountain    Work, 

be  reinstated,  and  started  again  as 
early  as  possible. 

April   30th   1912 

Dr.  Campbell  reported  the  action 
of  Presbytery  in  appointing  a  com- 
mittee of  laymen  of  the  Presbytery 
to  look  after  the  wants  of  our  Or- 
phanage and  schools,  and  to  increase 
the  subscription  of  Our  Mountain 
Work;  they  to  co-opeiate  and  work 
under  the  Home  Mirsion  Commit- 
tee, and  to  be  known  as  the  Lay- 
men's Home  Mission  Society. 

November  18,  1919 

Mr.  Smith  states  our  paper,  Our 
Mountain  Wcrk,  has  been  a  great 
financial  help. 

May  8,  1923 

The  issuing  of  Our  Mountain 
Work  was  discussed.  It  was  the  un- 
animous opinion  that  it  should  be 
continued. 


The  Mountain  Work  paper  was 
discussed,  and  the  following  action 
taken:  It  is  moved  by  Mr.  Gresham, 
duly  seconded  and  carried  that  Dr. 
Smith  write  to  Mr.  Ruffner  Camp- 
bell, to  be  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Deacons  of  First  Church,  a  let- 
ter requesting  a  subscription  from 
the  Board  of  Deacons  for  each  fam- 
ily in  the  Church  to  Our  Mountain 
Work. 


August  7,  1925 

Mr.  Smith  stated  the  failure  to 
issue  the  Mountain  Work  was  the 
cause  of  the  shortage  in  funds.  A 
motion  by  Dr.  Dendy  carried  that 
Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Rauschenburg,  and 
Mr.  Brindley  are  appointed  a  spe- 
cial committee  to  again  start  publi- 
cation of  the  Mountain  Work,  and 
that  we  as  a  committee  urge  upon 
all  pastors  to  get  as  many  sub- 
scribers as  possible  from  his  church. 
Mr.  Smith  having  stated  that  a  lack 
of  sufficient  number  of  bona-fide 
subscribers  was  the  cause  of  his  in- 
ability to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  postal  avithorities  in  the  mailing 
of  the  paper. 


October  16,  1925 

Mr.  Smith  stated  the  question  of 
running  the  paper  Our  Mountain 
Work,  was  discussed  at  Presbytery; 
it  was  decided  to  place  it  on  the 
budget  of  each  Church.  Moved  and 
carried  for  the  Committee  to  go 
forward   at   once,   issuing  the   paper. 

April  2,  1926 

Mr.  Rauschenburg's  report  shows 
none  of  the  churches  has  failed  to 
recpond  to  Our  Mountain  Work  in 
subscriptions. 

April  13,  1927 

Dr.  Craig  suggested  some  kind  of 
combination  of  Our  Mountain  Work 
with  The  Appalachian  Appeal.  Our 
Committee  did  not  feel  that  the  best 
results  can  be  obtained  by  the  com- 
bination. 

September  2,  1927 

Recommended  that  any  deficiency 
in  the  present  paper  year  of  the 
Mountain  Work  from  now  until  No- 
vember 1,  be  met  out  of  the  Home 
Mission  funds.   This  action  taken. 

October  7,  1927 

Dr.  Smi^h  reported  that  he  had 
paid  out  of  the  Home  Mission  funds 
ten  dollars  on  the  October  issue  of 
the  Mountain  Work. 

May  4,  1928 

After  discuseion  as  to  placing 
"The  Mountain  Work"  in  the  homes 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheville,  and  other  churches,  Mr. 
Eauschenburg     -was     instructed     to

The  work  of  The  Home  Mission 
Committee  of  Asheville  Presbytery 
includes    two    major   enterprises. 

One  of  these  is  the  extension  and 
support  of  Churches  of  Asheville 
Presbytery,  including  the  receiving 
and  holding  of  property,  erection  of 
churches  and  manses,  and  the  sup- 
port in  full  or  in  part  of  ministers 
and  other  workers   needed  therein. 

The  other  is  the  ownership  and 
operation  of  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage, located  three  miles  west 
of  Black  Mountain,  together  with 
the  administration  of  trust  funds 
for  the  support  of  the  institution 
and  the  R.  P.  Smith  Memorial  Fund 
for  the  further  education  of  young 
people  who  complete  their  high 
school  work  while  at  The  Mountain 
Orphanage. 

The  legal  name  of  the  Committee 
is:  "The  Home  Mission  Committee 
of  Asheville  Presbytery,  Incorpor- 
ated," with  home  office  at  409  Wa- 
chovia Building,  Asheville,  North 
Carolina,  and  should  be  used  in  all 
wills,  deeds,  or  other  instruments 
conveying  money  or  property  to  the 
Committee. 

Any  further  instructions  desig- 
nating a  particular  phase  of  the 
work  as  the  beneficiary  of  the  will, 
deed  or  other  instrument  may  be 
specified  and  will  be  explicitly  fol- 
lo\\red.

send  it  to  all  families  of  the  First 
Church,  and  others  not  taking  it, 
and  that  this  would  be  financed  by 
the   Home   Mission  Committee. 

December  6,  1929 

Mr.  Dendy  asked  permission  of 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  to 
transfer  the  mailing  privilege  of  the 
Mountain  Work  from  Asheville  to 
Weaverville.  Request  was  granted. 

Note: 

Our  Mountain  Work  has  missed 
only  one  issue  since  1925.  The  paper 
now  goes  to  all  ministers  of  the  Sy- 
nod of  Appalachia  and  to  every  Pres- 
byterian home  in  Asheville  Presby- 
tery, as  far  as  we  have  a  record  of 
same.

The  Canton  Presbyterian  Church, 
built  at  a  cost  of  $28,000,  was  dedi- 
cated on  Sunday,  November  5,  a 
date  which  marked  the  fortieth  an- 
niversary of  the  founding  of  the 
Church. 

The  morning*  sermon  was  preached 
by  Rev.  Malcolm  R.  Williamson,  pas- 
tor of  the  Waynesville  Church.  Rev. 
George  B.  Hammond,  pastor  of  the 
Canton  Church,  delivered  the  even- 
ing message,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  B.  Lofquist,  who  was  detain- 
ed on  account  of  sickness. 

This  event  marked  a  real  mile- 
stone in  the  progress  of  this  congre- 
gation, for  not  only  was  the  entire 
indebtedness  paid,  but  the  announce- 
ment was  also  made  that  $3,400  was 
in  hand  to  pay  for  a  $4,000  pipe 
organ,  which  has  already  been  or- 
dered.

$5,000  Support  Fund

TAX   EXEMPTIONS

Maxwell  Home  And  School 
Property  Sold 


Proceeds     Are     To     Become     An 

Endowment   According   To 

Original  Agreement 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  has  sold  the 
property  in  Macon  County,  former- 
ly known  as  the  Maxwell  Home  and 
School,  to  Miss  Amanda  Slagle, 
daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
T.  M.  Slagle,  who  gave  it  to  the 
Presbytery  in  1910.  The  Committee 
received  $6,500  net  in  the  trans- 
action. 

When  the  property  was  first  given 
to  the  Presbytery,  an  agreement 
was  made  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slagle 
that  a  school  would  be  established 
thereon  and  that  in  the  operation  of 


the  school  prior  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  children  from  that 
township,  then  from  Macon  County 
and  afterwards  to  any  from  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery. 

The  terms  of  the  agreement  fur- 
ther stated  that  if  at  any  time  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  the  property  should  be 
sold,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale 
should  be  used  in  accordance  with 
the  original  agreement.  It  further 
allowed  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee to  discontinue  operations  of 
such  a  school  when  in  their  judg- 
ment it  seemed  wise. 

Progress  of  public  schools  and  a 
mounting  deficit  in  operation  of  the 
Maxwell  Home  and  School  made  it 
necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  to  close  the  school.  Since 
that  time  the  rental  income  from  the 
farm  has  been  used  to  care  for  chil- 
dren from  Macon  County  at  the 
Mountain  Orphanage,  in  so  far  as 
there  were  any  at  this  Home.  The 
entire  amount  of  $6,500  is  to  be 
set  aside  as  the  Maxwell  Memorial 
Fund,  and  the  income  from  this 
amount  used  strictly  in  accordance 
with   the   original   agreement. 


Dr.  Campbell  Urges  Memorial  Gifts

There  is  a  commendable  impulse 
in  the  human  heart  to  honor  the 
dead  and  to  give  concrete  expression 
to  this  instinct  of  the  heart.  A  com- 
mon and  beautiful  way  of  doing  this 
is  to  "say  it  with  flowers."

The  Mountain  Orphanage 
Black  Mountain,  N.  C. 

A  timid  little  girl,  twenty  years 
ago,  put  into  the  hands  of  the  writer 
eleven  pennies  and  said:  "Take  these 
pennies  and  build  a  home  for  the 
little  children  you  have  been  talking 
about  that  have  no  home."  The  faith 
and  works  of  that  child  inspired  men 
and  women  to  accept  the  challenge 
to  help  the  homeless.  Day  by  day 
small  amounts  were  contributed  and 
soon  a  little  cottage  was  provided  to 
care  for  some  of  the  most  needy. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the  first 
orphanage  ever  established  in  the 
Appalachian  Mountains.  Year  by 
year  it  has  grown  in  numbers,  equip- 
ment and  efficiency,  till  it  has  be- 
come an  important  factor  in  Chris- 
tian education  among  our  mountain 
people.  The  entire  plant  today  is 
worth  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($125,000.00),  and 
free  from  debt  of  any  kind.  It  is 
supported  by  voluntary  contribu- 
tions; we  have  no  endowment.  The 
property  is  owned  and  controlled  by 
Asheville   Presbytery. 

The  location,  near  Montreat,  is 
ideal  for  giving  physical,  mental 
and  religious  training.  The  present 
capacity  of  the  Home  is  for  seventy- 
two  children.  No  servants  are  em- 
ployed, the  work  is  done  by  each 
member  of  the  family  having  a  part 
in  it.  The  larger  boys  operate  a 
dairy  and  small  truck  farm,  which 
help  to  reduce  living  expenses;  the 
balance  of  cost  per  child  per  year  is 
two  hundred  dollars    ($200.00). 

Time  is  given  for  play  and  re- 
creation, so  that  all  may  have  the 
pleasures  of  real  home  life. 

Hundreds  of  boys  and  girls,  saved 
and  trained  in  this  Home,  are  now 
good  Christian  citizens.  In  the  coves 
of  our  great  mountains  there  are 
still  hundreds  of  bright  children  who 
have  no  father  to  provide  for  them, 
no  mother  to  give  love  and  sym- 
pathy. We  need  help  to  save  these 
homeless  children  and  give  them  a 
chance  in  life.

A  part 
of  the  increase  is  the  decision  to 
decrease  the  number  of  children  so 
as  to  give  more  personal  attention.

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Hammond  Resigns  From 
Canton  Pastorate 


Effective  December   17 


To   Become  Chaplain,  Presbyte- 
KiAN  Hospital,  Holly- 
wood, Calif. 


Rev.  George  B.  Hammond,  pastdr 
of  the  Canton  Presbyterian  Church 
since  1931,  and  Stated  Clerk  of 
Asheville  Presbytery,  has  announced 
his  intention  to  resign  from  that 
pastorate,  effective  December  17, 
and  to  accept  a  call  to  become  chap- 
lain of  the  Hollywood  Presbyterian 
Hospital,    Los   Angeles,    Calif. 

During  his  pastorate  Mr.  Ham- 
mond has  seen  the  splendid  new 
building  of  the  Canton  congrega- 
tion erected  and  paid  for,  a  sub- 
stantial sum  accuinulated  for  a  pipe 
organ,  a  net  gain  of  over  50  percent 
in  membership,  and  a  consistent 
gain  in  contributions  to  both  cur- 
rent expenses  and  benevolences, 
with  the  cost  of  the  building  pro- 
gram being  raised  in  addition  to 
these. 

A  unique  feature  of  the  Canton 
building  lies  in  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Hammond,  a  practicing  architect 
for  five  years  before  entering  the 
ministry,  designed  and  constructed 
the  plant.  He  also  assisted  in  the 
planning  of  the  Oak  Forest  Presby- 
terian   Church   near   Asheville. 

Under  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Ham- 
mond the  gain  of  50  percent  in 
membership  is  significant  in  several 
particulars.  This  '  was  accomplished 
in  spite  of  a  constantly  shifting 
population  of  the  community,  as  the 
jiet  population  of  Canton  has  re- 
mained approximately  the  same.  In 
addition,  new  members  have  been 
received  equal  to  one  and  one-half 
times  the  total  membership,  more 
than  half  of  these  being  adults,  with 
a  large  percent  of  them  adults  unit- 
ing on  profession  of  faith.  Two  of 
the  present  five  Ruling  Elders  and 
eight  of  the  present  nine  Deacons, 
have  been  elected  during  this  pas- 
torate. Five  of  these  deacons  were 
not  even  members  of  the  Church  in 
1931,  including  the  treasurer,  assis- 
tant treasurer  and  the  secretary  of 
the  board.

Canton,  Mr.  Hammond  was  chaplain 
of  the  Asheville  School  for  Boys, 
and  prior  to  that  he  was  for  four 
years  a  missionary  to  Mexico,  under 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  He 
spent  four  years  at  Princeton  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Princeton,  N.  J., 
doing  post-graduate  work  for  a  year 
after  receiving  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Theology  in  1924.  He  also 
holds  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Ar- 
chitecture from  the  University  of 
Michigan,    received    in    1916. 

He  has  been  stated  clerk  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  since  November, 
1942,  and  has  served  as  moderator 
and  on  several  important  commit- 
tees. In  his  local  community  he  has 
been  president  of  the  Haywood 
County  Ministers'  Association,  sec- 
retary-treasurer of  the  Canton  Civ- 
itan  Club,  and  chairman  of  the  Can- 
ton Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross.  In 
this  latter  oifice  he  directed  the  Red 
Cross  activities  during  two  floods, 
and  just  before  resigning  set  up  the 
chapter  on  a  war  basis. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hammond  expect  to 
move  to  their  new  home  tne  latter 
part  of  December.

Seeks  Building  Fund, 


$25,000  Needed 


Offering   In   Auxiliaries   To   Be 
Taken  In  This  Synod 


Historians  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliaries in  Asheville  Presbytery  will 
have  the  opportunity  in  a  practical 
way  to  show  their  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Historical  Foundation 
at  Montreat,  between  now  and  the 
end  of  the  church  year,  March  31, 
1945,  by  giving  their  Auxiliaries  the 
opportunity  to  contribute  to  the  new 
building  at  Montreat  to  house  the 
Historical   Foundation. 

The  Mountain  Retreat  Associa- 
tion has  set  aside  $25,000  toward 
the  erection  of  this  building,  and 
General  Assembly,  meeting  in  Mon- 
treat in  May,  1944,  authorized  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  His- 
torical Foundation  to  take  the  nec- 
essary steps  to  raise  the  additional 
funds  for  this  structure.  When  an 
additional  $25,000  has  been  raised, 
provision  will  have  been  made  for  a 
fuller  realization  of  the  functions  of 
one  of  the  world's  great  libraries  of 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  litera- 
ture. 

At  a  meeting  of  Appalachia  Sy- 
nodical  Auxiliary  in  Rogersville, 
Tenn.,  October  10-12,  the  raising  of 
funds  by  all  Auxiliaries  in  the  Sy- 
nodical  was  enthusiastically  en- 
dorsed, and  this  has  already  been 
passed  on  to  the  Auxiliaries  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery.  Mrs.  C.  E.  Dorsey, 
new  president  of  the  Appalachia 
Synodical  Auxiliary,  says:  "Since 
this  building  is  to  be  erected  in  our 
Presbytery  and  our  Synod,  we  are 
anxious  that  our  women  have  a 
large  share  in  making  this  building 
possible." 

We  are  familiar  with  the  present 
crowded  conditions  existing  at  the 
Historical  Foundation.  With  an  ade- 
quate building  to  house  its  archives, 
library  and  museum,  and  rooms  for 
those  doing  research  work,  it  will  be 
better  prepared  to  fill  a  great  place 
in  the  life  of  our  Church.  It  is  a 
great  workshop  of  information  to 
our  ministers,  to  students  in  col- 
leges, universities  and  seminaries, 
and  the  able  staff  handle  hundreds 
of  letters  asking  for  information 
each  year.  Several  thousand  people 
visit  it  annually,  and  with  an  en- 
larged space,  it  will  be  more  valu- 
able to  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  from  year  to  year. 

Each  Auxiliary  is  asked  to  make 
a  contribution  to  the  building  fund 
this  church  year.  A  bulletin  comes 
monthly  from  the  Historical  Foun- 
dation, and  each  Presbytery  that 
has  100  percent  in  gifts  from  the 
local  auxiliaries  will  have  mention. 
This  matter  should  be  considered  at 
the  earliest  possible  date  by  the 
local  church  women,  and  since  the 
Foundation  is  located  right  in  our 
midst,  it  should  be  a  matter  of  pride 
for  each  woman  to  have  a  share  in 
this  building.

FOREIGN   MISSIONS 

Today,  with  our  boys  and  girls 
serving  with  the  armed  forces  in 
the  many  places  of  the  world  ,we  as 
Christian  workers  must  be  busy  in 
the  interest  of  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. Especially  however  must  we 
prayerfully  and  Carefully  prepare 
for  our  Special  Foreign  Mission 
Season  from  January  1  through 
February  4,  1945,  with  our  study 
ending  with  a  week  of  prayer  and 
self-denial  from  January  28  to  Feb- 
ruary  4. 

This  time  was  designated  by  the 
General  Assembly  as  one  for  special 
study  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Work 
and  we  should  observe  it  as  a  time 
for  church-wide  dedication  to  the 
task   of  world  missions. 

Never  has  there  been  so  urgent  a 
need  for  foreign  missionaries.  One 
of  the  objectives  proposed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Foreign 
Missions  for  emphasis  during  the 
Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial 
was  the  securing  of  100  new  mis- 
sionaries immediately  for  service 
abroad.  This  was  said  to  be  the 
most  urgent  need  in  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Work  of  our  Church.  May  we 
all  pray  more,  work  more,  and  give 
more,  that  we  may  be  ready  to  meet 
the  new  missionary  needs  as  they 
confront  us. 

Our  general  theme  for  study  this 
year  will  be  "Southeast  Asia,"  with 
the  adult  study  book  being  "West 
Of  The  Date  Line,"  by  Constance 
Hallock.  The  book  is  arranged  very 
much  like  Life  Magazine,  with  pic- 
tures and  a  map  of  this  area  of  the 
world,  which  makes  it  very  attrac- 
tive. It  is  a  thrilling  book,  with 
stories  of  Christian  Missions  in  the 
Pacific  Islands.  And  today,  with  the 
newspaper  headlines  full  of  the  Pa- 
cific Islands  and  the  many  letters 
and  so  forth  received  from  relatives-, 
or  friends  from  this  part  of  the. 
world,  surely  there  could  be  na 
place  of  more  interest  to  us  just 
now. 

Let  us  pray  more  earnestly^ 
work  harder  and  give  more  for  our 
mission  work.  May  this  Foreign 
Mission  Season  prove  to  be  a  great 
blessing  to  each  of  us  as  we  co- 
operate in  the  classes  and  prayer 
services.

Balance    Urgently    Needed    Now; 

Situation  Canvassed  By 

Group  Of  Men 


The  Thanksgiving  returns  for  the 
Mountain  Orphanage  to  date  (Jan- 
uary 6,  1945),  are  $2,503.80  short 
of  the  $10,000  goal  set  for  this  offer- 
ing. Since  the  $10,000  goal  was  set, 
$5,000  of  which  was  to  meet  normal 
operating  costs,  and  $5,000  to  pro- 
vide for  much-needed  repairs,  it  has 
developed  that  substantially  more 
than  the  extra  $5,000  will  be  needed 
eventually  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
Home,  due  to  emergency  repairs  and 
overhaul  to  the  heating  system. 

The  amount  reveived  to  date,  $7,- 
456.20,  is  itemized  on  Page  2  of  Our 
Mountain  Work,  showing  the  source 
of  these  various  contributions.  On 
December  20  a  group  of  men  from 
nearby  churches  met  at  the  call  of 
Mr.  Walter  Abernethy  to  canvass 
the  returns  from  the  Thanksgiving- 
offering. 

A  financial  report  was  made  by 
Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  Treasurer,  show- 
ing the  returns  to  date.  There  was 
also  acknowledged  certain  amounts 
known  to  have  been  contributed 
through  local  churches  but  not  yet  in 
the  hands  of  the  orphanage  treas- 
urer. 

After  a  discussion  of  the  need  of 
the  full  $10,000  asked  in  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering,  it  was  agreed  that 
letters  should  be  sent  all  the 
churches  of  the  Presbytery  asking 
for  additional  contributions,  and

Thanksgiving   Returns 

Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  treasurer  of 
the  Mountain  Orphanage,  reported 
that  the  final  i-eport  on  the  Thanks- 
giving Ofl'ering  (at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Presbytery)  was 
$8,019.  Other  funds  were  reported 
on  hand,  including  a  special  gift  oi 
$950.00,  which  would  provide  a  to- 
tal of  approximately  $9,500  for  the 
use   of  the  Orphanage. 

Immediate   Repairs 

Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy,  D.D.,  chairman 
of  the  sub-committee  on  the  Or- 
phanage, reported  that  definite  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  with  the 
Merchant  Construction  Company  of 
Asheville,  N.  C,  to  proceed  at  once 
with  the  construction  of  an  apart- 
ment for  the  farm  manager,  repairs 
to  the  gymnasium,  and  extensive 
improvements  and  repairs  to  the 
dormitory  building.  The  latter  will 
include  the  heating  system,  plaster, 
windows,  painting,  plumbing,  and 
other  matters. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  total 
cost  would  probably  run  to  $8,000 
instead  of  the  original  estimate  of 
$5,000,  on  which  the  Thanksgiving 
appeal  was  based.  There  is  still  a 
need  for  some  $3,500  to  provide  the

The  following  is  a  part  of  the  re- 
port presented  to  the  Fall  Meeting 
of  Asheville  Presbytery  by  the  Ste- 
wardship Committee,  of  which  Rev. 
T.  A.  Painter,  D.D.,  is  the  Chairman. 

Except  for  omissions  of  certain 
details  and  the  amending*  (as  di- 
rected by  Presbytery)  of  the  Church 
Quotas,  the  report  is  printed  as  it 
appears  in  the  Fall  Minutes,  1944, 
Pages   6-8: 

Due  to  the  substantial  increase 
($16,000)  in  the  Assembly's  ask- 
ings for  Assembly's  causes  approved 
and  handed  down  to  the  Presbyte- 
ries by  Synod,  we  renew  the  em- 
phasis  of   last   year's   report: 

"In  view  of  the  rapidly  expanding  be- 
nevolent program  of  our  Church  to 
undergird  her  work  of  Evangelism  and 
Christian  Education  in  this  day  of  in- 
creasing opportunity  and  responsibility, 
your  Committee  urges  the  Presbytery 
to  solemnly  charge  the  local  church 
leaders  with  their  responsibility  to  em- 
phasize the  Scriptural  basis  and  ob- 
ligation of  Stewardship  of  life  and  pos- 
sessions, that  a  due  proportion  on  the 
income  of  each  church  member  be  de- 
voted to  the  Lord's  work,  whatever 
demands  may  be  made  upon  them  in 
support  of  the  country's  war  effort. 
True  patriotism,  as  well  as  Christian 
loyalty,  forbids  that  the  work  of  the 
Church    be    allowed    to   lag   in   this    time

Estimated   Minimum   Cost; 
Contract  Has  Been  Let 


The  appeal  made  at  Thanksgiving 
for  $10,000  for  the  Mountain  Or- 
phanage was  based  upon:  First,  the 
necessity  of  having  $5,000  as  an  ab- 
solute minimum  to  balance  our  cur 
rent  operating  budget,  so  that  we 
would  be  living  within  the  income 
produced  during  this  church  year. 
Second,  the  Orphanage  Committee, 
after  inspecting  the  buildings  and 
plant,  was  deeply  conscious  of  out- 
standing needs  of  a  material  nature. 
These  needs  were  estimated  to  cost 
not  less  than  $5,000.  For  that  rea- 
son, the  total  asked  at  Thanks- 
giving  covered   these   two    items. 

Repair  work,  in  its  actual  cost,  is 
so  uncertain  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  make  a  definite  state- 
ment of  the  cost  of  clic  necessary 
work  at  the  Mountain  Orphanage. 
The  committee  has  employed  the 
Merchant  Construction  Company  to 
repair  the  buildings  and  to  do  such 
new  work  as  is  necessai-y  on  the 
basis  of  actual  cost,  plus  a  commis- 
sion of  4  percent.  The  usual  con- 
tractor's commission  is  10  percent, 
but  the  company  has  agreed  to  the 
smaller  commission  because  of  the 
nature  of  our  work. 

Mr.  O.  L.  Merchant,  a  member  of 
our  Committee,  is  personally  in 
charge  of  the  entire  project.  It 
should  be  stated  in  his  behalf  that 
his  company  has  undertaken  this 
because  of  very  cordial  and  very 
satisfactory  arrangements  in  the 
past,  and  at  the  insistence  of  the 
committee  itself.  This  is  the  com- 
pany that  constructed  the  gym- 
nasium on  the  campus.  Work  has 
already  begun  in  making  repairs  to

There  are  eight  prison  camps  lo- 
cated in  the  Tenth  North  Carolina 
Highway  Division.  They  are  located 
in  the  following  counties:  Bun- 
combe, Jackson,  Haywood,  Cherokee, 
Macon,  Henderson,  Yancey,  and 
Avery.  There  are  approximately  four 
hundred  and  fifty  persons  incarcer- 
ated in  these  camps.  The  camps  in 
the  following  counties  have  white 
inmates:  Buncombe,  Jackson,  Ma- 
con,  Cherokee,   and  Yancey. 

Fifty-one  percent  of  the  inmates 
are  twenty-five  years  old  and  under. 
A  large  percent  of  them  were  born 
and  raised  in  the  western  part  of 
the  State.  The  v/hite  men  wili  ave- 
rage the  seventh  grade  in  school  and 
the  colored  men  will  average  the 
fifth  grade.  They  have  had  very  lit- 
tle moral  and  spiritual  training.  A 
large  proportion  of  them  are  from 
poor  environments.  They  did  not 
have  the  advantage  of  having  some- 
one to  instruct  them  as  to  the  many 
advantages  they  would  have  if  they 
attended  the  school  and  the  Church- 
School.  They  have  grown  to  ma- 
turity with  certain  definite  moral 
and  spiritual  weaknesses.  They 
know  what  is  wrong  but  they  do  not 
have  will-power  enough  to  resist 
that  wrong.  Others  have  incorrect 
ideas  and  concepts  because  they 
have    lacked    proper   moral   training. 

Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  Executive 
Secretary  of  Asheville  Presbytery, 
has  been  interested  in  religious  work 
among  persons  in  prison  for  a  long 
number  of  years.  The  Presbyterian 
ministers  of  the  Presbytery  have 
given  splendid  support  to  the  pro- 
gram to  give  religious  training  to 
these  persons  while  they  are  incar- 
cerated. They  have  been  very  gen- 
erous to  give  of  their  time  and  tal- 
ents that  these  persons  might  know 
Christ  and  the  principles  of  life 
which  He   taught. 

Several  years  ago  we  adopted  as 
our  goal,  "A  Religious  Service  in 
Each  Prison  Unit  Each  Sabbath 
Day."  This  goal  is  being  reached 
through  the  fine  co-operation  that 
has  been  so  liberally  given  by  Pres- 
byterians and  other  denominations 
in  this  area  of  the  State.  (The  goal 
is  being  reached  in  other  areas  of 
the  State  because  of  the  same  rea- 
son.) 

I  believe  that  if  the  number  of 
persons  being  tried  in  our  courts  is 
to  be  reduced  (and  it  can  and  ought 
to  be  reduced)  the  church  must  have 
a  definite  program  to  reach  the  mul- 
titudes of  persons  who  are  not  now 
connected  with  the  Church,  and  re- 
ceive no  formal  moral  and  spiritual 
training  such  as  the  Church  now 
offers  to  those  who  do  attend. 

I  offer  the  following  suggestions: 
(1)  Each  local  Church  organize 
small  groups  whose  business  it  will 
be  to  conduct  sei-vices  each  week  in 
homes  and  communities  where  there

Home  Mission  Committee  Of  Synod  Meets- 


H.M.E.F.  Goal  Short  $1,087.75    ;   Applications  Of  Presbyteries  Examined  And  Approved. 


A  meeting-  of  the  Synod's  Home 
Mission  Committee  was  held  at 
Morristown,  Tenn.,  on  January  29, 
at  which  time  reports  of  the  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Fund  Offering 
for  1944  were  received,  ten  projects 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod 
were  approved  for  consideration  in 
the  distribution  of  this  fund,  and 
new  budgets  for  1945-1946  were 
approved,  together  with  requests 
for  aid  from  the  Assembly's  Home 
Mission  Committee  during  the  new 
church  year. 

It  was  revealed  that  the  Synod 
was  $1,087.75  short  of  the  total 
goals  set  for  the  four  presbyteries. 
One  presbytery,  Knoxville,  had  ex- 
ceeded its  quota.  Asheville  Presby- 
tery lacked  $197.16  of  making 
its  goal  of  $3,148.50.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  either  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery or  the  Synod  as  a  whole  has 
failed   to  meet  the   quotas  assigned.

The  distribution  of  the  funds  by 
the  Home  Mission  Council  is  made 
on  a  synodical  basis.  For  this  rea- 
son it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
Synod's  quota  will  be  met  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  committee 
requested  that  local  chairmen  urge 
all  churches  that  have  not  met  their 
quotas  in  full  shall  endeavor  to  do 
so  at  once. 

The  ten  projects,  approved  as  ap- 
plications for  the  1945  allocations 
of  the  funds  available,  included  one 
in  Abingdon,  and  three  in  each 
of  the  other  three  presbyteries.  All 
projects  proposed  were  included  in 
the  request  for  $30,000  within  the 
Synod.  By  order  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Council  these  were  listed  in 
order  of  priority. 


The  request  of  Asheville  Presby- 
tery for  $1,000  for  a  continuation 
of  the  work  at  Malvern  Hills,  and 
for  $1,000  for  a  manse  at  Arden 
were  given  high  priority  rating, 
while  the  request  for  $5,000  for  the 
purchase  of  property  for  future  con- 
gregations in  and  near  Asheville 
was  set  as  a  secondary  request. 
$10,000  was  appropriated  to  the 
entire   Synod  in   1944. 

Budgets  for  the  new  year  were 
adopted  in  substantially  the  same 
amounts  as  for  the  current  period. 
Abingdon  Presbytery  was  commend- 
ed for  its  expressed  intention  of 
not  calling  for  her  share  unless  ab- 
solutely necessary.  It  was  consider- 
ed possible  that  there  would  be  suf- 
ficient income  to  carry  on  the  work 
without  the  aid  of  the  Assembly's 
Home    Mission    Committee.

To  Church  Property

Lee  Arroivwood  Is  Donor 


Immediate  Improvements  Are 
Planned  By  Congregation 


Mr.  Lee  Arrowwood,  of  the  Ivy 
Park  Presbyterian  Church  in  North 
Buncombe,  has  donated  the  plot  of 
ground  on  which  the  building  is 
erected,  the  building  has  just  been 
re-roofed  with  ninety  -pounds  of 
asphalt  roofing,  and  a  fund  of  $45.00 
has  been  raised  to  complete  the 
building,  according  to  the  pastor, 
Rev.   W.   H.   Wakefield. 

Announcement  of  the  gift  of  the 
land  was  made  by  Mr.  Wakefield, 
who  told  the  congregation  on  Jan- 
uary 28  that  the  deed  had  been  re- 
corded in  the  name  of  the  trustees 
of  the  local  congregation.  Imme- 
diate interest  led  to  the  raising  of 
the  money  and  plans  to  complete 
the  building. 

Ivy  Park  is  located  about  two 
miles  from  Barnardsville,  just  north 
of  the  State  Highway.  Provision  is 
included  in  the  deed  granting  access 
to  and  from  the  plot  of  ground 
which  is  approximately  one  acre  in 
size.  The  building  has  been  roughed- 
in  and  needs  to  be  finished  with 
weather-boarding,  brick  or  stone.  It 
is  proposed  to  add  a  steeple  to  make 
it  seem  more  like  a  church.  The 
exact  nature  of  the  work  has  not 
been  decided  upon. 

Both  Ivy  Park  and  Dillingham 
Churches  have  voted  to  increase  the 
amount  they  will  pay  on  their  pas- 
tor's salary  by  10  percent,  for  the 
church   year    1945-1946. 


Highlands  Gave  Orphanage 
$294.00  Last  August 


Highlands  Presbyterian  Church 
was  credited  with  a  Thanksgiving 
OflFering  of  $25.00  to  The  Mountain 
Orphanage,  according  to  the  table 
printed  in  the  January  issue  of  Our 
Mountain  Work. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  August 
a  special  service  was  held  at  the 
Highlands  Church  and  an  offering 
of  $294.00  was  made  to  the  Or- 
phanage.

With  less  than  two  months  re- 
maining in  the  church  year,  it  is 
very  important  that  there  be  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  cost  of  carry- 
ing on  in  Presbytery's  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  the  money  available  to 
meet  this  cost. 

A  careful  estimate  shows  that 
the  spending  budget  for  this  cur- 
rent year  will  run  to  approximately 
$11,600.  Anticipating  receipts  will 
run  very  close  to  the  same  figure. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
the  spending  budget  for  the  coming 
year  will  approach  $17,500  if  all 
the  fields  are  occupied  and  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  Presbytery's  oppor- 
tunities   are    reasonably   met. 

Because  the  anticipated  receipts 
for  the  current  year  are  based  lar- 
gely on  the  actvial  giving  record  of 
the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery  for 
the  calendar  year  of  1944,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  carry  a  comparison  be- 
tween last  year  and  this.

the    gym,    at    at    estimated    cost    of 
$478.00. 

Mrs.  Lillian  E.  Terry  has  express- 
ed her  interest  and  approval  of  the 
work  being-  done  on  the  gymnasium, 
which  was  a  gift  by  Mrs.  Terry  to 
our  Orphanage.  She  has  indicated  a 
desire  to  see  that  the  expense  in- 
volved in  putting  this  building  in 
first-class  shape  is  taken  care  of. 
We  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
for  her  continued  interest  and  gen- 
erosity. 

Work  has  also  begun  on  the 
construction  of  a  five-room  apart- 
ment for  the  farm  manager  on  the 
second  floor  of  our  laundry  build- 
ing. To  heat  the  apartment,  and  to 
supply  the  laundry  with  adequate 
hot  water,  the  antiquated  boiler 
system  required  extensive  repair. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  apart- 
ment, together  with  extensive  work 
in  connection  with  the  laundry 
equipment  itself,  is  estimated  to 
cost    approximately    $3,000. 

Inside  the  dormitory  building,  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  tear 
out  and  replaster  approximately 
half  of  the  wall  space.  In  many 
places,  the  plaster  has  fallen,  and 
it  is  imperative  that  the  work  be 
done  thoroughly.  For  the  proper 
training  and  care  of  the  children  in 
the  Home,  particularly  the  older 
boys  and  girls,  it  is  necessary  to 
construct  about  twenty  closet  units. 
At  present  these  young  people  are 
keeping  their  clothes  jointly  in  un- 
satisfactory closets,  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  properly  train  them  in 
the  care  of  their  own  belongings 
under    these    conditions. 

For  sometime,  difficulties  in  the 
plumbing  in  the  main  dormitory 
building  have  prevented  the  use  of 
the  baths,  and  niade  it  necessary 
for  the  boys  and  girls  to  go  across 
the  campus  to  the  gym  lor  their 
regular  bathing.  This  has  created 
complications,  and  we  feel  that  one 
of  the  necessary  things  is  to  put  the 
showers  and  tubs  in  the  main  dor- 
mitory building  in  usable  condition. 

When  the  building  was  construct- 
ed in  1922,  a  modern  patented  fix- 
ture for  opening  and  closing  win- 
dows was  a  part  of  the  equipment 
used.  A  large  part  of  these  have 
broken,  and  cannot  be  replaced  be- 
cause of  their  particular  character. 
As  a  result,  approximately  one-half 
of  the  windows  in  the  building  can- 
not be  opened  for  ventilation,  and 
in  some  cases  cannot  be  closed  tight- 
ly against  cold  weather.  These  win- 
dows need  to  be  taken  out  and  re- 
placed on  a  sash  cord.  Last  summer 
it  was  estimated  by  Mr.  Merchant 
that  it  would  take  approximately 
$3,000  to  do  the  work  inside  the 
dormitory    building. 

After  the  weather  turned  cold, 
and  it  became  necessary  to  use  our 
heating  plant,  difficulties  were  dis- 
covered in  the  system,  and  we  were 
told  by  plumbers  who  inspected  it 
that  there  was  a  considerable  waste 
of  steam  due  to  pipes  that  were  so 
corroded  that  there  were  small  holes 
in  them.  For  economy  and  efficiency 
we  anticipate  the  possibility  of  hav- 
ing to  replace  several  sections  of 
heating  pipes.  Four  large  dormitory 


rooms,  extending  across  the  ends  of 
the  building  on  each  of  the  two 
floors  were  never  equipped  with  ra- 
diators, and  no  heat  is  supplied  to 
these  rooms.  It  is  felt  that  there 
should  be  a  reasonable  amount  of 
heat  provided  for  these  rooms,  al- 
though they  do  not  need  the  max- 
imum radiation  of  the  living-room 
and   the   dining-room. 

The  kitchen  has  been  supplied 
with  some  new  equipment  and 
our  new  dining-room  matron  is 
making  a  splendid  start  in  using 
what  we  have  to  the  best  advantage. 
There  is  a  need  for  better  located 
and  more  adequate  storage  facili- 
ties, particularly  for  things  that 
would  need  refrigeration.  We  do 
not  know  what  it  will  cost  to  prop- 
erly equip  the  kitchen. 

There  still  remains  the  work  to 
be  done  on  the  library.  A  small 
amount  of  money  that  was  con- 
tributed during  the  past  year  is  be- 
ing held  for  this  purpose,  and  we 
are  hoping  that  a  definite  library 
project  can  be  carried  on  this  sum- 
mer. It  has  not  been  pushed  because 
we  were  inadequately  staffed,  and 
other  major  items  claimed  our  im- 
mediate  attention. 

A   summary   of   all   of   this   work, 
together   with   estimated  cost,  is  ap- 
proximately as  follows: 
isuilding     apartment    over 
the  laundry  and  install- 
ing    adequate     laundry 
facilities   for  hot   water   $3,000.00 
Replace     present     laundry         500.00 

Repair   to    the    gym    500.00 

Major  repairs  to   the   dor- 
mitory        3,000.00 

In  addition  to  these,  the  following 
items  have  not  been  estimated: 

Major  repairs  to  the  heating  sys- 
tem, athletic  and  library  equipment, 
furnishings,  and  other  supplies, 
may  exceed  $1,500.00. 

This  makes  a  total  of  approxi- 
mately  $8,500.00   minimum. 

We  received  from  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering  a  little  more  than 
$5,000  from  the  churches,  and  ap- 
proximately $3,000  from  outside 
sources.  In  addition  to  this,  we  re- 
ceived gifts  that  could  not  be  prop- 
erly called  Thanksgiving  returns, 
but  can  be  used  for  this  particular 
purpose,  and  there  is  in  the  treasury 
at  the  present  time  $4,500  that  can 
be  applied  to  these  building  and  re- 
pair  estimates. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee 
does  not  feel  that  it  is  wise  to  put 
on  any  type  of  campaign  or  drive 
at  present  to  raise  this  money.  We 
propose,  therefore,  to  spend  what 
we  have  on  hand  as  judicially  as 
possible,  and  to  borrow  any  money 
that  may  be  necessary  to  put  the 
Orphanage  property  in  first-class 
condition.  We  will  receive,  of  course, 
any  voluntary  contributions  that 
may  come  in  during  the  year  for 
such  a  purpose,  and  we  plan  to 
make  an  appeal  in  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering  of  1945  to  take  care  of 
any   deficit  that  may  exist. 

This  is  not  intended  to  be  a  tech- 
nical or  absolutely  accurate  state- 
ment of  the  needs.  It  is  not  ex- 
haustive, as  there  are  many  smaller 
items  that  could  be  added  with  pro- 
fit, but  it  will  give  a  general  pic- 
ture of  the  situation.

Summer    Plans 


Charles    McChesney    Will    Be 

Student  Minister  For 

Three  Months 


Mr.  Charles  S.  MeChesney,  son  of 
Rev.  J.  M.  McChesney,  pastor  of  the 
Oak  Forest  Church,  has  been  em- 
ployed as  a  summer  student  minister 
at  the  Fontana  .  Community  Church, 
a  project  purely  local  in  its  manage- 
ment and  scope,  but  serving  in  a  re- 
markable way.  Mr.  McChesney  is  a 
graduate  of  King  College,  and  a  Ju- 
nior at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
during   this   school   term 

The  Fontana  Community  Church 
has  made  an  unusual  and  interesting 
record  during  the  past  two  years.  A 
little  over  two  years  ago  the  TVA 
began  construction  of  the  fourth 
highest  dam  in  the  world,  and  the 
highest  east  of  the  Rockies.  Situated 
in  a  deserted  and  desolate  section 
of  the  mountains,  some  twenty-five 
miles  down  the  Tuckaseigee  River 
from  Bryson  City,  it  was  necessary 
to  import  all  of  the  labor  involved, 
some  coming  from  nearby  sections, 
but  most  of  it  coming  from  a  dis- 
tance. 

Included  in  the  more  than  nine 
thousand  workers  and  their  families 
who  came  into  the  community  was 
a  group  of  interested  Christian  lea- 
ders, who  banded  themselves  to- 
gether and  established  the  Fontana 
Community  Church.  Leadership  in 
this  enterprise  was  furnished  by 
outside  sources.  An  Episcopal  min- 
ister. Rev.  Mr.  Paddock,  preached 
for  this  group  for  over  a  year,  hav- 
ing been  transferred  recently  to 
other  fields  of  service.  There  are 
still  some  three  thousand  persons  on 
the  payroll,  and  much  work  is  being 
done  to  finish  the  project,  although 
the  dam  itself  is  completed,  and  the 
water  is  some  three  hundred  feet 
deep  behind  the  dam.  Work  will  con- 
tinue into  the  fall,  according  to  pre- 
sent expectations.  The  governing 
committee  of  the  Community 
Church  is  looking  forward  to  sum- 
mer work,  and  to  a  continuing  work 
for  the  members  of  the  community 
who  will  be  living  there  perman- 
ently.

Anniversary  Program 


Review  Of  Growth  In  This 
Presbytery 


By  Rev.  Dumont  Clarke 

The  fifteenth  anniversary  of  the 
beginning  of  the  Lord's  Acre  Move- 
ment was  observed  at  an  all-day 
meeting  at  Central  Methodist  Church 
in  Asheville  on  Thursday,  March  8. 
The  principal  speaker  in  the  morn- 
ing was  Dr.  Arthur  Wentworth  He- 
witt, Methodist  pastor,  and  author 
of  "Steeples  Among  The  Hills," 
"Highland  Shepherds,"  "God's  Back 
Pasture."  and  "The  Shepherdess." 
His  subject  was  "People  Of  The 
Country  Church  -  Build  For  A  New 
World!"  In  the  morning  session, 
also,  a  pageant  was  given  on  the 
growth  of  the  Lord's  Acre  Move- 
ment. At  the  afternoon  session  an 
open  forum  was  held  on  "The 
Country  Church  In  The  Post-War 
World,"  led  by  the  Rev.  Harold 
Hammer,  Baptist  pastor  of  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  the  Rev.  E.  Dargan 
Butt,  Episcopal  pastor  of  Tennessee, 
Dr.  J.  M.  Carr,  director  of  Religious 
Education  in  Synod  of  Appalachia, 
Dr.  James  G.  K.  McCiure,  and  Wes- 
tern North  Carolina  pastors.  All 
pastors  and  members  of  country 
churches  in  Western  North  Carolina 
were  invited  to  this  meeting. 

At  the  time  the  Lord's  Acre  Move- 
ment was  begun  fifteen  years  ago, 
one  of  the  six  initial  churches  of 
the  three  denominations  participat- 
ing was  the  Mills  River  Presbyterian 
Church,  under  the  pastorate  of  the 
Rev.  W.  S.  Hutchison,  of  beloved 
memory.  A  year  later  the  Lord's 
Acre  work  was  introduced  and  suc- 
cessfully carried  on  in  the  program 
of  the  Dillingham  Presbyterian 
Church  by  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy, 
D.D.  At  Dillingham  the  boys  and 
girls  especially  participated,  and 
contributed  substantially  through 
their  dedicated  projects  toward  the 
cost  of  the  new  church  building. 
With  subsequent  changes  in  the  pas- 
torate the  Lord's  Acre  work  at  Dil- 
lingham   has  been   intermittent. 

The  Mills  River  Church  has  con- 
ducted this  work  uninterruptedly  for 
fifteen  years  and  has  accomplished 
most  helpful  results.  The  financial 
returns  have  ranged  usually  between

The  apartment  over  the  laundry 
for  the  farm  manager  is  rapidly  be- 
ing completed.  Two  bedrooms,  bath, 
kitchen  and  combination  living-room 
and  dining-room  are  included  in  the 
plans,  with  available  space  for  two 
additional  rooms,  to  be  completed 
when  needed.

Work  is  on  the  press,  work  in  reno- 
vating the  main  dormitory  building 
will  have  begun.  This  will  involve 
considerable  time,  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  must  adjust  the  living  pro- 
blem of  the  boys  and  girls  to  the 
necessary  repairs  inside  the  build- 
ing. 

We  are  reporting  herewith  the 
total  amount  of  money  available  for 
this  work.

Lord's  Acre  Movement  ( ? ) 

"Would  you  think  it  possible  to 
find  a  live,  interesting  Sunday 
School  in  a  little  log  house  with  a 
dirt  floor  and  a  leaky  roof?  We  had 
one  of  this  kind  on  our  list  of  Mis- 
sion Sunday  Schools  .  .  .  All  of  the 
children  were  so  poor  that  they  did 
not  have  any  money  to  pay  for  lit- 
erature .  .  .  On  a  visit  to  the  school 
I  suggested  to  the  children  .  .  .  that 
they  could  give  produce  of  some 
kind. 

"A  day  was  appointed  for  a  cate- 
chism contest  and  for  receiving  the 
contributions  .  .  .  One  by  one  the 
children  brought  their  packages  and 
laid  them  at  my  feet.  I  looked  on 
witli  astonishment  at  the  variety: 
apples,  potatoes,  dried  fruit,  sorg- 
hum, popcorn,  walnuts,  red  pepper, 
etc.  As  I  was  rising  to  commend  the 
children  in  this  their  first  effort  in 
giving,  a  little  girl  said:  'Jim  has 
something  to  give  you,  but  he  is 
ashamed  to  give  it.'  I  answered  the 
boy  that  we  would  be  delighted  to 
have  his  contributions,  which  he  had 
securely  tied  in  an  old  tow  sack. 
After  some  hesitance  he  came  drag- 
ging the  mysterious  gift,  which 
made  loud  protest  against  being- 
sacrificed  for  Sunday  School  work. 
The  complaining  voices  of  two  ducks 
revealed  the  contents  of  the  bag. 
When  the  laughter  subsided  I  told 
Jim  that  his  living  sacrifice  was 
much  appreciated. 

"Its  monetary  value  was  not 
much,  but  it  had  a  value  in  the 
hands  of  a  poor  child  other  than 
that  of  money."

$200.00  and  $300.00  from  this 
source,  with  larger  amounts  on  some 
years.  The  money  has  been  used 
toward  paying  off  the  debt  on  the 
Sunday  School  rooms,  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  new  furnace,  for  the 
grading  of  grounds,  for  the  land- 
scaping of  the  cemetery  and  other 
improvements,  and  for  benevolences 
of  the  Church.  In  1943  the  Lord's 
Acre  yield  was  $228.66.  A  consider- 
able part  of  this  sum  was  used  for 
the  purchase  of  an  acre  of  land  ad- 
joining the  Church,  with  the  pur- 
pose of  using  this  eventually  as  a 
site  for  a  brick  manse. 

The  enthusiasm  given  to  the 
Lord's  Acre  work  in  Mills  River 
Church  by  Mr.  Hutchison  has  con- 
tinued through  the  years.  Again  and 
again  he  would  say:  "For  the  chil- 
dren's sake,  for  the  children's  sake, 
we  must  use  the  Lord's  Acre  Plan." 
As  the  members  of  this  Church  well 
know,  the  carrying  out  of  dedicated 
projects  has  been  a  blessing,  both  to 
the  boys  and  girls  and  to  the  older 
members,  also.

Asheville  Presbytery  adjourned  an 
all-day  meeting  at  the  West  Ashe- 
ville Presbyterian  Church  at  7:30 
P.M.,  April  17,  after  electing  com- 
missioners to  the  General  Assembly, 
adopting  two  overtures  to  that  body, 
ordaining  Candidate  Donald  Wil- 
liams to  the  Gospel  Ministry,  receiv- 
ing Rev.  C.  R.  McCubbins,  D.D.,  and 
arranging  for  his  installation  as  pas- 
tor of  the  Franklin  Church,  receiv- 
ing John  C.  Neville,  Jr.,  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  accept- 
ing an  invitation  to  hold  the  mid- 
summer meeting  at  Brittain's  Cove 
Presbyterian  Church  on  July  10,  and 
receiving  various  annual  reports 
from   churches   and    committees. 

The  two  overtures  as  adopted  by 
the  Presbytery  were  presented  by 
the  Session  of  the  Weaverville  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  by  agreement 
were  voted  upon  without  debate. 
The  first  asked  the  General  As- 
sembly, meeting  at  Montreal  in  May, 
to  withdraw  from  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America.  The  second  to  the  same 
body  asked  that  further  considera- 
tion of  union  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.  (Northern),  be  dis- 
continued and  that  the  Committee 
on  Union  be  dissolved.  Both  of  these 
were  carried  by  a  rising  vote  of  13 
to  12.  Rev.  Kenneth  J.  Foreman,

faculty,  and  Rev.  E.  A.  Johnson,  of 
Brevard,  indicated  a  desire  to  file  a 
protest  to  the  action,  and  this  per- 
mission was  granted.

Highlighted  by  the  address  of  Miss 
Marion  Wilcox,  missionary  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  to 
China,  and  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  next  two  years,  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Presbyterial  Aux- 
iliary of  Asheville  Presbytery  ad- 
journed in  Hendersonville  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  19th  after  hearing 
reports  of  progress  during  the 
church   year. 

The  meeting  was  begun  at  9:00 
A.M.,  with  an  executive  board  meet- 
ing and  followed  at  10:00  A.M.  by  a 
general  meeting  attended  by  more 
than  125  registered  delegates  from 
every  district  of  the  Presbyterial. 
The  meeting  in  the  spring  of  1946 
will  be  held  at  the  Kenilworth  Pres- 
byterian  Church  of  Asheville. 

Mrs.  S.  H.  Askew,  of  Atlanta,  Ga., 
spoke  during  the  morning  on  the 
subject,  "Christian  Witnessing,"  and 
led  in  a  prayer  for  the  Peace  Con- 
ference to  meet  in  San  Francisco  on 
April   25. 

Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Presbytery,  spoke 
on  the  work  of  the  Presbytery.  He 
mentioned  the  work  of  home  mis- 
sions. The  Mountain  Orphanage,  Our 
Mountain  Work  and  other  phases  of 
activity  involved  in  the  administra- 
tive work  of  the  Presbytery.  A  sim- 
ilar report  was  made  to  the  Presby- 
tery and  is  reflected  in  statistics 
published  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of 
Our  Mountain   Work. 

Future  issues  of  Our  Mountain 
Work  were  forecast  for  details.  The 
May  issue  will  feature  the  1945-1946 
Religious  Education  Advance,  and 
the  June  issue  will  feature  the  work 
of  Presbytery's  Home  Missions.  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  is  given  a  pro- 
minent  place   every   month.

If  I  be  His  disciple,  I  will  learn  to 
serve. 

The  life  of  Christ  was  one  of  ser- 
vice. He  gave  all  that  He  had  in 
serving  His  fellow  men.  In  the  story 
of  Moses,  God  said  to  Moses,  "What 
is  in  thine  hand?"  and  Moses  show- 
ed Him  the  crude  shepherd's  rod  in 
his  hand.  And  God  told  him  that  with 
that  rod — that  useless-looking  stick 
— he  should  be  able  to  serve  all  of 
Israel. 

God  is  asking  each  one  of  us, 
"What  is  in  thine  hand?"  We  may 
not  have  much,  it  is  true,  but  God 
can  take  what  we  have — even  though 
it  is  only  a  crude  stick — and  turn  it 
into  a  blessing.

Only  a  sling  —  a  tiny  plaything 
that  any  boy  loves  to  possess.  Yet 
when  dedicated  to  serving  God  that 
sling  became  a  powerful  weapon  to 
slay  Goliath. 

Many  of  us  have  accomplisments 
of  which  we  think  lightly — for  our 
own  amusement,  we  play  the  piano, 
we  sing,  we  type,  we  tell  a  story 
beautifully.  Yet,  if  we  think  seri- 
ously, that  very  talent  might  be 
turned   to  useful  service. 

What  is  that  in  thine  hand,  young 
disciple? 

Nothing  but  five  barley  loaves  and 
two  small  fishes.  But  Jesus  said, 
"Bring  them  to  me."  And  the  whole 


multitude  was  fed. 

Yes,  the  very  things  we  possess — 
our  youth,  our  age,  our  gift  for 
making  friends,  our  experience,  all 
could  be  used  for  the  advancement 
of  God's  kingdom. 

What  is  in  thine  hand,  poor 
widow? 

Only  two  mites.  Give  them  to  God 
and  see  to  what  extent  He  can  per- 
form miracles.  Here  is  the  oppor- 
tunity to  show  how  far  a  tiny  gift 
can  go  on  the  mission  field  in  win- 
ning men  and  women  to  Christ.

Requests  should  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary on  or  before  May  1,  indicating 
first  and  second  choice  of  dates.  If  a 
school  is  desired  after  August  3,  it 
may  be  possible  to  arrange  it.

If  you  are  driving  along  the  high- 
way toward  Black  Mountain,  you 
can  see  Old  Glory  proudly  waving 
from  a  newly  constructed  flagpole. 
This  flagpole  was  recently  erected 
by  our  Boy  Scouts  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Roy  White  and  Lamar  Hed- 
rick,  patrol  leaders.  The  boys  found 
a  nice  straight  tree  in  our  woods 
and  cut  it  down  and  fixed  it  all 
themselves,   setting  it  in  concrete.

Our  boys  have  gone  on  a  few 
hikes,  and  are  planning  other  activi- 
ties to  work  for  merit  badges. 

Now  that  the  apartment  for  a 
plant  manager  is  almost  finished, 
the  great  need  at  the  present  is  for 
a  man  to  occupy  it.  Crops  need  to 
be  planted  in  our  garden  and  plans 
made  for  growing  as  much  food  as 
is  possible.  There  are  always  the 
usual  duties  of  the  dairy  and  the 
care  of  our  property.

Miss  Sara  Ashcraft,  of  Green- 
wood, Miss.,  a  student  at  the  As- 
sembly's Training  School  for  Lay 
Workers,  at  Richmond,  Va.,  has 
been  employed  as  an  extra  staff 
worker  at  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
for  the   summer. 

Miss  Ashcraft  lived  for  a  brief 
time  at  Murphy,  and  taught  in  the 
Sunday  School  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  there,  being  employed  by 
the  TVA.  While  at  Savannah,  Tenn., 
in  work  with  the  TVA  she  was 
sponsor  for  the  Young  People's  So- 
ciety for  a  while.  She  graduated 
from  the  Mississippi  Synodical  Col- 
lege, Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  and  has 
subsequently  been  a  student  nurse 
at  the  Vanderbilt  School  of  Nursing 
and  has  taken  a  business  course  in 
her  home  city. 

During  her  summer's  work.  Miss 
Ashcraft  will  assist  in  various  ac- 
tivities in  the  home.  She  is  thinking 
of  making  orphanage  work  her  life's 
work  after  graduation  from  the 
Training   School  in   1946. 


a  year,  giving  generously  of  her 
time  and  talents.  This  leaves  us  with 
only  three  matrons,  in  addition  to 
our  dietician.  We  need  four  matrons 
to  care  for  the  maximum  number  of 
children. 

Repairs 

Our  family  is  reduced  to  less  than 
fifty  boys  and  girls.  We  feel  that 
twenty-seven  or  twenty-eight  of  each 
is  the  largest  number  that  we  can 
take  care  of  in  our  building.  And 
now  that  one-fourth  of  our  building- 
is  out  of  use  because  of  the  exten- 
sive repairs,  we  will  have  to  wait 
some  time  to  take  this  maximum 
number. 

While  work  is  progressing  nicely 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  girls' 
wing,  it  will  be  some  days  yet  before 
we  can  move  back  into  these  rooms. 
Practically  all  plastering  had  to  be 
done  over.  Closets  were  built  in  each 
room,  giving  one  large  closet  to  each 
two  girls,  with  a  maximum  of  five 
girls  in  any  one  room.  One  room 
has  been  made  into  two,  giving  a 
matron's  bath,  and  a  much  needed 
storage  room. 

As  soon  as  this  amount  of  work 
is  fini.shed,  and  the  cost  determined, 
definite  plans  will  be  made  to  under- 
take other  parts  of  the  dormitory 
until  the  whole  has  been  completely 
renovated.  It  was  necessary  to  in- 
stall   entirely   new  windows   in   these 


rooms,  as  the  sills  of  the  old  win- 
dows had  weather-rotted  to  permit 
accumulation  of  water  from  heavy 
rains. 

Work  has  been  in  progress  on  the 
gym,  but  has  been  temporarily  sus- 
pended to  permit  rushing  the  work 
on  the  dormitory.  Necessary  repairs 
to  the  bathrooms  and  fixtures  were 
made  but  other  details  are  to  be 
cared  for  in  the  near  future. 

Our  campus  has  been  a  beautiful 
place  for  the  last  few  weeks  with  all 
the  fruit  trees,  lilacs  and  many 
other  flowers  in  bloom.  The  frost 
nipped  the  larger  part  of  the  fruit 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  there  will  be 
much  crop.  Our  older  boys  have  been 
doing  some  gardening-,  while  others 
have  trimmed  the  hedges  and  helped 
clean  the  grounds.  We  have  planted 
twelve  bushels  of  potatoes  and  set 
out  onions,  with  other  garden  crops 
to  follow,  anticipating  a  hungry 
family  in   days  to   come. 

Visitors 

Visitors  in  recent  weeks  included 
Mr.  W.  H.  Styles,  who  is  to  become 
pastor  of  our  Church  at  Black  Moun- 
tain, and  his  wife.  Mr.  Styles  gra- 
duates from  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary,  Decatur,  Ga.,  in  May,  and 
expects  to  come  to  Black  Mountain 
at  that  time.  We  look  forward  to 
their  coming  to  live  in  our  com- 
munity and  coming  to  see  us  often.

Program  Changes 


The  Program  Committee  of  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association  has 
announced  that  there  will  be  no  for- 
mal conference  programs  at  Mon- 
treat during  the  present  summer. 
This  action  was  taken  to  conform  to 
the  policy  of  the  Office  of  Defense 
Transportation. 

The  Montreat  management  empha- 
sizes the  fact  that  there  will  be  ser- 
vices regularly  held  during  the  sum- 
mer, including  Bible  lectures,  and 
other  special   conference   features.

The  ordination  of  Mr.  Donald 
Williams,  of  the  Black  Mountain 
Church,  followed  a  lengthy  examina- 
tion, including  the  preaching  of  a 
sermon  on  faith,  under  the  title, 
"Seeing  The  Invisible."  Mr.  Williams 
expects  to  graduate  from  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Decatur,  Ga., 
on  May  21,  and  will  enter  the  Naval 
Training   School  for   Chaplains. 

Included  in  the  commission  that 
represented  the  whole  body  in  the 
"laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  Pres- 
bytery" was  the  candidate's  father, 
J.  O.  Williams,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
Black  Mountain   Church. 

Rev.  C.  R.  McCubbins,  D.D.,  who 
has  moved  to  Franklin  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Fort  Worth,  Tex., 
where  he  was  a  pastor  of  a  church 
in  Forth  Worth,  was  received  by  the 
Presbytery.  A  commission  was  ap- 
pointed to  install  him  as  pastor  on 
Sunday,  April  29,  at  8:00  P.M.  Rev. 
R.  E.  McClure,  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery,  was  named 
Chairman  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Auten,  candidate 
for  the  ministry  and  formerly  of 
Bryson  City,  was  dismissed  to  East 
Hanover  Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of 
Virginia.  John  C.  Neville,  Jr.,  of  the 
Montreat  Church,  was  received  as  a 
candidate.  Mr.  Neville  is  the  son  of 
Major  John  C.  Neville,  a  chaplain  in 
the  U.  S.  Army,  recently  stationed 
in  Italy,  but  present  at  the  meeting 
when   his   son  was  received. 

The  home  mission  report  of  the 
body  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Mc- 
Clure, in  connection  with  his  report 
as  Benevolent  Treasurer  and  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Presbytery. 
This  report  showed  progress,  and 
the  arrival  of  two  men  into  pastor- 
ates in  the  Presbytery.  In  addition 
to  Dr.  McCubbins,  Candidate  J.  B. 
Davidson,  of  Swannanoa,  who  has 
recently  completed  his  theological 
studies  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Va.,  is  now  at  High- 
lands, and  expects  to  ask  for  ordina- 
tion at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Pres- 
bytery. 

Announcement  was  also  made  that 
Mr.  Walter  Styles,  a  senior  at  Co- 
lumbia Theological  Seminary,  De- 
catur, Ga.,  had  accepted  a  call  to 
the  Black  Mountain  Church,  and  ex- 
pects to  enter  into  that  work  upon 
graduation.  Two  other  fields  have 
called  pastors. 

The  report  of  the  President  of 
the  Presbyterian  Auxiliary  was  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Preston  Thomas,  of 
Asheville.  A  summary  of  this  report 
is  printed  on  Page  6  of  this  issue  of 
Our  Mountain  Work.

Auxiliary  Statistics        Presbyterial 


For  year  ending  March  31,  1945, 
as  presented  by  Mrs.  Preston 
Thomas,  President,  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Asheville  Presby- 
terial AuxiHary  at  Hendersonville. 


Twenty-five  working  auxiliaries 
(out  of  31  churches)  report  an  in- 
crease of  100  members,  totalling 
2,203.  There  are  62  general  circles 
(66  last  year)  with  15  business  wo- 
men's circles. 

Total  contributions  amounted  to 
$20,560.00  for  current  expenses  and 
benevolences,  an  increase  of  $3,- 
653.00  for  benevolences  and  $2,- 
918.00  for  local  church  work.  The 
Birthday  Offering  was  $1,026.25,  an 
increase    of   $226.64    over  last   year. 

The  Home  Mission  Season  was  ob- 
served with  a  study  of  "So  Many 
People,"  as  the  mission  study  book, 
declared  by  one  auxiliary  as  the  best 
Home  Mission  book  ever  written. 
The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial 
for  Foreign  Missions  featured  the 
study  book,  "West  Of  The  Date 
Line,"  doubly  significant  because  of 
the  fact  that  our  boys  are  scattered 
over  the  world.  An  off'ering  was  ta- 
ken for  foreign  missions. 

Active  interest  was  taken  in  Ne- 
gro work.  A  survey  of  work  in  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  was  made  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Interracial  Com- 
mittee, six  delegates  were  sent  to 
the  Colored  Conference  at  Knox- 
ville,  Tenn.,  and  contributions  were 
made  to  the  Colored  Auxiliary  Train- 
ing School  at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  and 
$19.00  contributed  to  the  Florence 
Calloway  Scholarship. 

Work  for  service  men  and  women 
included  visits  to  Moore  General 
Hospital,  Oteen  and  the  Naval  Hos- 
pital (Kenilworth),  sending  letters, 
gifts  and  bulletins  to  those  in  ser- 
vices, and  two  auxiliaries  are  serv- 
ing supper  snacks  at  the  Asheville 
Y.M.C.A.  on  one  Sunday  evening 
each  month. 

Three  gToup  conferences  were 
held  at  Hazelwood,  Asheville  and 
Brevard,  with  a  total  attendance  of 
173. 

Twenty-five  delegates  represented 
twelve  auxiliaries  at  the  Montreat 
Auxiliary  Training  School  last  sum- 
mer. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Dendy  was  made  a  Life 
Member     by    the    Weaverville    Aux- 

urer,  Mr.  McClure.  Due  to  incomplete 
returns  from  all  the  churches,  the 
full  statistics  are  not  available  at 
this  time. 

Benevolent  Funds 

Mr.  McClure  reported  $46,000.00 
disbursed  to  all  benevolent  causes  as 
receipts  from  the  churches  for  all 
causes.  In  addition  there  was  report- 
ed approximately  $20,000.00  from 
other  sources.  $13,000.00  of  the  to- 
tal was  expended  for  the  mission 
program  of  the  Presbytery  and  over 
$21,000.00  in  the  support  of  The 
Mountain  Orphanage.  Much  of  this 
surplus  money  came  from  outside 
sources,  such  as  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment, general  mission  funds  of  the 
church,  and  individual  contributions.

Presbyterian  Bread 


"Experiences      in     a     meeting     at 

S linger    fresh    and    vivid    with 

me.  Large  crowds  attended  and  all 
seemed  deeply  interested.  At  one  of 
the  services  a  young  man  stood  up 
and  made  a  public  profession  of  his 
faith  in  Christ.  I  saw  his  father,  an 
elderly   man,   weeping. 

"At  the  conclusion  of  the  services 
the  old  man  invited  me  to  go  with 
him  to  his  home  for  dinner.  I  ac- 
cepted and  while  there  he  said  that 
h-'  would  like  to  ask  me  some  ques- 
tions ...  I  read  my  Bible  as  well  as 
I  can  and  I  have  often  wondered  if 
there  was  not  a  church  somewhere 
in  this  world  where  the  preachers 
preached  things  like  Paul  believed, 
and  here  you  have  turned  up  doing 
it.  Please  tell  me  where  you  Presby- 
terians have  been  all  this  time;  why 
have  you  not  come  before  this  to 
help  us? 

"Before  the  meeting  closed  we 
found  one  person  in  that  community 
whose  views  did  not  agree  with  those 
expressed  by  the  brother  mention- 
ed ...  It  was  noticed  that  a  certain 
woman  had  not  attended  any  of  the 
services  ...  'I  am  not  going;  if 
things  keep  on  as  they  are  going 
here  now,  the  penny-rile,  the  dog- 
fennel  and  the  Presbyterians  will 
take  this  country.  I  warn  you  in 
t'me.'  This  candid  old  woman  live 
enough  to  see  .  .  .  Presbyterians  in- 
creasing in  large  numbers  and  even 
some  of  her  own  family  among  them 
enioying  the  privileges  of  Christian 
education. 

"Late  in  November  an  urgent  call 
came  to  make  a  second  visit  ...  I 
sto-iiied  and  spent  the  night  with  an 
a^ed  '■oudIp.  The  man  was  eighty 
and  his  wife  seventy-eight.  Neither 
of  them  could  read  ...  I  learned  that 
this  aged  woman  was  a  member  of 
a  distinguished  family  of  people  liv- 
ing in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 
A  family  that  furnished  quite  a  num- 
'"er  of  prominent  teachers  and  Pres- 
byterian  preachers. 

"Getting  this  history  led  to  more 
questions,  and  she  told  me  that  her 
father  brous'ht  his  family  and  settled 
on  that  creek  when  she  was  only  sii-' 
years  old.  He  came  because  he  could

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
went  on  the  air  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history  with  a  live  voice  series 
of  broadcasts  over  a  number  of  Co- 
lumbia stations  from  Washington, 
D.  C,  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  includ- 
ing Station  WWNC  broadcasting 
from  Asheville  on  tht  radio  fre- 
quency of  570. 

The  broadcasts  began  on  Sunday, 
April  1,  and  will  continue  through 
June  24,  with  a  different  minister 
each  week.  The  music  is  by  James 
R.  Sydnor,  Professor  of  Organ  and 
Voice  at  the  General  Assembly's 
Training  School  of  Richmond,  Va., 
and  the  Presbyterian  Hour  Quar- 
tette. 

These  programs  are  on  the  air 
from  8:30  to  9:00  A.M.  each  Sun- 
day and  will  originate  in  the  studios 
of  Station  WRVA  of  Richmond,  Va. 
They  are  being  sponsored  by  the  As- 
sembly's Radio  Committee,  appoint- 
ed at  the  annual  meeting  at  Mon- 
treat  last  May,  and  composed  of: 
Rev.  John  M.  Alexander,  D.D.,  of 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  chairman;  Rev. 
Robert  A.  Lapsley,  D.D.,  of  Roa- 
noke,    Va.;   and   Rev.   J.   H.    Marion, 

purchase  land  here  at  a  cheaper  rate. 
Also,  she  said  her  father  was  the 
only  Presbyterian  she  had  ever  seen 
until  we  went  there;  that  he  often 
talked  about  his  kind  of  people  back 
in  Virginia,  who  were  strict  in  keep- 
ing the  Sabbath  Day  holy  and  care- 
ful about  educating  their  children. 

"A  daughter  in  the  home  seemed 
proud  of  one  accomplishment  at 
least,  she  knew  how  to  make  Pres- 
byterian bread.  Of  course,  I  asked 
of  what  and  how  it  was  made,  and 
learned  that  it  was  common  loaf 
bread  baked  on  Saturday  for  Sun- 
day's  supply. 

"The  news  had  spread  up  and 
down  the  creek  that  two  preachers 
had  come  to  talk  about  educa- 
tion .  .  .  Without  multiplying  words 
they  told  us  that  they  had  no  money, 
but  that  they  would  give  a  suitable 
building  site,  and  all  the  lumber  and 
labor  necessary  to  complete  the 
job  .  .  .  Among  the  first  to  begin 
work  was  the  old  man  with  whom  I 
had  spent  the  night.  Some  of  the 
younger  remonstrated  and  told  him 
that  he  was  too  old  for  that  hard 
work  .  .  .  He  replied:  'Men,  I  never 
had  a  chance  for  an  education,  my 
children  never  had  any,  and  now 
that  my  grandchildren  have  a  chance 
to  learn  something,  don't  tell  me  to 
leave,    I   must  help.'  "

Cost  And  Needs 


At  a  formal  meeting  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee — held 
on  May  11th  after  the  story  be- 
low had  been  put  into  type — and 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  those 
present,  work  in  progress  at  the 
Mountain  Orphanage  was  ordered 
continued. 

The  meeting  was  at  the  Or- 
phanage, and  after  an  inspection 
of  the  work  and  the  needs,  the 
Advisory  Committee  was  author- 
ized to  completely  repair  the  en- 
tire building  up  to  a  cost  not  t' 
exceed    $25,000.00. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  in- 
structed to  arrange  the  temporary 
nnancing  of  this  work.  The  Ad- 
visory Committee,  composed  of 
Rev.  H.  B.  Dendy,  D.D.,  Rev. 
C.  G.  Davis,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  R.  E. 
McClure,  was  instructed  to  pro- 
pose some  concrete  plan  for  rais- 
ing the  money  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible   opportunity.

laundry   building    and    of   repairs   to 
the   gymnasium. 

Mr.  0.  L.  Merchant  was  instruct- 
ed to  continue  his  work  on  the  girls' 
side  of  the  building  and  to  finish  this 
as  soon  as  possible.  In  the  course  of 
time  the  dining-room  and  kitchen 
will  receive  attention  and  then  the 
boys'   wing. 

In  addition,  an  estimate  has  been 
made  of  the  cost  of  enlarging  the 
boiler  in  the  basement  and  running 
steam  pipes  to  all  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory.  Our  boys  and  girls  have 
been  sleeping  in  rooms  where  there 
were  no  radiators  for  heat. 

The    committee     asked     Mr.     Mer- 


needed  repairs  were  being  awaited. 
The  plaster  is  not  so  bad  in  the  din- 
in^:  room,  but  this  part  of  our  home 
is  scheduled  for  attention.  Windov/s 
need  repairs,  the  kitchen  must  have 
a  new  sink,  repairs  to  the  stove,  and 
a  new  floor  covering. 

On  the  girls'  side  there  was  some 
evidence  of  things  as  they  will  be. 
the  girls'  bath  on  the  second  floor 
has  been  reconditioned  and  tiled.  A 
new  matron's  bath  has  been  install- 
ed, and  all  the  rooms  upstairs  thor- 
oughly renovated.  It  was  necessary 
to  install  new  windows,  and  build 
closets  in   each   of  the  girls'   rooms. 

Downstairs,  and  in  part  upstairs, 
there  was  evidence  of  work  "as  it 
is"  in  the  process  of  construction. 
And  later  there  is  to  come  the  paint- 
ing of  the  new  woodwork  and  the 
old. 

The  committee  went  thoroughly 
into  the  cost  of  all  of  this  work,  in- 
cluding the  new  apartment  in  the 
chant  for  a  report  of  the  cost  of 
the  work,  and  this  is  the  result  of 
that  query: 

The  work  on  the  gymnasium  has 
cost  approximately  $500.00  and  is 
practically   completed. 

The  work  an  the  laundry  building 
has  cost  approximately  $2,700.00 
and  will  probably  cost  $3,000.00  all 
together.  This  includes  repairs  to 
the  laundry  equipment,  construction 
of  a  four-room  apartment  and  run- 
ning a  sewer  line  for  approximately 
150   feet  from  the  building. 

The  work  on  the  girls'  wing  of 
the  building,  when  finished,  will 
cost  approximately  $6,000.00.  It  is 
perhaps  two-thirds  finished  now.  A 
like  amount  is  estimated  for  the 
boys'   wing. 

No  definite  figure  was  available 
on  which  to  base  the  cost  of  the 
dining-room  and  kitchen,  or  of  the 
enlargement  of  the  heating  system. 
It  was  estimated  that  it  will  prob- 
ably cost  $1,800.00  to  paint  the 
building,  inside  and  out,  when  the 
rest  of  the  work  is  done. 

The  extensive  work  found  neces- 
sary has  been  running  estimates  up, 
but  it  is  probable  that  the  present 
estimate  is  reliable,  for  it  is  based 
so  largely  on  work  already  done. 
Laymen  who  inspected  the  work 
that  has  been  done  declared  it  to  be 
of  excellent  quality  and  woi'kman- 
ship,  and  enthusiastically  commend- 
ed the  completion  of  the  entire  re- 
pair job  on  a  definitely  "first-class" 
and   permanent   basis. 

Spring  cleaning  —  for  the  Or- 
phanage family  —  may  be  postpon- 
ed for  some  time  yet.  There  is  too 
much  plaster  dirt  and  tramping  of 
dusty  feet  down  the  halls.  But  when 
it  does  come,  we  will  be  proud  to 
have  visitors  see  what  a  fine  place 
we   live    in.

Dr.  McCubbins  Installed  At 
Franklin  Church 


Rev.  C.  R.  McCubbins,  D.D.,  was 
installed  pastor  of  the  Franklin 
Presbyterian  Church,  on  Sunday 
night,  April  29th,  by  a  commission 
appointed  by  Asheville  Presbytery. 
Rev.  George  Bellingrath,  President 
of  Rabun  Gap  -  Nachoochee  Insti- 
tute, Rabun  Gap,  Ga.,  preached  the 
installation  sermon  by  special  re- 
quest of  the  congregation,  approved 
by   the    Presbytery. 


Presiding  over  the  service  was 
Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  Chairman  of 
the  Commission.  Ruling  Elder  J.  J. 
Gray,  of  the  Morrison  Church,  con- 
ducted the  quorum  set  by  the  Pres- 
bytery. Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson,  of 
Waynesville,  and  Rev.  S.  R.  Croc- 
kett, of  Hazelwood,  and  Ruling 
Elder  S.  W.  Black,  of  Bryson  City, 
others  named  on  the  commission, 
were  unable  to  attend. 

The  constitutional  questions  were 
propounded  to  both  congregation 
and  minister  by  the  chairman  of  the 
commission,  who  afterwards  deliver- 
ed a  charge  to  both  minister  and 
congregation,  and  Dr.  McCubbins 
was  formally  declared  elected  and 
installed   pastor  of  the   Church. 

Dr.  McCubbins,  who  has  moved  to 
Franklin  ^  within  the  past  month 
from  a  'pastorate  in  Fort  Worth, 
Tex.,  was  formerly  pastor  at  Old 
Fort,  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina. He  will  serve  as  stated  supply 
of  the  Morrison  Church,  located 
some  six  miles  from  Franklin.  He 
and  Mrs.  McCubbins  expect  to  oc- 
cupy the  manse  within  a  short  while. 
The  manse  was  rented  at  the  time 
of  their  arrival  and  it  was  impos- 
sible for  the  tenants  to  move  imme- 
diately.

Dear  Co-workers: 

The  emphasis  of  the  Fourth  Year  is  The 
Community.  The  main  thought  is  to  reach 
every  person  with  Christian  teaching  in  the 
community.  This  Fourth  Year  emphasis 
challenges  us  with  a  great  evangelistic  need. 
Almost  eighty  out  of  every  hundred  are  not 
enrolled  in  any  Sunday  School.  Three  per- 
sons in  every  four  in  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia  are  not  even  nominally  a  member  of 
any  church. 

There  are  many  practical  suggestions 
given  in  the  Manual.  Some  of  them  are: 
Community  canvass,  community  visitation, 
service  flag  visitation,  newspaper  news  visita- 
tion, baby  visitation,  visitation  evangelism, 
community-wide  meetings  honoring  all  Sun- 
day School  teachers  of  the  community, 
community-wide  Vacation  Bible  Schools, 
outpost  Sunday  Schools,  interdenominational 
youth  meetings,  Sunday  School  enrollment 
campaigns,  etc. 

During  the  last  year  of  The  Advance,  let 
us  make  sure  that  the  Church  is  reaching 
every  person  with  its  message.  Let  us  obey 
the  command  of  Christ:  "Go  -  Teach."

Asheville  Presbytery 

Since  1897  Asheville  Presbytery 
has  been  in  existence,  first  as  a  part 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
aftei  wards  a  "charter  member"  of 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia  (1915). 
Wlien  first  organized  there  was 
only  one  "self-supporting"  church 
out  of  a  total  of  19  churches. 

This  Presbytery  has  always  been 
recognized  as  a  definitely  home  mis- 
sion territory.  Before  formal  organ- 
ization, it  was  a  part  of  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery,  and  immediately 
after  its  organization  it  shared  the 
services  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith, 
D.D.,  by  courtesy  of  the  Mother 
Presbytery.  Soon  Dr.  Smith  began 
liis  greater  life's  work  in  the  hills  of 
Western  Carolina.  Here  he  laid  firm 
foundations,  carried  on  with  sacri- 
ficial labors,  founded  the  first  Or- 
phanage in  the  Appalachian  Moun- 
tains of  the  State,  saw  churches 
grow  and  flourish,  and  saw  the 
founding  of  the  "Mountain  Synod" 
of  Appalachia  before  he  was  trans- 
lated to  his   eternal  reward. 

The  territory  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery includes  eleven  counties  in 
Southwestern  Carolina.  Where  the 
eastern  boundary  of  Buncombe, 
Henderson  and  Madison  Counties 
follows,  in  the  main,  the  crest  of 
the  Blue  Ridge  watershed,  Asheville 
Piesbytery  has  its  beginning.  Madi- 
son County  is  served,  by  mutual 
consent,  by  Churches  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.S.A.,  thus  leav- 
ing ten  counties  in  the  actual  occu- 
pied areas  of  Asheville  Presbytery. 
These  extend  140  miles  west  from 
Montreat  and  are  bounded  by  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Tennessee.

Other  ministers  in  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery, include  a  college  and  a  sem- 
inary professor,  college  president 
(and  president  of  Mountain  Retreat 
Association) ;  secretary  of  Negro 
Work  for  the  Assembly;  superinten- 
dent of  The  Mountain  Orphanage; 
and  an  executive  secretary  of  the 
Presbytery. 

The  Mountain  Orphanage 

The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  lo- 
cated two  miles  west  of  Black  Moun- 
tain and  four  miles  from  Montreat. 
It  was  originally  founded  on  Crab- 
tree  Creek,  in  Haywood  County,  in 
1904.  After  a  period  of  growth  it 
was  moved  to  Balfour,  in  Henderson 
County,  and  in  1922  moved  to  its 
present  site. 

The  dormitory,  kitchen  and  dining- 
room  building  comfortably  houses  a 
maximum  of  56  boys  and  girls.  This 
building  is  undergoing  extensive  re- 
pairs at  the  present  time.  The  plant 
also  includes  a  superintendent's 
home;  a  gymnasium;  laundry  build- 
ing, on  the  second  floor  of  which  is 
a  recently  finished  apartment  for  a 
farm  and  plant  manager;  a  barn  and 
a  farm  of  about  120  acres,  with  ap- 
proximately  40   in    cultivation. 

The  institution  cared  for  about 
500  children  in  the  first  twenty-five 
years  of  its  history,  and  has  aver- 
aged a  family  ofover  fifty  children 
since  1929.  Over  90  percent  have 
come  from  non-Presbyterian  homes 
in  all  parts  of  the  Presbytery. 

Our  Mountain  Work 

The  fact  that  you  are  reading 
these  lines  is  testimony  to  the  value 
of  the  oldest  Presbytery  monthly  in 
the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 
It  v/as  a  dream  of  Rev.  R.  F.  Camp- 
bell, D.D.,  as  early  as  1904.  It  actu- 
ally v/as  begun  in  December,  1910, 
and  has  continued  almost  without 
interruption    since    that   date. 

Our  Mountain  Work  began  as  a 
paper  to  present  the  needs  of  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  and  the  home 
mission  opportunities  of  Western 
North  Carolina.  In  this  it  served 
well.  It  is  now  dedicated  to  these 
purjjoses  first,  and  then  to  the  whole 
work  of  the  whole  Church  as  repre- 
sented within  the  bounds  of  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery. 

This  Assembly  Issue,  with  em- 
phasis on  the  Fourth  Year  of  the 
Religious  Education  Advance,  is  be- 
ing presented  to  all  Commissioners 
of  the  1945  General  Assembly,  it 
being  mailed  to  all  the  Secretaries 
of  Religious  Education  of  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia,  as  well  as  the  regular 
subscribers,  which  includes  Presby- 
terian families  within  the  Presby- 
tery of  Asheville  and  ministers  of 
the   Synod  of  Appalachia.

A  formal  protest  to  the  action  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  in  adopting  two 
overtures  to  the  General  Assembly 
touching  union  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.,  and  membership  in 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches_  of 
Christ  in  America,  has  been  filed 
with  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presby- 
tery, to  be  forwarded  to  the  General 
Assembly  with  the  overtures  in  ques- 
tion. 

Presented  as  overtures  from  the 
Session  of  the  Weaverville  Presby- 
terian Church  to  the  Presbytery,  the 
Presbytery  adopted  them  and  order- 
ed them  sent  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly. The  first  overture  asked  the 
General  Assembly  to  withdraw  from 
the  Federal  Council,  and  was  passed 
by  a  standing  vote  of  13  to  12.  The 
second  overture  asked  a  discontinu- 
ance of  negotiations  looking  toward 
union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.A.,  and  the  dismissal  of  the 
committee.  This  was  passed  by  stand- 
ing vote  of  approximately  15  to  11. 

At  the  time  of  the  recorded  vote, 
opponents  of  the  overtures  declared 
their  intentions  of  filing  a  protest. 
Thirteen  members  of  ^he  Presbytery 
of  Asheville  signed  the  protest,  which 
becomes  a  matter  of  record  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Presbytery.

Rev.  K.  J.  Foreman 

Dr.     Foreman     is     Professor    of 
Bible   at  Davidson  College. 

Any  one  can  receive  a  better 
understanding  -of  the  Presbyterian 
Church — what  it  is  doing,  what  it 
stands  for  and  how  it  works — from 
a  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly 
than  in  any  other  way  in  so  short  a 
time.  The  whole  activity  of  the 
Church  is  before  the  Assembly,  pre- 
ccnted  by  the  executives  who  have 
been   placed   in    charge  of  the  work. 

The  men  who  make  up  the  As- 
sembly, the  Commissioners,  are 
themselves  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing features  of  the  Assembly.  They 
re^jresent  a  cross-section  of  the 
Church,  and  every  type  of  Christian 
is  probably  represented.  I  thought 
before  I  went  that  I  would  be  able 
to  tell  the  elders  from  the  ministers, 
but  after  making  several  embarrass- 
ing mistakes  I  gave  up.  Whether 
elders  or  ministers,  whether  progres- 
sive or  conservative,  whether  talk- 
ative or  silent,  whether  from  the 
big  cities  or  the  little  country 
churches,  one  thing  could  be  said  of 
every  commissioner,  that  he  was  se- 
rious and  in  earnest  about  the  Lord's 
V7crk,  sincere  in  his  beliefs  and  eager 
t-'.at  the  Church  should  measure  up 
to  the  great  opportunities  of  these 
times. 

The  smoothness  with  which  the 
Assemfcly  works  is  an  example  which 
any  Presbytery  might  well  imitate. 
Theie  v/as  never  any  doubt  as  to

Former  Worker  Writes  Of 
Personal  Experiences 


Miss  .^bernatliy  Contracted 
"Mountain  Fever" 


(We  asked  Miss  Bertha  Abernat^y 
to  ^vrite  us.  She  pioneered  with  Dr. 
R.  P.  Smith  in  the  first  decade  of 
Asheville    Presbytery.    Editor.) 

I  fully  realize  that  there  is  work 
to  do  for  the  Lord  at  any  spot  in 
this  world,  but  as  for  me,  T  would 
always  wish  my  work  could  be  done 
in  God's  wonderful  mountains.  Tt  i% 
there  that  I  feel  nearer  to  Him  Who 
mad'^  them.  I  got  my  first  knowled9:e 
of  this  in  1906,  when  afte'^  having 
chills,  I  sought  work  for  the  sum- 
r^er  in  the  mountains  of  Western 
North  Carolina,  hoping  to  get  rid  of 
the  chills.  I  did  that  verv  thir>q-,  b'^t 
I  contracted  "mountain  fever" 
w^ifh  I  have  had  ever  since — now  in 
1945. 

Dr.  R.  P.  Smith  sent  me  to  "Rii-- 
nard'ville,  N.  C,  for  a  three 
mnnths'  summer  school,  whic^i  was 
held  in  the  Presbvterian  Church 
there.  It  was  situated  on  a  hill  over- 
looking the  village.  By  the  time  I 
climbed  the  hill,  and  pulled  the  rone 
which  rang  the  bell,  I  was  comnlete- 
Iv  out  of  breath.  But  0,  what  a 
wonderful  view  I  had  from  the  door 
of  the  church  as  I  caught  my 
breath! 

I  boarded  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Theodore  Steppe,  where  I  was 
treated  with  the  greatest  kindne'^s 
by  the  Steppes  and  all  the  people  in 
the   community. 


I  did  not  complete  the  three 
months — June,  July  and  August — - 
for  it  was  arranged  that  I  should  as- 
sist in  the  public  school  at  Dilling- 
ham, where  the  Presbyterian  min- 
ister was  the  principal,  since  the 
public  schools  were  given  longer 
trems — these  three  months'  summer 
schools  were  being  discontinued.  So- 
public  school  work — ^with  the  spir- 
itual interest  of  my  pupils,  the  Sun- 
day schools  of  the  churches  of  the 
community  on  my  heart — ^was  my 
line  of  business  for  a  number  of 
years. 

Thus,  until  about  1928,  Bun- 
combe County  was  my  paymaster, 
except  the  few  years  I  taught  in  a 
mission  school  in  Tennessee.  I  am 
sure  that  I  did  not  show  the  interest 
in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  commu- 
nity as  my  Master  would  have  had 
me  do  it.  If  I  could  do  it  all  over 
again,  I  would  do  everything  very 
differently.  A  greater  part  of  the 
time  I  boarded  in  the  homes  of  the 
community,  which  I  enjoyed  very 
much.  Of  course,  they  cooked  things 
differently  to  what  I  was  accus- 
tomed— but  the  way  we  cooked  was 
strange  to  them  also.  But  how  I  did 
enjoy  their  "eats"! 

About  1922  I  built  a  little  home 
at  Dillingham.  My  mother  had  died 
in  1920.  My  aunt  Rena  Brown  came 
to  live  with  me.  After  five  years  in 
this  home,  it  burned  down  one  night 
v/hile  we  were  at  prayer  meeting. 
About  two  and  a  half  years  later 
my  aunt  fell  and  broke  her  hip,  and 
I  went  to  my  uncle's  to  nurse  her. 
Shortly  Dr.  Dendy  arranged  for  us 
to  come  and  live  in  the  manse  as 
hostesses.  Again  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  was  my  paymaster.  We 
lived  in  the  inanse  about  five  years, 
when  the  Dillingham  Church  called 
a  pastor.  Since  then  I  have  lived 
with  my  aunt  in  Steele  Creek,  near 
Charlotte. 

So  many  seem  to  think  that  the 
people  who  live  in  the  mountains 
are  quite  different  from  other  peo- 
ple. But  as  I  see  it,  there  are  the 
same  traits  in  people  wherever  I  go. 
I  find  some  faithful  to  God,  and 
some  unfaithful.  I  feel  that  the  way 
we  have  all  failed  is  not  being  more 
and  more  in  love  with  Jesus,  and 
not  being  trained  to  think  of  giving 
as  a  privilege — ^an  honor — a  part  of 
worship. 

There  are  two  things  which  I  en- 
joyed most  of  all.  The  first  was  visit- 
ing in  the  homes.  To  be  able  some 
blight,  clear  morning  to  start  up 
one  of  the  creeks  and  drop  in  at 
every  home  for  a  few  minutes — 
to  happen  at  one  just  at  meal  time 
— to  me  was  a  great  delight.  I  rea- 
lize now  that  I  did  not  talk  enough 
about  the  Bible  while  on  these  visits. 
Another  thing  I  especially  liked  to 
do  was  to  sit  down  at  the  church 
organ  and  play  for  our  folks  to 
sing — and  how  they  liked  to  sing! 

One  year  when  I  was  teaching 
the  primary  department  at  Dilling- 
ham Public  School,  I  had  47  chil- 
dren on  my  roll  by  the  name  of 
Dillingham.  That  changed  greatly, 
for  I  had  only  a  small  percentage  by 
that  name  the  last  year  I  taught.

The  action  of  the  Home  Mission 
■Committee,  reported  in  the  May 
issue  of  Our  Mountain  Worlc,  set  a 
maximum  of  $25,000  for  the  cost  of 
the  repairs  and  improvements  at  the 
Mountain  Orphanage.  This  maximum 
is  approximately  three-fourths  of  the 
amount  set  by  the  Presbytery  and 
the  churches  as  their  benevolent 
goal  for  the  church  year  1945-46. 
Congregations  desiring  to  meet  their 
minimum  quota  in  this  vv^ork  should 
use  three-fourths  of  their  benevolent 
askings  as  a  basis  of  their  contribu- 
tions. 

Individuals  desiring  more  definite 
information  are  invited  to  write  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Orphanage  for  de- 
tails. As  the  work  progresses,  con- 
ditions are  being  found  that  in  some 
cases  call  for  more  extensive  repairs 
than  were  anticipated.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  $25,000  will  prove 
adequate  for  the  job.

■  An  enthusiastic  gr6up  from  the 
West  Asheville  Presbyterian  Church 
visited  the  Orphanage  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  June  3.  They  missed  the 
noise  and  dust  of  workmen  actively 
engaged  in  this  repairs,  but  they 
gained  a  graphic  picture  of  what  is 
being  done  at  the  Home. 

It  is  hoped  that  other  groups 
from  nearby  churches  will  follow 
this  plan,  and  actually  see  the  work 
in  progress.  The  scope  and  nature  of 
the  work  involved  cannot  be  appre- 
ciated fully  without  seeing  it.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  renew  the  floor  in 
two  baths,  add  an  additional  bath 
and  tile  the  four  main  baths.  Closets 
have  been  built  in  all  rooms,  all  win- 
dows replaced,  extensive  repairs  to 
plumbing  and  plans  are  made  for 
extending  heat  to  all  rooms.

(Continued  from  Pag-e  1) 
portant  questions  each   commissioner 
had    in    his.  hands     a     mimeographed 
sheet  stating  exactly  what  was  being 
proposed  or  recommended. 

The  debates — and  what  is  a  Pres- 
byterian meeting  without  a  debate? 
— were  on  a  high  plane,  and  every 
opportunity  was  given  to  those  who 
wished  to  speak,  to  say  what  they 
thought,  whether  any  one  agreed 
with  them  or  not. 

To  me  the  decisions  of  the  As- 
sembly were  encouraging.  If  it  fol- 
lows the  leadership  of  this  Assembly, 
our  Church  will  stand  firm  against 
all  attempts  to  throw  it  from  its  for- 
ward march,  side  by  side  with  other 
Christian  Churches,  toward  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  The  Moderator's 
sermon  ought  to  be  read  by  every 
member  of  our  people;  it  challenged 
the  Assembly  and  it  challenges  us  to 
go  forward  with  Christ  and  with  all 
other  Christians,  to  meet  the  prob- 
lems of  a  dark  world  with  the  light 
that  is  in  Christ.

The  1945  General  Assembly  was  a 
large  one.  368  commissioners  were 
present,  with  only  12   absent. 

Church  reports  to  the  Assembly 
revealed  the  fact  that  the  past  year 
was  one  of  real  spiritual  advance- 
m-^nt-  This  progress  is  seen  in  the 
additions  to  the  Church  on  profes- 
,^-or.  of  f-'ith.  Last  year  we  received 
18,510.  This  year  we  received  20,- 
710.  an  increase  of  2,200.  Another 
mark  of  progTess  was  the  total  re- 
cei-ts  of  the  Church,  $18,500,000. 

Progress  was  made  in  missionary 
work.  Additions  to  the  Church  'n 
mis-ion  fields  on  profession  of  faith 
reached  the  impressive  figure  of  4,- 
322,  making  the  year  just  closed  one 
of  the  richest  in  spiritual  r^esults  our 
jviicreionarips  have  ever  enjoyed.  The 
regular  gifts  to  foreign  missions  for 
■.he  year  were  $1,071,920.74,  the 
Iprorest  total  of  contributions  since 
1930.  Only  eight  times  in  the  history 
of  our  work  have  the  gifts  to  foreign 
:ni~s'ons  exceeded  this   Rum. 

These  facts  seem  to  indicate  that 
the  difficulties  and  problems  which 
days  such  as  these  bring  have  Jed  to 
a  greater  dependence  unon  God,  for 
Whom  there  is  nothing  too  bard, 
and  v/ith  Whom  all  things  .are  pos- 
sible, and  that  the  strains  and  ;";or- 
rov/s  have  drawn  Christians  closer 
to  the  God  of  All  Comfort.  To  5lim, 
tberafore,  we  would  give  thanks- 
giving for  the  spiritual  growth  pnd 
far-reaching   service   of   our   Church. 

The  rrivilege  of  'attending  this 
Assembly  was  great,  because  of  the 
if^v  of  meeting  old  friends  .ind  inak- 
ing  new  ones,  and  because  of  the 
inspirational  services.  The  populp^- 
meetings  in  the  evening  were  of 
great  educational  value.  At  one  <^f 
these  meetings  Mrs.  Pruitt  stated 
that  the  security  of  peace  called  :"or 
the  sending  out  of  a  thousand  more 
mis.sionaries. 

Miss  .Tanie  W.  McGaughey,  Secre- 
tary of  Woman's  Work,  gave  the 
keynote  of  the  Assembly  in  these 
wo'^ds:

The  main  point  I  got  at  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly  is  the  lack  of  mis- 
sionary work  in  both  foreign  and 
domestic  fields,  caused  by  ihe 
shortage  of  workers  much  more 
than  lack  of  finances. 

In  the  foreign  field,  the  need  is 
for  young  people  to  personally  con- 
tact the  people,  and  teach  them  to 
live  the  Christian  life,  how  to  di- 
versify their  farming  and  raio demise 
their  industrial  work  generally, 
which  will  lead  to  a  more  comfort- 
able living. 

In  the  domestic  field,  the  need  It 
to  establish  outpost  Sunday  S?hool-, 
in  urichurched  sections  among  the 
white  and  Negro  people,  and  to  edu- 
cate the  Negro  ministers  so  they  can 
more  intelligently  evangelize  their 
race. 

I  think  the  Assembly  is  acting 
v/isely  in  setting  a  quota  for  church 
membership  during  this  year.  While 
the  quota  of  fifty  thousand  seems 
progressive,  it  should  be  met,  pro- 
vidino-  the  laymen  and  laywomen  of 
the   Churches  co-operate   fully. 


Fifty  thousand  souls  won  tO' 
Christ  and  to  membership  in  the^ 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  in  one 
year  is  the  challenge  given  the 
Church  by  the  General  Assembly 
Meeting  at  Montreat,  May  25-29,. 
1945. 

That  means  approximately  one 
person  for  each  Ruling  Elder,  Dea- 
con and  Minister  in  the  General 
Assembly,  won  in  one  year.  The  tra- 
gedy is  that  it  can  be  called  progress; 
to  set  so  small  a  goal. 

With  565,853  members  (1944) 
that  means  less  than  one  person  for 
each  ten  church  members  won  irt 
one   year. 

Asheville  Presbytery 

In  Asheville  Presbytery,  on  the 
basis  of  one  person  won  for  every 
ten  church  members  (a  '  spiritual 
birth-rate  of  10  percent),  this  calls; 
for  twice  as  many  accessions  to  the 
Church  on  profession  of  faith  than 
in  any  single  year  since  1936  and  it 
calls  for  four  times  as  many  as  were 
won  in  1941,  which  had  the  lowest, 
record  of  the  ten  years. 

It    means    that    there    must   be  at 

least    three    times    as    many    won  to' 

Christ    and    church    membership  in 

the    year   ahead    than    were    won  in- 
the  year  ending  March  31,  1945. 

For  the  past  ten  years  there  have 
been  an  average  of  ten  or  eleven 
churches  evei-y  year  reporting  no  ti.d- 
di'lions  on  profession  of  faith.  These 
represent  at  least  10  percent  of  the 
total  membership  of  the  Presbytery. 
It  is  highly  important  that  every- 
church  "bring  forth  fruit"  as  a  liv- 
ing vine   in   this  important  Work. 

Divide  your  church  membershiu' 
by  ten,  and  you  have  the  minimum 
goal  for  your  congregation.  If  that 
figure  is  not  equivalent  to  the  total 
number  of  Ruling  Elders  and  Dea- 
cons, then  this  latter  is  your 
minimum. 

This  is  the  primary  task  of  every 
Christian.  A  wave  of  scriptural 
evansyelism  will  sweep  throu.ghout 
the  Presbytery  if  the  churches  seri- 
ously undertake  this  primary  task.

Since  January,  the  Uniform  Les- 
sons have  been  based  on  the  new 
outlines  issued  by  the  International 
Council  of  Religious  Education.  You 
will  find  in  the  development  of  these 
outlines  many  things  to  which  you 
have  been  accustomed.  In  The  Ear- 
nest Worker*  there  are  the  Home 
Daily  Bible  Readings;  suggested 
hymns  and  prayers  for  the  worship 
service;  material  to  be  memorized — 
both  verses  of  Scripture  and  ques- 
tions in  the  Shorter  Catechism;  a 
treatment  of  the  lesson  by  Dr.  J.  C. 
Siler;  and  helps  for  teachers  of  each 
age-group.  In  the  quarterlies  for  the 
pupil  there  are  printed  Bible  pas- 
sages and  study  suggestions. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  the  new  ma- 
terials there  are  a  number  of  differ- 
ences. First,  the  materials  have  a 
new  name,  "The  International  Bible 
Lessons  for  Christian  Teaching,  Uni- 
form Series." 

Second,  there  is  no  Scripture  study 
passage  printed  in  The  Earnest 
Worker;  instead  there  is  a  devo- 
tional passage  that  may  be  used  in 
the  Sunday-school  worship  service. 
A  devotional  passage  rather  than  a 
study  passage  is  printed  because  not 
all  age-groups  use  the  same  study 
passages.  All  study  passages  are  cho- 
sen from  the  same  blojk  of  Scrip- 
ture with  very  few  exceptions,  but 
the  selection  for  each  age-^roup  arc 
made  in  the  light  of  the  needs  O' 
that  group.  Giving  up  absolute  uni- 
formity in  the  printed  passage  makes 
it  possible  to  select  suitable  mate- 
rial for  children,  young  people,  and 
adults.

"Teaching  the   Lesson  to   Adults." 

This  new  material  will  offer  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  Bible  in  six 
years.  There  will  be  a  unit  that  co- 
vers the  complete  panorama  of  Bible 
history;  there  will  be  six  units  that 
develop  six  sections  of  the  Bible 
somewhat  in  detail;  and  finally,  some 
individual  books  and  groups  of  books 
will  be  taken  up  for  more  detailed 
study.  These  Bible  units  will  not  be 
ofiered  in  the  above  order. 

The  needs  of  each  age-group  will 
be  more  nearly  met,  as  the  passages 
of  Scripture  will  be  selected  with 
the  needs  of  the  different  age-groups 
in  mind.  As  heretofore,  effort  will 
be  made  to  interpret  and  apply  these 
t.assages  to  the  various  needs  of  the 
age-groups.

The  chances  .are 
the  reply  would  be:  "My  mother  or 
my  father."  Very  naturally  as  par- 
ents we  would  be  pleased  and  yet 
down  deep  in  our  hearts  we  would 
have  to  admit  to  ourseves  and  con- 
fess to  the  Lord  our  failures. 

Do  we  always,  and  under  every 
circumstance,  speak  the  absolute 
truth?  De  we  always  practise  self- 
control?  Do  we  by  our  thoughtless 
words  or  deeds  implant  in  our  chil- 
dren's minds  and  hearts  racial  pre- 
judices?

Sixty-six  young  people  and  fifteen 
adult  leaders  combined  to  make  the 
1945  Yonng  People's  Conference 
one  of  the  best  ever  held  in  the 
Presbytery.

Campaign    For    King    College    To 

Be  Conducted  In  August; 

Other    Actions 


Our  Mountain  Work  -will  de- 
vote the  August  issue  to  King 
College.  Asheville  Presbytery 
has  approved  the  raising  of 
$50,000  to  be  known  as  "The 
R.  F.  Campbell  Endowment 
Fund."  An  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  establishing  this 
fund  will  be  given  all  the  Pres- 
bytery   in   August. 

Asheville  Presbytery  met  at  Brit- 
tain's  Cove  Presbyterian  Church,  at 
Dula  Springs,  on  July  10,  licensed 
two  men  to  preach  the  gospel,  re- 
ceived one  candidate,  and  approved 
a  campaign  to  raise  a  minimum  of 
SSO.OOO  to  be  known  as  the  R.  F. 
Campbell  Endowment  Fund  for 
for  King  College,   Bristol,   Tenn. 

Called  to  order  by  the  moderator. 
Rev.  D.  R.  Freeman,  the  opening 
sermon  was  preached  by  Candidate 
W.  H.  Styles,  pastor-elect  of  the 
Black  Mountain  congregation,  and 
the  presbyterial  communion  service 
was  conducted  by  Rev.  R.  F.  Camr- 
bell,  D.D.,  assisted  by  Rev.  P.  N. 
Gresham.  After  a  brief  recess  Can- 
didate J.  B.  Davidson,  pastor-elect 
of  the  Highlands  congregation,  also 
preached.  Both  of  these  young  men 
were  licensed  after  further  examina- 
tion and  will  be  ordained  and  in- 
stalled in  their  respective  fields.  Mr. 
Davidson  is  a  son  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bvtery,  being  a  member  of  the 
Swannanoa    congregation. 

Ruling  Elder  0.  E.  Starnes,  of 
the  Oak  Forest  Church,  spoke  in 
the  interest  of  enlarging  the  endow- 
mf^nt  of  King  College,  the  only  edu- 
cational institution  owned  by  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia,  of  which  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  is  a  part.

The  Home  Mission  Committee  in- 
structed the  Advisory  Committee  on 
the  Orphanage  to  supervise  the 
work,  together  with  Mr.  0.  L.  Mer- 
chant, a  member  of  the  committee, 
who  is  in  direct  charge  of  activities. 
This  committee  was  also  instructed 
to  devise  ways  and  means  of  raising 
this  money.  In  the  meanwhile,  the 
needed  funds  were  to  be  secured  by 
borrowing  from  undesignated  funds 
now  a  part  of  the  endowment,  and 
from  the  bank  if  needed. 

The  committee  carefully  consider- 
ed the  advisability  of  presenting 
these  needs  to  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage, and  determined  that  it 
was  best  to  challenge  our  people  to 
great  generosity  at  Thanksgiving, 
with  a  view  to  liquidating  this  in- 
debtedness as  soon  as  possible,  and 
not  to  sponsor  any  general  canvass 
for  funds  at  the  present  time. 

We  would  like  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  need,  however,  and  to 
ask  your  help  in  two  definite  ways: 

(1)  We  want  as  many  of  the  Rul- 
ing Elders  and  Deacons  who  receive 
this  letter  to  visit  the  Orphanage 
while  the  work  is  in  progress.  Cer- 
tainly, we  want  at  least  one  from 
each  of  the  thirty-one  churches  in 
the  Presbytery  to  make  this  visit. 

(2)  We  want  a  committee  ap- 
pointed in  every  congregation 
through  whom  plans  can  be  made 
for  the  Thanksgiving  Oifering,  and 
also  through  whom  special  indi- 
viduals may  be  reached  before 
Thanksgiving  if  deemed  wise  by  the 
Committee.  (We  believe  that  there 
are  individuals  who  can  and  will 
help  before  Thanksgiving,  if  ap- 
proached by  you  privately  and  per- 
sonally. We  will  help  in  every  way, 
if  you  will  give  us  their  names.) 

Above  all,  we  covet  your  prayers 
for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  boys 
and  girls  in  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage. We  know  that  if  you  will 
pray  for  these  boys  and  girls  that 
God  can  use  you  wonderfully  in 
helping  provide  the  material  things 
necessary    for  their  welfare. 

Please  write  us  as  soon  as  possible 
after  your  consideration  of  this  let- 
ter. Send  us  the  names  of  your 
Thanksgiving  Committee.  Be  sure 
that  this  committee  consists  of  at 
least  One  Ruling  Eldei",  One  Dea- 
con, One  Member  of  the  Auxiliary, 
One  Young  Person,  and  as  many 
others  as  you  think  wise.

"What  can  we  do?" 

"What  else  can  we  dol" 

"Why  can't  we  .  .  .   ?" 

These  questions  were  heard  quite 
frequently  as  four  groups  of  chil- 
dren worked  both  their  hands  and 
their  brains. 

For  four  weeks  the  contest  was 
on  between  the  "Nelson  Bell,"  "Earl 
King,"  "Nettie  Grier"  and  "Egbert 
Smith"  Groups.  The  idea  was  to  see 
how  many  things  each  could  do  for 
other  children. 

Letters  were  exchanged  between 
the  Orthopedic  Home  and  the  Or- 
phanage. Then  the  work  really  be- 
gan. Toys  were  gathered,  cleaned 
un,  and  packed  away  in  cartons. 
The  "Nelson  Bell"  Group  of  little 
bovs  even  made  a  sizeable  navy, 
with  nails  for  guns  mounted  on  the 
decks  of  red  and  tan  (painted)  war- 
ships. Girls  washed  and  ironed  doll 
clothes  for  their  dolls.  Scrapbooks 
were  pasted  for  the  children's  ward 
at  the  Mission  Hospital  and  for  Mr. 
Fa'^l  King's  work  in  Africa.  Books 
which  were  owned  by  individuals 
were  collected  to  be  given  to  the 
Colored  Library  for  Negro  Children 
in  A=:heville.  Letters  were  written  to 
elderly  relatives  and  to  missionaries 
at  home  and  abroad. 

Then  came  the  big  day.  All  those 
who  had  worked  came  into  Ashe- 
ville on  the  Mountain  Orphanag'e 
bus  to  distribute  the  results  of  their 
labo-^s.

A  feature  of  the  conference  were 
the  six  worship  services  built  around 
the  Seal  of  the  Church.  Each  of  six 
young  people's  groups  conducted  a 
fifteen-minute  service.  The  Hender- 
sonville  young'  people  furnished  a 
large  poster   design  of  the   Seal. 

Anderson  Central  young  people 
and  Seneca  young  people  of  the 
Piedmont  Presbytery,  which  was  in 
session  at  the  same  time,  had  two  of 
the  programs.  Piedmont  Presbytery 
united  in  this  one  feature.  Other 
groups  in  Asheville  Preobytery  who 
had  services  were  Weaverville,  West 
Asheville,  Kenilworth,  and  Asheville 
First. 

Courses  were  taught  as  outlined 
in  Our  Mountain  Work  for  June. 
Teachers  from  out  of  the  Presbytery 
were  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Garrison,  D.D., 
pastor-elect  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  Covenant,  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  and  for  the  past  four 
years  leader  of  student  work  in  the 
General  Assembly,  and  Mr.  Curry  B. 
Hearn,  Treasurer  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Foreign  Missions, 
Nashville,  Tenn.  Rev.  R.  E.  Mc- 
Clure,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbytery,  was  the  vesper  speaker, 
bringing  a  series  of  messages  based 
on  the  theme  hymn  of  the  younp- 
people,   "Rise  Up,   0   Men   Of  God." 

Recreation  was  featured  by  soft- 
hall  games  between  teams  of  the 
Piedmont  Conference,  a  group  of 
young  people  from  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Burlington,  and 
the  faculty.  A  supper  hike  to  the 
top  of  Lookout  Point  was  featured 
one  evening  and  on  Friday  various 
groups  of  the  conference  presented 
an   interesting   stunt   program. 

Visitors  to  the  conference  includ- 
ed Rev.  J.  M.  Carr,  Th.D.,  and  his 
wife,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.;  Miss 
Elizabeth  Taylor,  of  Charlotte;  and 
Hev.  Chester  Alexander,  of  Burlinsr- 
ton,  N.  C,  who  was  on  the  g-rounds 
Avith  thirty  of  his  young  people 
from  that  town,. 

Dr.  Carr  presented  the  work  of 
the  young  people  and  specially  the 
Synod's  Leadership  School  plans, 
and  took  part  in  the  stunt  night 
with  movies  and  "Sambo."  Miss  Tfiv 
lor,  a  member  of  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church, 
brought  greetings  from  the  United 
Christian   Youth    Movement. 

A  special  offering  was  received  at 
the  closing  communion  service  for 
the  purpose  of  sending  a  delegate  to 
the  restricted  foreign  mission  con- 
ference for  young  people,  to  be  held 
in  Montreat  in  August.  Miss  Mary 
Brown,  of  the  Asheville  First 
Church,  was  elected  principal,  and 
M'ss  Barbara  Ward,  of  the  Swan- 
nanoa  Church,  was  made  alternr.ti 
to   attend   this   gathering. 

All  the  group  are  looking  forward 
to  the  conference  in  1946,  and  the 
dates  for  this  gathering  are  tenta- 
tively set  for  June  10-15,  a  v/eek 
earlier   than   for  this  year. 


The  Pioneer  Young  People's  Con- 
ference, with  123  enrolled  delegates, 
was  brought  to  a  close  on  Saturday, 
July  7,  with  a  dedication  service,  at 
which  time  16  Young  People  indi- 
cated their  intention  to  unite  with 
the  Church  at  the  first  opportunity 
after    the    Conference    adjourned. 

The  enrollment  in  the  1945  Con- 
ference represented  fourteen 
churches,  and  a  faculty  of  17.

The  vesper  services  were  conduct- 
ed each  evening  by  members  of  the 
faculty,  with  Mr.  Gresham  bringing 
the  message  on  Thursday  evening. 
At  this  time  Mrs.  Gresham  came 
with  him  to  the  Conference.  The 
other  vesper  speakers  were:  Mon- 
day, Rev.  M.  R.  Williamson,  of 
Waynesville;  Tuesday,  Rev.  W.  H. 
Wakefield,  of  Dillingham;  Wednes- 
day, Rev.  J.  B.  Davidson,  of  Hierh- 
lands;  and  Friday,  Rev.  R.  E.  Mc- 
Clure.

How  long  will  the  work  be  neces- 
sary? This  is  a  question  that  -cannot 
be  directly  answered.  However,  the 
Council  feels  that  it  should  continue 
its  work  as  long  as  the  need  exists — 
certainly  until  the  war  with  both 
Germany  and  Janan  has  ended,  and 
during  the  demobilization.  No  per- 
son can  predi^'t  how  long  that  will 
be.  Several  other  factors  indicate 
that  the  Counc'l's  work  will  not 
cease  at  the  end  of  the  war.  Many 
chaplains  will  remain  in  the  service 
pnd  these  will  have  to  be  assisted. 
The  size  of  the  Standina:  Army  and 
Regular  Navy  will  largely  determine 
the  number.  If  comnulsory  military 
training  is  instituted  bv  the  Govern- 
ment, many  camps  will  be  maintain- 
ed in  the  South.  The  Church  must 
continue  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs 
of  pU  those  in  the  service.  — From 
Annml  Rcort  to  the  General  As- 
sembly,  1945.

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Fire  Destroys  Barn  At  The 
Mountain  Orphanage 

Fire  of  undetermined  origin  com- 
pletely destroyed  the  barn  housing 
the  beef  cattle  and  feed  carried 
over  from  last  year's  crop  in  a  blaze 
discovered  about  11:00  A.M.  on 
July  12,  while  the  boys  were  work- 
ing in  a  field  some  distance  away. 

All  of  the  cattle  were  out  of  the 
barn  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  and  the 
loss  was  approximately  $500.00, 
the  value  of  the  barn,  and  about 
$100.00  on  the  feed.  _  None  of  this 
year's  crop  had  been  put  in  the 
barn. 

The  building  was  built  about  two 
years  ago  with  special  contributions 
of  money  and  material  and  was  sub- 
stantially constructed  to  house  the 
cattle  and  afford  generous  storage 
space  for  hay.  It  was  located  in  a 
back  pasture  some  distance  from 
any  other  buildings.

Fund.  This  effort  is  to  be  launched 
in  August,  with  special  emphasis  the 
l-^^t  half  of  the  month.  Rev.  T.  L. 
L'^ton,  D.D.,  is  president  of  the  in- 
stitution. 

Robert  Orr  Freeman,  son  of  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  D.  R.  Freeman,  was  re- 
ceived as  a  candidate  for  the  Gos- 
rel  Ministry.  Mr.  Freeman  was  at 
Davidson  College  for  a  year  and  a 
hnli  before  entering  the  armed 
forces.  Since  entering  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Reserves  he  was  at  Carson- 
Newman  College,  Jefferson  City, 
Tenn.,  until  he  was  transferred  re- 
cently to  Chapel  Hill  for  pre-flight 
training.

Employ  Frances  McClure  For 
Summer  —  Other  News 


The  West  Asheville  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  which  Rev.  J.  C.  Plexieo 
is  the  pastor,  has  employed  Miss 
Frances  McClure  in  the  work  of  re- 
ligious education  in  the  congrega- 
tion for  the  summer  months.  She 
has  been  at  work  since  the  first  of 
June  and  will  direct  the  Vacation 
Church  School  for  two  weeks  be- 
ginning  July    9.

Rev.  Donald  Overton  McInnis,  for 
the  past  three  years  pastor  of  the 
Bethpage  Presbyterian  Church,  near 
Kannapolis,  N.  C,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Canton  Presbyterian 
Church  and  expected  to  move  to  his 
new  work  on  August  8th  or  9th,  fol- 
lowing a  meeting  of  Concord  Pres- 
bytery on  August  7. 

Mr.  McInnis,  a  graduate  of  Co- 
lumbia Theological  Seminary,  Class 
of  1941,  and  of  Davidson  College, 
Class  of  1938,  was  born  at  West 
End,  N.  C,  where  he  attended  the 
public  school.  He  was  licensed  and 
ordained  by  Louisiana  Presbytery  in 
July,  1941,  and  at  that  time  was  in- 
stalled in  his  first  pastoi'ate  at  Ope- 
lousas,  La.  Before  entering  David- 
son College  as  a  junior  he  was  a  stu- 
dent at  the  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  for  Men  at  Maxton,  N.  C. 

Mr.  McInnis  succeeds  Rev.  George 
B.  Hammond,  who  resigned  after  a 
twelve-year  pastorate  in  the  Canton 
Church,  to  become  resident  chaplain 
at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of 
Hollywood,  Calif.  The  Canton  pulpit 
has  been  supplied  by  various  min- 
isters since  Mr.   Hammond  resigned. 

The  Canton  Church  has  continued 
its  regular  work  during  the  interim 
between  pastors,  has  purchased  a 
manse  for  their  minister,  installed  a 
pipe  organ  and  maintained  their 
normal  suppoit  of  the  benevolent 
causes  of  the  Church.  Members  of 
the  committee  in  cnarge  oi  securni^ 
a  minister  have  expressed  themselves 
as  being  delighted  with  the  prospects 
of   Laving   Mr.   McInnis  as  a  pastor.

"I  have  an  heir  coming,  ten  gen- 
erations aw^ay,  and  I'd  like  to  devise 
some  plan  to  protect  him  financially, 
together  with  his  forebears  back  to 
my  six-year-old  son.  Can  it  be 
done?" 

The  above  question  was  put  to  an 
eminent  lawyer,  according  to  an  ar- 
ticle appearing  in  the  May,  1933, 
issue  of  The  Journal  of  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association,  copy- 
right in  1928  by  Harry  Stillwell 
Edwards,   the   author. 

The  question  goes  right  to  the 
heart  of  the  problem  of  conservation 
of  capital  investment,  guaranteeing 
of  adequate  income  and  the  security 
of  future  generations  of  sons,  dau-

ghters,      grand-sons      and      grand- 
daughters. 

Mr.  Edwards  points  out  in  a  fas- 
cinating way  that  the  problem  is  not 
as  difficult  as  it  may  seem  on  first 
thought.  To  begin  with  there  is  the 
need  of  looking  down  the  years 
(thirty  to  each  generation)  to  the 
year  2245,  just  300  years  from  now. 
There  you  will  find  the  individual 
whose  interest  and  needs  challenge 
our   attention. 

What  investment  is  there  that 
adequately  serves  him  or  her  and  is 
a  guarantee  of  valuable  dividends  to 
his  or  her  life? 

Let  it  be  observed,  in  this  connec- 
tion that  this  individual  has  had  two 
parents,  these  two  had  four,  these 
four  had  eight,  and  so  on  until  Ave 
find  one  hundred  and  twenty-foui 
living  now  in  the  tenth  generation 
of   ancestors. 

And  so  it  is  shown  that  there  arc 
now  one  thousand  and  twenty-four 
people  who  bear  the  same  relation- 
ship to  that  tenth  generation  heir  a-- 
does   the   questioner?  And    who  will 


say  where  those  individuals  are? 
There  are  then  one  thousand  and 
twenty-three  other  people  whose 
blood  will  flow  in  his  veins  who  are 
living  somewhere  today. 

Now  that  heir  will  inherit  some- 
thing— good  or  bad — from  each  of 
these  two  thousand  and  more  indi- 
viduals now  alive  or  who  are  to  live 
within  the  next  three  hundred  years 
and  contribute  something  to  his  per- 
sonality and  character. 

The  investment  that  does  the 
most  for  the  other  1,023  and  the  like 
number  of  subsequent  ancestors  of 
that  tenth  generation  heir,  is  the  in- 
vestment that  will  do  the  most  to 
protect  him  financially,  "together 
with  his  forebears  back  to  my  six- 
year-old  son."  And  this  is  true  if 
the  investment  is  one  that  is  perma- 
nent and  not  subject  to  being  ex- 
pended as  to  principal.

ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY  PLANS  CAMPBELL  MEMORIAL  FUND 


Goal  Set  $50,000.00 

At  its  meeting  on  July  10,  Asheville 
Presbytery  voted  to  conduct  a  campaign 
during  the  last  part  of  August  for  the 
raising  of  $50,000.00  for  King  College 
Endowment  Fund,  the  fund  to  be  known 
as  the  Robert  F.  Campbell  Endowment 
Fund.  Rev.  C.  Grier  Davis,  D.D.,  the 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
is  Chairman  of  the  committee  in  charge 
of  this  campaign. 

For  more  than  50  years  Dr.  Robert  F. 
Campbell  was  the  beloved  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Asheville. 
For  the  past  10  years  he  has  been  the  be- 
loved and  honored  Pastor  Emeritus  of 
the  First  Church.  Since  its  organization 
in  1915,  Dr.  Campbell  has  been  affec- 
tionately known  as  "Father"  of  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia,  its  leader  in  every  good 
word   and  every  good  work. 

In  this  connection,  Dr.  Campbell  re- 
cently remarked  that  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia would  not  have  existed  apart  from 
King  College,  and  that  King  College 
would  not  have  existed  apart  from  the 
Synod   of  Appalachia. 

Thus  does  its  "Father"  explain  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Synod  of  Appalachia,  Sou- 
thern Presbyterianism's  most  successful 
and  aggressive  organization,  practically 
always  leading  the  other  Synods  in  per 
capita  gifts  to  benevolence,  in  evangelistic 
and  religious  education  work. 

King  College,  in  its  years  of  debt- 
ridden  poverty,  gave  to  the  Church  such 
preachers  as  Dr.  J.  Sproles  Lyons,  the 
great  leader  of  Atlanta  Presbyterianism, 
the  Vance  Brothers,  educators  like  T.  S. 
Clyce,  of  Austin  College,  and  R.  C.  Reed, 
of  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  mis- 
sionaries like  Sam  Gammon.  During  one 
ten-year  period  not  very  long  ago  four  of 
the  ten  Moderators  of  the  General  As- 
sembly were  graduates  of  King  College. 
For  the  past  three  years  the  Chief  of  Army 
Chaplains  for  the  British  Isles  has  been 
Colonel  John  I.  Rhea.  Other  youthful 
alumni  who  are  assuming  leadership  in 
the  Church  are  Rev.  Balmer  H.  Kelly 
(1934),  Professor  of  Old  Testament  in 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  Wil- 
liam Mansell  (1935),  Pastor  of  the  Cen- 
tral Presbyterian  Church  of  Washington, 
D.  C. 

All  this  high  service  was  rendered  to 
the  Church  during  a  period  in  which  the 
College  was  never  for  a  single  day  free  of 
debt!    Since   November  4,    1943,   the   Col- 


Bristol  To  Endow  Chair 

As  soon  as  it  became  evident  that  the 
City  of  Bristol  had  raised  and  paid  the 
quota  assigned  it  in  the  campaign  for 
general  endowment  for  King  College, 
some  Bristol  business  men,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Herbert  E.  King,  im- 
mediately began  making  plans  to  raise 
other  funds  for  a  Chair  of  Economics  and 
Business.

Following  the  service  of  1944, 
Highlands  Presbyterian  C  h  u  r  c  h 
were  to  hold  their  Second  Annual 
Orphanage  Sunday  on  August  12. 
Rev.  R.  E.  McClure,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Presbytery,  was  to 
preach.  A  full  account  of  this  ser- 
vice will  be  carried  in  the  September 
issue  of  Our  Mountain  Work. 


Up  to  July  1,  a  total  of  some 
$15,000  has  been  expended  at  the 
Mountain  Orphanage,  for  the  com- 
pletion of  an  apartment  for  a  farm 
manager  and  general  repairs  to  tVie 
gymnasium  and  main  building.

Approxi- 
mately $4,500  was  on  hand  for  this 
work,  and  the  Committee  has  bor- 
rowed about  $11,000,  and  will  have 
to  borrow  the  balance  of  $7,000  or 
$8,000   to   complete  the  _, 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is 
iiade  herewith  of  a  check  for 
$300.00,  received  just  as  Our  Moun- 
tain Work  was  going  to  press,  and 
to  be  applied  on  this  fund.  Previous 
funds  on  hand  included  receipts 
from  last  year's  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ing, and  a  contribution  of  $500.00 
Irom  Mrs.  Lillian  B.  Terry,  which 
was   used   to   repair   the  gymnasium. 

It  is  expected  that  this  indebted- 
ness will  be  presented  to  the  friends 
of  the  Mountain  Orphanage  in  con- 
nection with  the  Thanksgivuig  OUer- 
ing.

To  all  Presbyteries  and  Synods  comes  again  from  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

The  1945  General  Assembly  clearly  recognized  the  fact  that 
colleges  today  are  facing  increasing  difficulties  and  that  rightly 
to  serve  the  choice  youth  of  the  Church  and  the  present  age 
they  must  have  sufficient  financial  resources  to  provide  li- 
braries, laboratories,  other  equipment,  and  trained,  devoted 
and  experienced  men  and  women  as  teachers. 

Our  colleges  must  meet  the  reasonable  standards  that  prevail 
in  the  educational  world  or  they  cannot  attract  these  youth. 

The  Assembly  says  to  Synods  and  Presbyteries:  (1)  This  is 
the  opportune  time  for  undergirding  your  work,  including 
that  of  your  educational  institutions.  (2)  The  Assembly  urges 
each  Synod,  after  consultation  with  its  Presbyteries,  to  put 
on  a  campaign  to  provide  for  the  reasonable  needs  within  its 
bounds.  (3)  The  Assembly's  Stewardship  Committee,  the  Ste- 
wardship Council  and  the  Committee  of  Christian  Education 
and  Ministerial  Relief  shall  devise  ways  and  means  of  placing 
the  entire  weight  of  the  General  Assembly  behind  these  ef- 
forts of  Synods  and  Presbyteries.  (4)  These  campaigns  shall 
be  concluded  not  later  than  April  1,   1947.

Many      Churches      Held      Schools 

Five  Reported  In  August 

Issue  Of  O.M.W. 


Our  Mountain  Work,  carried  re- 
ports of  jive  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  last  month,  conducted  by 
Miss  Louise  Painter  and  Miss 
Mary  Ann  Dendy.  We  continue 
our  reports  this  month,  co'ncerning 
schools  conducted  in  local 
churches  with  voluntary  help  ex- 
clusively. 

West  Asheville 

The  Vacation  Church  School  of 
the  West  Asheville  Presbyterian 
Church  was  held  from  July  9  20, 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  around 
75.  Classes  were  held  for  beginners 
through  intermediates.  Each  morn- 
ing the  children  met  together  for 
an  opening  Worship  Service  and 
later  for  a  song  period  and  closing 
worship  service. 

The  Commencement  Exercises 
were  held  on  Sunday  night,  July  22. 
Children  from  each  of  the  depart- 
ments had  part  in  this.  Twenty- 
seven  were  rewarded  for  perfect  at- 
tendance during  the  two  weeks.  A 
very  capable  staff  of  teachers 
taught  in  the  school,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Miss  Frances  McClure. 
The  school  was  most  successful,  in 
spite  of  the  small  number  attend- 
ing, since  it  had  to  be  held  so  late. 

Fontana 

Our  Mountain  Work  takes  plea- 
sure in  reporting  Fontana  School, 
although  the  organization  is  on  a 
union  church  basis.  Mr.  Chas.  M. 
McChesney,  Middler  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  is  spending  the 
summer  at  Fontana.  He  was  assisted 
by  some  twenty  local  workers,  and 
reported  an  excellent  school  with 
120  total  enrollment.

500  CHAPELS 


The  Challenge  Brought  Home 
To  This  Presbytery 


The  mechanical  use  of  quotas  and 
the  setting  of  goals  can  dull  the 
spiritual  zeal  of  an  enterprise  that 
could  be  its  own  source  of  inspira- 
tion. 

There  is,  however,  a  need  of 
basic  quotas  and  goals  when  an  en- 
terprise apparently  needs  a  stimulus 
to  inspire  its  growth. 

When  the  General  Assembly  de- 
signated 1945-46  as  Chapel  Year 
and  set  a  goal  of  50,000  souls  to  be 
won  on  profession  of  faith,  it  was 
apparent  that  there  was  a  felt  need 
of  something  to  stir  the  Church  to 
"work  the  works  of  Him  that  sent" 
the  Church  into  the  world  with  a 
mission. 

The  General  Assembly  asked  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Publication 
to  sponsor  "Chapel  Year."  They  in 
turn  set  a  goal  for  500  new  out- 
posts. The  average  growth  of  the 
Church  has  been  about  125  new  out- 
posts a  year.  The  challenge  is  to  ex- 
ceed the  average  by  a  four-fold  in- 
crease. 

—SYNOD'S  GOAL— 

The  goal  set  for  the  Synod  of  Ap- 
palachia  is  30  new  outposts,  divided 
as  follows   among   the   Presbyteries: 

Abingdon 8 

Asheville 5 

Holston 8 

Knoxville 9 

The  goal  set  for  Asheville  Presby- 
tery seems  extremely  low.  It  means 
that  one-sixth  of  our  churches  are 
asked  to  establish  at  least  one  new 
outpost  each.  It  ought  to  be  easily 
within  the  reach  of  the  Presbytery 
to  meet  and  exceed  the  goal  set  by 
the   Religious  Education   Committee. 

The  goal  of  50,000  new  members 
on  Profession  of  Faith,  if  divided 
among  the  Presbyteries  on  the  same 
ratio  that  the  goal  for  new  outposts 
has  been  divided,  means  that  Ashe- 
ville Presbytery  should  receive  not 
less  than  500  on  Profession  of  Faith. 

Our   Mountain    Work   pointed   out 

in    the    June    issue    that    a    spiritual 

birthrate  of  10  percent  (that  is,  one 

received  into  the  church  on  profes-

sion  of  faith  for  every  ten  mem- 
bers), would  mean  twice  as  many 
added  on  profession  as  in  any  single 
year  since  1936.  It  means  nearly 
three  times  as  many  as  were  added 
during  the  last  church  year. 

Dr.  Gage,  in  a  book  on  building 
Sunday  School  membership,  points 
out  that  for  every  two  new  members 
secured  for  any  Sunday  School,  that 
the  average — throughout  his  obser- 
vation— meant  that  there  would  be 
one  person  uniting  with  the  church. 
It  has  been  shown  also  that  city  and 
town  churches  cannot  depend  upon 
their  own  family  growth  for  their 
normal  increase.  The  large  families 
are  in  the  country  and  in  industrial 
communities. 

If  the  Presbyterian  Church  does 
not  reach  out  into  the  neglected 
areas,  there  is  no  hope  for  her  per- 
manent enlargement  and  growth. 
The  surest  way  to  reach  the  goal  of 
500  new  members  for  Asheville 
Presbytery  is  the  establishment  of 
from  five  to  ten  outposts  during  the 
year.  In  addition  to  this,  emphasis 
is  to  be  laid,  if  we  follow  the  request 
of  the  General  Assembly,  on  holding 
evangelistic  services  in  every  church 
in  the  Presbytery  sometime  during 
this  church  year. 

Asheville  Presbytery  should  face 
realistically  the  fact  that  thirteen 
churches  are  in  Buncombe  County; 
that  out  of  the  ten  counties  for 
which  we  are  responsible,  Clay,  Gra- 
ham, Swain,  Jackson  and  Transyl- 
vania have  only  one  organization 
each.

Home  Mission  Emergecy  Fund 


Many  questions  are  being  asked 
about  the  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Fund.  How  does  it  differ  from  the 
Defense  Service  Council?  What  are 
the  projects  included?  How  is  it  ap- 
portioned? 

How  does  It  differ  from  the  De- 
fense   Service   Council? 

The  Defense  Service  Council  was 
organized  to  care  for  the  needs  of 
service  men  adjacent  to  camps 
throughout  our  Southland;  to  serve 
our  chaplains  in  every  practical 
way;  and  to  do  everything  possible 
in  the  name  of  the  Church  for  the 
enlisted  man  and  his  family  in 
meeting   their  spiritual   needs. 

The  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Fund  was  an  answer  to  the  growing 
demand  for  funds  to  provide  build- 
ings, workers  and  equipment  in  con- 
gested areas  of  civilian  populations. 
In  some  instances  the  need  was 
temporary.  In  most  cases,  it  was  a 
permanent  service,  evidenced  by 
growing  churches  which  could  not 
have  been  established  without  the 
Emergency  Fund  gifts. 

What  are  the  projects  in- 
cluded? 

Projects  in  Asheville  Presbytery 
which  have  shared  in  previous  dis- 
tributions are  outlined  in  another 
part  of  Our  Mountain  Work.  These 
illustrate  the  type  of  appropriation 
made  throughout  the  Church.  In  ad- 
dition, the  following  appropriations 
were  made  in  February,  1945,  to 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia:

How   is   it   apportioned? 

Using  the  1944  Emergency  Fund 
figures  as  a  basis,  the  total  contri- 
butions were  $246,993.15.  Three  sy- 
nods exceeded  their  goal,  and  this 
amount  was  returned  to  them.  Five 
percent  was  deducted  for  expenses. 
$85,000.00  was  then  deducted  rep- 
resenting a  normal  Self-Denial  Of- 
fering for  Home  Missions.  Of  the 
remainder,  25  percent  ($38,287.84) 
was  returned  to  the  Synods  and  dis- 
tributed among  the  Presbyteries  on 
the  basis  of  an  agreement  in  each 
Synod. 

This  left  approximately  $114,- 
000.00  to  be  appropriated  to  the  va- 
rious Presbyteries  on  the  basis  of 
requests.  The  Presbyteries  had  sub- 
mitted requests  for  real  needs,  ask- 
ing for  approximately  twice  this 
amount.  This  year,  the  initial  re- 
quests were  filed  in  the  spring,  ra- 
ther than  the  fall,  and  there  are  al- 
ready over  100  requests  for  partici- 
pation on  the  1945  offering  ap- 
proved for  sharing  in  the  offering  if 
the  money  is  available. 

The  final  answer  will  be  reflected 
in  the  contributions  October  28- 
November  4,  and  the  actual  appro- 
priations made  by  the  Home  Mission 
Council  at  its  meeting  next  Feb- 
ruary.

SYNOD  AT  CHATTANOOGA 

IN  ANNUAL  SESSION

Growth  In  Religious  Education 

New  Budget  Is  Approved

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  met  on 
September  18  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  elected  Rev.  J.  M.  Carr, 
Th.D.,  as  the  moderator,  and  ad- 
journed after  a  two-day  session  to 
meet  in  1946  at  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian  Church   of  Bristol,   Tenn. 

The  Synod  took  a  number  of  for- 
ward steps  in  approving  the  expan- 
sion of  the  work  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, expanding  the  student  work, 
and  providing  more  adequately  for 
other  features.  The  Stewardship 
Committee  recommended  the  inclu- 
sion of  the  Defense  Service  Council, 
War  Relief,  Evangelism,  Radio  and 
the  liquidation  of  the  Stonewall 
Jackson  debt  in  the  budget  benevo- 
lences of  the  various  presbyteries. 

Various  activities  of  the  Church 
were  presented,  with  special  em- 
phasis on  King  College,  now  out  of 
debt  and  engaged  in  enlarging  its 
endowment  funds. "  Speakers  at  the 
meeting  of  Synod  included:  Rev. 
T.  K.  Young,  D.D.,  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly;  Rev.  B.  R.  Lacy, 
D.D.,  president  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary;  Dr.  Edward  D.  Grant, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Religious  Education,  in  addi- 
tion to   members  of  the  body. 

The  Committee  on  Religious  Edu- 
cation announced  the  addition  of  a 
Sunday  School  extension  field  wor- 
ker, and  the  name  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Committee  was  changed  to 
"Student  Work,"  as  the  major  em- 
phasis of  this  committee  was  the 
work  among  students  at  the  various

More  than  two  hundred  com- 
munities have  been  benefited  by  your  contributions  to 
the  Home  Mission   Emergency  Fund   Campaign. 

The  contributions  to  the  Emergency  Fund  have  been 
multiplied  by  using  these  funds  to  challenge  other  gifts 
in  local  communities.  This  has  challenged  additional 
gifts  so  that  the  net  results  to  the  Church  have  been 
greatly  increased.  About  130  new  buildings,  permanent 
or  temporary,  have  been  built,  and  ninety-one  lots  pur- 
chased. On  some  of  these,  churches  will  be  built  as 
priorities  can  be  obtained.  Eighty-six  workers  have  been 
employed  and   313   sui^eys   have   been  made. 


Over  13,000  are  enrolled  in  Sunday  Schools  in  these 
projects,  and  the  Emergency  Fund  is  responsible  for  an 
increase  of  about  5,000  of  these.  The  membership  in 
these   churches   is   over    8,000. 

There  have  been  1,415  professions  of  faith  reported 
and  2,600  additions  by  letter  or  restatement.  Fourteen 
new  churches  have  been  organized  and  thirteen  fields 
brought  to   self-support. 

We  regret  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  base  these 
figures  on  partial  reports  because  some  questionnaires 
were  not  returned.  Seventy-seven  Presbyteries  have  re- 
ported, but  in  some  instances  their  reports  are  not  com- 
plete.— Courtesy  of  Presbyterian  Women,  October,  1945.

$25,000  At  Thanksgiving 

Following  a  report  of  the  progress 
in  the  repair  and  improvements  at 
The  Mountain  Orphanage,  the  Pres- 
bytery approved  a  recommendation 
of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  to 
ask  for  $25,000.00  at  the  Thanks- 
giving Season.  This  was  based  upon 
the  need  of  at  least  $5,000.00  to 
balance  the  operating  budget  for 
the  year  and  $20,000.00  to  repay 
the  borrowed  money  used  in  the  re- 
pairs and  improvements  at  the  Or- 
phanage. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  work 
having  been  done  included  about 
$6,000.00  in  permanent  improve- 
ments and  $19,000.00  in  repairs.  A 
full  statement  of  these  amounts  will 
be  made  in  the  November  issue  of 
Our  Mountain  Work.  Churches  will 
be  asked  to  respond  to  this  special 
need  in  the  light  of  these  facts. 

$40,000  Benevolent  Askings 

After  considering  and  revising 
the  recommendations  of  the  Ste- 
wardship Committee,  as  presented 
by    Rev.    T.    A.    Painter,    D.D.,    the 


Presbytery  adopted  askins^s  in  the 
amount  of  $40,000.00"'  for  the 
church  year  to  begin  April  1,  1946, 
divided  the  amount  among  the 
causes  on  a  percentage  basis  and 
apportioned  it  to   the   churches. 

The  action  of  the  Presbytery 
orders  the  amounts  sent  down  to 
the  churches  for  their  approval  and 
for  the  final  askings  to  be  adopted 
at  the  January  Meeting  in  the  light 
of  the  replies  from  the  churches. 
The  percentage  division  as  adopted 
will  be  printed  in  a  later  issue  of 
Our  Mountain  Work,  and  the  ap- 
portionments to  the  churches  after 
final   adoption    in   January. 

King  College 

Rev.  C.  Grier  Davis,  D.D.,  report- 
ed on  the  progress  of  the  Robert  F. 
Campbell  Endowment  Fund  for 
King  College.  Rev.  R.  T.  L.  Listen, 
Ph.D.,  president  of  the  College, 
spoke  briefly  of  the  faculty,  student 
body  and  financial  conditions  of  the 
college.  The  college,  he  said,  v/as 
worth  today  at  least  six  times  its 
net  worth  ten  years  ago.  It  is  func- 
tioning with  80  percent  of  its  board- 
ing students  members  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  with  a  faculty 
of  Christian  character  and  special 
fitness.

Mr.  McClure,  the  executive  secre- 
tary, surveyed  the  situation  in  the 
Presbytery,  with  special  emphasis 
on  the  home  mission  fields.  He  an-

Nominations 

The  Presbytery  named  O.  E. 
Starnes,  of  the  Oak  Forest  Church, 
to  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  to 
succeed  Oren  Lancaster,  of  Hender- 
sonville,  and  J.  J.  Stine,  of  the  Ken- 
ilworth  Church,  as  a  trustee  to  suc- 
ceed T.   D.    Morrison,   deceased. 

After  prolonged  debate,  the  Pres- 
bytery voted  to  elect  moderators  at 
each  quarterly  meeting,  but  to  as- 
sign a  doctrinal  sermon  to  be 
preached  at  each  summer  and  win- 
ter meeting  by  the  retiring  moder- 
ator. The  topic  for  the  January 
Meeting  is,  "The  Church  In  A  Post 
War  World." 

Synod 

In  responding  to  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Synod  of  Appalachia 
the  Presbytery  approved  a  tenta- 
tive plan  whereby  the  Synod  is  to 
become  self-entertaining,  paying 
from  a  common  fund  the  travel  and 
entertainment  if  all  members  of  the 
body.

Through  the  autumn  colored  moun- 
tains, along  the  clear,  cold  streams 
in  their  festive  valleys,  suddenly  as- 
cending the  wide  outstretched  val- 
leys bearing  evidence  of  large  crops 
of  corn  and  beans,  we  invite  you  to 
travel  with  us. 

There  is  not  time  enough  for  in- 
vestigating the  many  places  of  inte- 
rest open  to  the  average  tourist,  but 
you  are  different  from  the  average. 
You  are  interested  in  seeing  those 
places  where  the  God  of  the  forest 
and  stream  is  worshipped  in  the 
name  of  His  Son,  our  Saviour  and 
Redeemer.  You  would  like  to  go  into 
every  part  of  the  State,  and  visit 
the  many  churches  of  all  denomina- 
tions who  preach  "Jesus  Christ  and 
Him  crucified,"  but  time  is  at  a  pre- 
mium, and  you  must  restrict  your 
visit  to  the  places  where  your  money 
has  preceded  you  through  the  chan- 
nels of  Presbytery's  Home  Missions, 
within  the  bounds  of  Asheville  Pres- 
bytery.

He  is 
married  and  has  one  child,  Jimmie, 
aged  4.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the 
Christian    Creek   Baptist   Church. 

They  will  reside  in  the  new  apart- 
ment over  the  laundry  on  the  Or- 
phanage campus  and  Mr.  Harris  will 
have  general  charge  of  the  material 
equipment  of  the  Orphanage.

THE  BEGINNING  When  Dr.  R.  P.  Smith,  veteran  superintendent 
of  Home  Missions  (then  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina),  with  his  associates  and  helpers,  began  this  work  in  1904,  and 
established  the  first  orphans'  home  in  the  Appalachian  Mountains,  with  a 
group  of  six  little  children  in  a  four-room  cottage  in  Haywood  County, 
with  only  one  lady  in  charge  to  do  all  the  work,  they  never  dreamed  of 
the  extent  to  which  the  enterprise  would  grow. 

PROGRESS  More  than  six  hundred  children  have  found  a  home  in 
the  institution.  First  on  Crabtree  Creek  in  Haywood 
County,  and  then  at  Balfour  in  Henderson  County,  and  finally  at  the 
present  location,  two  miles  west  of  Black  Mountain  on  the  Asheville 
Highway.  Here  a  group  of  four  main  buildings  comprise  the  plant,  with 
dairy  barn  and  out  out-buildings  on  a  beautiful  rolling  valley  rimmed 
with  lofty  mountains.  From  every  side  there  is  a  view  of  surpassing 
beauty.  More  information  regarding  the  recent  improvements  and  re- 
pairs to  this  plant  are  outlined  on  the  back  page  of  this  folder. 

EDUCATION  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  spiritual  things.  These  were 
uppermost  in  the  mind  of  the  founder,  whose  picture — 
with  that  of  his  consecrated  wife — hang  on  the  walls  of  the  assembly 
room  of  the  dormitory.  An  earnest  efiEort  continues  to  be  made  to  teach 
the  children  to  become  true  Christians  and  to  live  as  such.  Over  twenty 
of  them  have  united  with  the  Church  on  profession  of  faith  in  the  past 
year   (1944). 


The  children  attend  the  Swannanoa  School.  Their  spiritual  welfare  is  under  the  pastor  of  the  Black  Moun- 
tain Church  and  The  Mountain  Orphanage  staff. 

SELF-HELP     The  children  work.  They  also  play.   By  blending  both  of  these  activities  practically  all  of  the 
work  done  on  the  farm,  in  the  dormitory  and  on  the  campus  is  done  by  them,  under  the  guid- 
ance and  help  of  the  staff  members. 

RECREATION     And  speaking  of  play,  ample  provision   is  made   for  the  recreation  of  the  children.  A  fine 
gymnasium,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Franklin   S.  Terry,   of  New  York  and   Black  Mountain,   pro- 
vides an  unfailing  interest,  making  possible  all  kinds  of  athletic  sports  and  a  place  for  social  gatherings.  There 
is  also  a  smaller  room  for  games  for  the  smaller  groups. 

NO  OPERATING  DEBT     The  management  of  The  Mountain  Orphanage  is  committed  to  a  policy  of  no 

debt  in  the  operation  of  the  institution.  The  repairs  made  during  the  past  nine 
months  have  called  for  temporary  obligations,  the  nature  of  which  are  fully  stated  on  the  back  page.  Contri- 
butions of  friends — in  and  out  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  Asheville  Presbytery — -have  enabled  the  Or- 
phanage to  live  up  to  this  ideal  in  the  past.  The  Duke  Endowment  gives  liberally   to  aid   the  institution. 


LIMITED  Sixty-five  or  even  more  children 
FAMILY  might  be  crowded  into  the  dormi- 
tory space  available.  After  careful 
consideration,  a  limit  of  fifty-six  has  been  placed 
on  the  family.  This  means  twenty-eight  boys  and 
a  like  number  of  girls.  We  desire  to  reach  this 
ideal  maximum  with  two  boys'  matrons  and  two 
girls'  matrons,  each  responsible  for  fourteen  chil- 
dren. In  addition  there  is  a  dining-room  and  kit- 
chen matron. 

The  completed  staff  includes  a  man  who  will 
supervise  the  farm  and  dairy  activities  and  be  in 
charge  of  the  physical  equipment  of  the  plant.  He 
would  assist  in  training  the  boys  in  this  part  of 
their  work.  There  is  also  part-time  work  for  one 
helper  in  the  Laundry. 

SCOPE  &  AIM  The  Mountain  Orphanage  is 
operated  for  the  needy  boys 
and  girls  of  the  mountain  region  without  regard 
to  creed.  The  majority  are  from  other  than  Pres- 
byterian homes,  and  while  the  Home  is  under 
Presbyterian  control  the  deciding  factor  of  re- 
ceiving any  child  is  need.

generously  to  the  benevolent  pro- 
gram of  the  church  as  a  whole.  Rev. 
D.  0.  Mclnnis  and  Rev.  M.  R.  Wil- 
liamson are  the  pastors  of  these  two 
churches,  while  Rev.  S.  R.  Crockett, 
who  lives  at  Hazelwood,  is  pastor  of 
that  church,  together  with  Bethel 
and  White  Oak.  These  churches  were 
formerly  helped  by  the  committee, 
but  by  being  grouped  together  joint- 
ly support  a  minister. 

Sylva  has  the  only  Presbyterian 
organization  in  Jackson  County.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  war  there  were 
about  twenty  members  of  the  newly 
organized  church  in  that  county  seat. 
Today  the  number  has  diminished  to 
less  than  ten.  For  nine  months  of 
the  year  there  are  about  twenty 
Presbyterian  students  at  W.C.T.C, 
at  Cullowhee,  and  in  a  normal  stu- 
dent body  perhaps  twice  that  num- 
ber. 

Bryson  City  is  twenty  miles  on 
down  the  Tuckaseigee  River,  the 
county  seat  of  Swain  County.  It  has 
the  only  Presbyterian  Church  in  that 
county.  A  minister  is  being  sought 
for  this  church  and  a  nest  egg  of 
$500.00  appropriated  from  the  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Fund  of  1943  is 
being  held  to  assist  the  church  in 
meeting  the  salary  of  their  minister. 
He  will  also  preach  at  Sylva  and 
visit  the  Presbyterian  students  at 
Cullowhee.  Except  for  the  $500.00 
this  field  will  support  itself. 

On  through  the  Nantahala  Gorge 
•  and  down  the  slopes  beyond  the 
mountains  lies  Andrews  in  a  beau- 
tiful and  fertile  valley.  Up  high  in 
the  mountains  to  the  north  lies  Rob- 
binsville,  the  county  seat  of  Graham 
County.  Andrews  has  a  population 
of  some  1,500  people  with  a  school 
enrollment  of  over  900.  Robbinsville 
has  less  than  500  population,  but 
boasts  a  school  of  over  1,000.  In 
both  places  the  Presbyterian  Church 
is  small  but  ambitious. 

Beyond  Robbinsville  by  a  winding- 
road  past  beautiful  Santahelah  Lake 
and  up  the  Little  Tennessee  River  is 
Fontana,  a  community  with  a  thriv- 
ing union  church.  The  Methodist 
minister  at  Robbinsville  supplies  this 
church  twice  a  month.  During  the 
summer  Mr.  Charles  McChesney,  a 
student  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Va.,  and  son  of  Dr. 
J.  M.  McChesney,  was  guest  min- 
ister supported  entirely  by  the  un- 
ion congregation.  The  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  Presbytery  has  had  the 
privilege  of  preaching  at  Fontana  on 
several  occasions. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  secure  a 
student  from  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary,  Decatur,  Ga.,  to  preach  at 
Andrews  and  Robbinsville  twice  a 
month  during  the  winter  and  spring. 
Any  need  for  work  at  Fontana  will 
be  determined  as  the  development  of 
the  Fontana  Project  advances. 

Eighteen  miles  beyond  Andrews 
lies  Murphy,  county  seat  of  Cher- 
okee County,  on  the  headwaters  of 
Hiawassee  Lake.  This  church  has  de- 
monstrated its  earnest  desire  to 
grow  by  calling  a  minister  to  give 
50  percent  more  time  to  the  congre- 
gation than  they  have  had  hereto- 
fore. Rev.  T.  G.  Tate  is  on  the  field. 
He  will  serve  Murphy  and  preach  at 
Hayesville  on  the  first  Sunday  morn- 
ing and  the  third  Sunday  evening  of 
each  month.

THE  STUDENT  LOAN 
FUND  AVAILABLE 

Since  it  was  opened  in  1911,  the 
Student  Loan  Fund  has  made  loans 
to  2,973  young  men  and  2,378 
young  women,  a  total  of  5,351  loans 
amounting  to  $680,850.12,  to  Pres- 
byterian young  people  who  attended 
Presbyterian  Colleges.  In  this  Fund 
memorial  scholarships  have  been  es- 
tablished by  churches,  organizations 
and  individuals.  The  scholarships  are 
in  varying  amounts,  ranging  from 
$600.00  upward.  They  are  a  revolv- 
ing fund.  As  soon  as  the  young  per- 
son who  has  borrowed  from  one  of 
these  scholarships  graduates  or  goes 
to  work  the  loan  is  to  be  repaid  on  a 
convenient  monthly  basis. 

The  thousands  of  young  people 
who  have  been  aided  thus  by  the 
Student  Loan  Fund  in  securing 
their  education,  have  taken  their 
places  as  useful  citizens  and  valu- 
able church  members.  The  value  of 
an  education  under  Christian  influ- 
ence and  in  a  Christian  atmosphere 
cannot  be  overestimated. 

Loans  from  this  Fund  are  now 
available  for  deserving  students  who 
are  ambitious  for  a  college  educa- 
tion. The  qualifications  for  a  loan 
are  (1)  membership  in  a  Piesbyte- 
rian  Church,  U.  S.,  (2)  attendance 
at  one  of  our  own  Presbyterian  Col- 
leges, (3)  completion  of  one  full 
year  of  college  work,  (4)  recom- 
mendation by  the  Session  of  the 
Church  and  the  faculty  of  a  college. 

At  the  present  time  the  maximum 
amount  of  a  loan  is  $100.00  per 
year.

A.T.S.  STUDENTS  WORK 
IN  PRESBYTERY 


,,  (Special   Correspondence    From 
Richmond,  Va.) 

With  the  largest  student  body  in 
oyer  ten  years,  the  General  As- 
sembly's Training  School,  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  opened  its  thirty-second 
session  on  Wednesday,  September 
12,  in  the  school  chapel.  Rev.  Blan- 
ton  Belk,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  St. 
Giles  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Rich- 
mond, delivered  the  opening  address. 
107  young  women  from  17  states, 
representing  fifty  colleges  and  uni- 
versities,   were    enrolled. 

Miss  Louise  Painter,  daughter  of 
Dr.  T.  A.  Painter,  of  Swannanoa, 
N.  C,  student  at  the  Assembly's 
Training  School,  conducted  ten 
weeks  of  Bible  Schools  in  the  Synod 
of  Appalachia.  One  of  these  was 
held  for  two  weeks  (June  25  -  July 
6)  at  the  Hazelwood  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  Asheville  Presbytery, 
under  the  direction  of  Rev.  S.  R. 
Crockett.  A  number  of  children 
from  neighboring  Methodist  and 
Baptist  churches  attended.  The  total 
enrollment  was  80.  Other  schools 
conducted  by  Miss  Painter  were 
held  at  Brainerd  Presbyterian 
Church,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.;  Har- 
mony Presbyterian  Church,  Kings- 
port,  Tenn. ;  T  o  q  u  a  Presbyterian 
Church,  Vonore,  Tenn.;  and  a  joint 
Presbyterian-Methodist    school    at 


Madisonville,  Tenn. 

This  work  is  a  part  of  the  regular 
field  work  program  of  the  Assembly's 
Training  School,  Richmond,  Va., 
which  provides  for  a  minimum  of 
eight  weeks  of  practical  religious 
education  work  during  the  summer, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  regular 
director  of  religious  education.  The 
students  at  the  Training  School  are 
required  to  do  extensive  practical 
work  in  the  churches  or  other  com- 
munity agencies  in  Richmond  during 
the  two  winters  in  which  they  are  in 
residence. 

Miss  Sara  Ashcraft,  of  Green- 
wood,   Miss.,   has   spent   the   summer 


as  matron  at  Mountain  Orphanage, 
Black  Mountain,  N.  C.  Miss  Ashcraft 
is  a  student  at  the  Assembly's  Train- 
ing School  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and 
her  work  this  summer  was  a  part  of 
her  regular  training  in  religious  edu- 
cation. Her  duties  at  the  Orphanage 
consisted  in  being  the  matron  in 
charge  of  the  older  girls  and  direct- 
ing Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  the 
younger  children  in  the  home  some 
time  during  the  summer.  She  feels 
that  it  was  a  summer  well  spent  in 
gaining  much  pi-actical  experience 
and  at  the  same  time  was  an  enjoy- 
able time  with  the  most  pleasant  aiid 
inspiring  surroundings  and  associa- 
tions.

AND  NOW  -  TODAY  -  THANKSGIVING  1945 


Twenty-three  years  is  a  long  time  for  the  stair 
treads  to  hold  up  under  the  constant  use  of  a 
house  full  of  boys  and  girls.  And  when  plaster  be- 
gins to  fall,  it  is  hardly  advisable  to  allow  a  child 
to  sleep  in  a  room  where  there  is  a  risk. 

And  then,  as  times  change,  ideas  advance.  When 
the  building  was  erected  a  patented  arrangement 
for  opening  windows  was  thought  to  be  "just  the 
thing,"  and  it  was  thought  best  not  to  have  heat  in 
the  bedrooms. 

Moreover,  decay  and  rust  await  no  man — par- 
ticularly around  water  pipes  in  a  bathroom — 
whether  in   the  dormitory  or   gymnasium. 

And  in  addition,  things  just  will  wear  out  and 
wear  through! 

All  these  things  led  up  to  the  necessity  of  ex- 
tensive repairs  and  replacements  in  the  physical 
property  at  The   Mountain  Orphanage. 

Furthermore,  it  became  evident  that  a  real  need 
existed  for  a  place  for  a  Plant  and  Farm  Super- 
visor to  live  with  his  family.  And  there  has  been 
a  pressing  need  for  such  a  man,  and  the  apartment 
constructed  will  make  it  possible  to  secure  him. 

These  are  the  basic  reasons  that  the  Home 
Mission  Committee  met  at  The  Mountain  Or- 
phanage, carefully  surveyed  the  need  and  author- 
ized the  spending  of  $25,000.00,  or  such  an  amount 
as  was  needed,  to  do  the  work.  The  contract  was 
let  to  the  Merchant  Construction  Company,  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  O.  L.  Merchant, 
and  at  the  nominal  fee  of  only  4  percent  over 
actual  cost. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  cost  could  be  kept  sub- 
stantially under  the  maximum,  but  many  unfore- 
seen conditions  came  to  light  as  the  work  pro- 
gressed, such  as  the  complete  renewal  of  the  boys' 
bath,  replacing  of  about  three-fourths  of  all  the 
plaster,  and  the  replacing  of  every  window  with 
new  casements,  sash,  etc.  Much  of  the  plumbing 
in  the  main  building  had  to  be  replaced  and  ex- 
tensive repairs  made  to  the  storage  basement  under 
the  kitchen. 

The  final  cost  of  the  work  done  reached  the 
maximum  figure,  although  much  of  the  advisable 
work  was  left  undone,  such  as  replacing  a  badly 
worn  floor  in  the  downstairs  and  in  the  dining- 
room. 

But  one  special  thing  called  for  attention.  For 
some  reason  there  had  never  been  adequate  closet 
space  for  the  children.  Only  lockers — and  small 
ones — ^were  in  use.  The  additions  to  the  building 
included  closets  on  the  average  of  one  to  each  two 
children,  large  enough  to  properly  care  for  their 
clothing.  All  of  this  adds  up  to  the  following 
summary : 

Approximately  $6,000.00  was  spent  in  perma- 
nent additions  to  the  plant,  including  a  four-room 
apartment   (over  the  laundry)  ;  permanent  closets 


in  the  dormitory ;  a  matron's  bath ;  enlarged  storage 
space  in  basement ;  extension  of  the  heating  system 
(three  units  added  to  the  five-unit  boiler,  with  a 
relatively  increased  number  of  radiators)  ;  and  a 
roof  over  the  back  porch  of  the  superintendent's 
home. 

Approximately  $19,000.00  was  spent  in  repairs 
and  replacements,  including  tearing  out  and  re- 
plastering  about  three-fourths  of  the  dormitory;  re- 
placing all  windows  in  the  dormitory;  thoroughly 
overhauling  the  baths  at  the  gymnasium,  replacing 
broken  windows,  and  painting  inside;  repairs  to 
the  laundry  equipment;  repairing  all  baths  in  dor- 
mitory and  tiling  same;  screening  windows;  re- 
placing worn  sink,  linoleum  on  floor  and  repair- 
ing stove  in  kitchen;  painting  dormitory  inside 
and  out;  and  scores  of  miscellaneous  and  inci- 
dental items. 

The  entire  work  has  been  carefully  supervised 
to  secure  a  first-class  job  as  economically  as  pos- 
sible under  present  cost  of  labor  and  materials. 
The  committee  in  charge  was  Dr.  H.  B.  Dendy, 
Dr.  C.  G.  Davis,  and  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure. 

The  actual  money  for  paying  the  bills  has  been 
made  available  by  transferring  uninvested  money 
on  hand  from  funds  given  in  the  past  to  The 
Mountain  Orphanage  to  be  used  in  any  way  the 
Orphanage  Committee  saw  fit.  Up  to  this  time  the 
money  has  been  a  part  of  the  Endowment  Funds. 
It  is  hoped  to  replace  it  as  an  income-producing 
asset  with  contributions  from  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering.  Approximately  $4,000.00  came  from  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering  of  1944  and  a  special  gift 
of  $500.00  from  Mrs.  Lillian  Terry,  who  gave 
the  gymnasium  and  provided  funds  for  its  repair. 

This  leaves  $20,000.00  to  be  secured. 

In  the  past,  The  Mountain  Orphanage  has 
been  dependent  upon  a  generous  Thanksgiving 
Offering  to  balance  the  operating  budget.  It  is 
estimated  that  $5,000.00  will  be  needed  to  balance 
the  budget  this  year,  ending  December  31,  1945. 

In  the  spirit  of  confidence  that  friends  of  this 
"home"  will  want  to  respond  generously  this 
Thanksgiving,  these  facts  are  presented  for  infor- 
mation. Presbyterians  need  only  to  be  informed 
that  there  exists  a  real  need  and  to  know  some- 
thing of  the  nature  of  that  need.  It  is  their  nature 
to  respond  in  love.  Hosts  of  others — outside  the 
Presbyterian  Church — share  this  spirit  of  liberality 
and  interest  in  The  Mountain  Orphanage.

Franklin  -  Highlands 

Mills  River 


We  hope  you  enjoyed  your  pro- 
longed visit  with  the  good  folks  of 
Cherokee  and  Clay  Counties.  The 
Churches  of  Murphy  and  Hayesville 
are  taking  on  new  life  under  tlie 
leadership  of  Rev.  T.  G.  Tate,  and 
it  Avill  be  a  pleasure  to  come  back 
to  see  them  sometime  in  the  future. 

We  will  return  to  Asheville,  leav- 
ing Clay  County  by  way  of  Shooting 
Creek  and  over  the  high  mountains 
into  the  valleys  of  Macon  County 
forty  miles  from  Hayesville.  There 
is  not  a  Presbyterian  Church  in 
sight  until  you  reach  Franklin,  the 
county  seat  of  Macon,  where  Rev. 
C.  R.  McCubbins,  D.D.,  is  leading 
an  enthusiastic  group  who  hope  to 
add  educational  rooms  to  their 
church  in  the  near  future. 

Six  miles  from  Franklin  on  the 
Atlanta  Highway  is  the  Morrison 
Church,  high  on  a  hill  overlooking 
the  highway.  Dr.  McCubbins  has  re- 
vived this  work  and  has  a  Sunday 
School  of  eager  children  with  a 
number  of  adults  from  the  commu- 
nity.   They   have   afternoon   services. 

Up  now  to  the  "highest  incor- 
porated town  east  of  the  Rockies," 
at  an  elevation  of  4,118  feet,  we 
come  to  Highlands.  Under  the  pas- 
torate of  Rev.  J.  B.  Davidson  this 
Church  received  about  fifteen  young 
people  into  membership  last  sum- 
mer. They  are  looking  forward  to  a 
$4,000.00  building  project  for  edu- 
cational facilities  for  their  church. 
They  have  renovated  the  manse  for 
their  minister  at  a  cost  of  over 
$1,000.00. 

But  it  is  a  long  way  to  the  next 
Presbyterian  Church,  forty-five  miles 
to  Brevard.  Here  we  find  a  "self- 
supporting"  Church  with  Rev.  Ashby 
Johnson  as  the  minister.  The  Mother 
Church  was  Davidson  River,  and 
the  building  still  stands  across  Da- 
vidson River  from  the  Ecusta  Paper 
Plant.  The  congregation  has  united 
with  the  folks  in  Brevard  into  the 
Brevard  -  Davidson  River  Presbyte- 
rian Church. 

The  shortest  way  home  is  not  al- 
ways the  best,  so  we  will  detour 
through  Hendersonville.  On  our  way

Forty-two  boys  and  girls  at  The 
Mountain  Orphanage,  the  staff  and 
the  entire  Presbytery  are  deeply 
grateful  for  the  wonderful  response 
at  Thanksgiving! 

When  The  Mountain  Orphanage 
has  found  the  two  additional  ma- 
trons so  badly  needed,  there  will  be 
fifty-six  boys  and  girls  to  whom 
these  contributions  will  mean  a 
Christian  home  and  opportunities. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press  with 
Our  Mountain  Work,  the  total 
amount  received  by  the  treasurer  of 
The  Mountain  Orphanage  was  $6,- 
850.00.  Other  amounts  are  in  the 
hands  of  local  treasurers  and  will  be 
reported  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is 
expected  that  a  report  by  Churches 
will  be  available  for  the  January 
issue. 

The  response  at  Thanksgiving  was 
due  to  enthusiastic  friends,  many 
working  quietly  and  unknown  to 
Our  Mountain  Work.  Among  those 
who  have  been  unusually  busy  in 
this  work  are  the  members  of  the 
West  Asheville  and  the  Asheville 
First  Presbyterian  Churchse.  In  ad- 
dition large  numbers  of  friends  in 
and  out  of  the  Presbytery  have  re- 
sponded generously.  Many  of  these 
friends  are  connected  with  other 
than  Presbyterian  homes  and 
Churches. 

Letters  were  sent  to  all  those  on 
the  mailing  list  of  Our  Mountain 
Work  explaining  the  need  and  pre- 
senting an  opportunity  to  help.

is  the  energetic  and  ambitious  little 
group  at  Etowah.  Eight  miles  across 
dirt  roads  toward  Asheville  is  the 
Mills  River  Church,  offering  one  of 
the  finest  opportunities  for  country 
church  expansion  in  the  Presbytery. 
These  churches  form  a  pastorate 
under  the  Home  Mission  Committee, 
but  have  been  without  a  pastor  since 
August  of  1944.  Rev.  Charles  B. 
Ratchford  has  been  supplying  the 
pulpit  of  these   congregations. 

In  Hendersonville  is  the  second 
largest  Church  in  the  Presbytery. 
Rev.  L.  T.  Wilds,  D.D.,  is  the  pastor, 
who  finds  time  to  write  books  and 
pamphlets.  (See  other  columns  of 
this  issue).  He  is  serving  the  com- 
munity well,  and  five  miles  east  of 
Hendersonville  is  an  outpost  that 
has  been  served  for  a  number  of 
years  by  Dr.  W.  M.  Elliott,  of  Sa- 
luda, N.  C.  (a  member  of  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery,  Synod  of 
North  Carolina).  Four  miles  out  the 
Mills  River  Road  to  Asheville  is  the 
building  of  the  dissolved  Rugby 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  building 
is  owned  by  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee and  houses  a  Union  Sunday 
School,  being  conducted  by  the  Am- 
erican  Sunday  School   Association. 

Returning  to  Asheville  by  the 
highway  that  follows  the  railroad, 
the  newest  building  in  the  Presby- 
tery may  be  seen  at  Arden,  on  the 
west  of  the  highway.  Here  approxi- 
mately seventy-five  people  meet 
every  Sunday  afternoon  for  Sunday 
School  and  church  under  Rev.  Paul

"  'You  wrote  in  your  letter  that 
came  with  the  check:  "It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  send  you  this  spe- 
cial check  at  this  time."  Now  ju.st 
imagine  if  you  can  the  pleasure  that 
was  mine  when  I  opened  the  enve- 
lope and  saw  before  me  the  answer 
to  a  long-voiced  prayer  that  some- 
how, sometime,  I  might  be  able  to 
get  some  much  needed  glasses.  My 
children  are  loyal,  dear,  and  loving, 
and  would  give  me  anything  I  need; 
but  all  have  families,  and  while  they 
take  good  care  of  me  they  do  not 
have  the  money  to  provide  extras. 
And  when  I  began  to  realize  that  I 
could  not  distinguish  my  best  friends 
from  cows  in  the  pasture  at  a  short 
distance,  I  did  feel  that  I  should  get 
some  kind  of  glasses!  Therefore  I 
thank  you,  and  all  others  who  had  a 
.share  in  the  check,  and  ask  the  dear 
Father  for  a  very  special  blessing 
upon  all  those  who  make  it  possible 
for  those  in  need  to  be  provided  with 
the  necessities.'  " 

Note:  In  addition  to  those  receiv- 
ing monthly  checks  from  the  Min- 
isters' Annuity  Fund,  there  are  ^en 
ministers  and  widows  of  Asheville 
Presbytery  who  received  $3,587.00 
from  the  funds  of  Ministerial  Relief 
during    the    church   year    1944-1945.

'The   Holy   Spirit'   —   .lust 

Issued — Biblical  Study 

For  Popular  Use 


"The  Holy  Spirit"  is  the  title  of 
a  book  from  the  pen  and  heart  of 
Rev.  L.  T.  Wilds,  D.D.,  pastor  of 
the  Hendersonville  Presbyterian 
Church,  published  by  *John  Knox 
Press,  Richmond  9,  Va.,  in  paper 
binding  at  a  cost  of  75  cents. 

The  sub-title,  "Our  Spiritual 
Mother,"  is  based  on  scriptural  rep- 
resentations of  the  ministry  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  according  to  the  author, 
who  says  in  his  introduction:  "We 
have  called  the  Holy  Spirit  'Our 
Spiritual  Mother'  because  His  gra- 
cious ministries  to  God's  redeemed 
children  are  so  much  like  those  of  a 
devoted  mother  to  her  children:  giv- 
ing us  new  birth  into  the  family  of 
God;  comforting  us,  'as  one  whom 
his  mother  comforteth';  teaching  us 
all  things;  helping  our  infirmities; 
leading  us  all  in  the  way  of  life; 
praying  or  interceding  for  us;  and 
molding  or  shaping  our  characters. 
Each  of  these  motherly  ministries  of 
the  Spirit  we  shall  see  fully  in  its 
proper  place.  One  great  breach  of 
the  Christian  Church  has  taken  as 
its  spiritual  mother,  Mary  the  mother 
of  Jesus,  a  mere  human,  though  a 
highly  honored  one.  But  the  one  who 
ministers  to  us  as  a  spiritual  mother 
is  God  the  Holy  Spirit." 

"The  supreme  need  of  the  Church 
today  is  a  return  to  the  Holy  Spirit; 
that  is,  to  give  Him  the  place  that 
He  had  in  the  New  Testament 
Church,"  points  out  Dr.  Wilds.  He 
also  indicates  the  nature  of  the  book 
as  "largely  a  Bible  study  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  ...  in  brief  compass, 
with  the  hope  that  more  people  will 
possess  and  read  it  than  if  it  had 
been  a  larger  book  .  .  .  The  subject 
has  been  divided  into  two  parts.  The 
first  ...  is  largely  about  the  Spirit 
Himself.  The  second  deals  with  the 
Spirit's  vital  relationship  to  Chris- 
tians and  His  gracious  work  through 
them." 

The  volume  merits  careful  read- 
ing, meditation  and  study.  It  may 
be  purchased  from  the  publishers  at 
the  above  address.

The  Executive  Committee  of 
Christian  Education  and  Ministerial 
Relief  has  sold  the  Graham  Building, 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  for  a  sum  of 
$381,000.00,  according  to  Rev.  Wade 
H.  Boggs,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary, 
and  added  this  money  to  a  reserve 
of  $227,925.00  accumulated  from 
previous  income  to  establish  a  per- 
manent endowment  of  over  $G00,- 
000.00   for  ministerial  relief. 

The  building  was  bought  in  1919 
for  $700,000.00  with  a  gift  of  Mr. 
C.  E.  Graham  of  $200,000.00  and 
other  gifts  from  the  church,  includ- 
ing $100,000.00  already  in  the  En- 
dowment Fund.  While  the  Church 
owned  the  building,  it  received  a  net 
income  of  $1,030,777.00,  of  which 
$756,147.00  was  made  available  for 
homes  on  the  roll  of  Ministerial  Re- 
lief and  the  reserve  of  $227,925.00 
put  into  a  sinking  fund.  $50,000.00 
was  spent  on  repairs  and  modei"niza- 
tion  and  over  $500,000.00  paid  in 
state,   city  and  county  taxes. 

Dr.  Boggs  adds  that  "through  this 
large  gift  Mr.  Graham  stimulated 
our  Church  to  care  for  its  retired 
ministers  in  a  way  that  was  not  sur- 
passed at  that  time  by  any  of  the 
Churches  of  North  America.  The 
Church  will  always  hold  him  in 
grateful  remembrance.

Rev.  Milton  P.  Reid,  of  Johnson 
City,  Tenn.,  has  accepted  a  call  ex- 
tended by  the  Bryson  City  congre- 
gation on  November  25,  and  began 
his  work  in  that  Church  on  De- 
cember 1. 

Mr.  Reid  was  discharged  from 
active  duty  as  a  naval  chaplain  after 
three  years  of  service.  He  succeeds 
Rev.  Charles  M.  Robinson,  who  left 
Bry.son  City  in  December,  1943,  to. 
enter  the  naval  chaplaincy,  and  be- 
fore serving  in  the  armed  forces 
was  pastor  of  the  Micaville  group  of 
Churches   in   Holston   Presbytery.

Plan  Emphasizing  Bible 

Use  In  Prayer 


A  most  interesting  and  challeng- 
ing method  of  emphasizing  Bible 
texts,  with  special  reference  to  de- 
veloping a  habit  of  prayer  through 
use  of  Scripture,  has  been  launched 
by  Rev.  Dumont  Clarke,  D.D.,  Di- 
rector of  the  Religious  Department 
of  the  Farmers  Federation. 

The  plan  is  fully  outlined  in  a 
manual  of  20  pages  recently  pub- 
lished and  is  implemented  by  the 
use  of  a  "Bible  Book  Mark"  suggest- 
ing a  verse  for  each  month  of  the 
year.

In  Bible  years  each  day  was  begun 
with  the  prayerful  repeating  of 
Deuteronomy  6:4-9:  "Thou  shalt 
love  the  Lord  thy  God  .  .  .  These 
words  which  I  command  thee  this 
day  shall  be  in  thine  heart.  Thou 
shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy 
children."  Three  times  —  morning, 
evening  and  night — these  and  other 
words  of  Scripture  were  used  in 
Israel's  united   prayer  life. 

The  Scripture-Prayer  plan  is  like 
this  Bible  practice.  It  is  a  means  of 
daily  spiritual  inspiration  and 
growth,  and  is  greatly  needed  for 
overcoming  worldliness  and  for  ad- 
vancing Christ's  Cause  in  the  world. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  each 
day  all  members  of  a  church  congre- 
gation are  asked  prayerfully  to  re- 
peat, from  memory,  the  verse  for 
the  month.  Each  one  is  also  asked 
to  repeat  the  verse,  thoughtfully 
and  prayerfully,  quietly  or  aloud, 
during  the  day — together  with  other 
verses  already  learned,  as  needed 
for  meeting  life-situations  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  verses 
shall  be  in  prayer  form.  Prayerful 
listening  to  God's  teachings  is  a 
most  necessary   and   helpful  way   of

prayer.  "Speak  (Lord)  ;  for  thy  ser- 
vant heareth."   I.    Samuel   3:10. 

Scripture-Prayer  supplements  the 
petitions  and  intercessions  of  other 
daily  prayer;  it  makes  memory 
verses  more  fruitful  for  Christian 
living;  it  leads  to  a  more  interested 
and  thoughtful  reading  of  the  Bible. 
It  helps  to  unite  members  of  church 
congregations  in  a  fellowship  of 
daily   worship.

In  order  that  the  habit  of 
Scripture-Prayer  shall  be  effectively 
established  in  homes  and  in  churches 
it  is  recommended  that: 

1.  Parents  teach  children,  especi- 
ally at  the  beginning  of  each  month, 
to  repeat  the  verse  accurately,  with 
clear  pronunciation,  and  reverently, 
befitting  the  word  of  God. 

2.  Sunday  School  teachers  lead 
classes  in  repeating  the  verse  each 
Sunday,  and  check  upon  the  daily 
use  of  the  verse.  It  is  very  helpful 
to  open  Sunday  School  with  Bible 
verses  said  in  unison. 

3.  Pastors  explain  fully  the  mean- 
ing of  the  verse;  then  have  the  con- 
gregation repeat  the  verse  each  Sun- 
day in  the  preaching  service  and 
follow  with  a  brief  minute  of  silent 
prayer.

Miss  Lois  Calhoun,  who  Avas  em- 
ployed as  Sunday  School  worker  in 
this  Synod,  beginning  her  work  on 
December  1,  has  been  assigned  to 
Asheville  Presbytery  for  the  six 
weeks  beginning  on  January  28, 
1946.  Churches  desiring  her  services 
should  contact  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary,   Rev.   R.    E.    McCIure,    at  once. 

Miss  Calhoun  is  a  native  of  Roa- 
noke, Ala.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  our 
Assembly's  Training  School  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.  For  eight  years  she  did 
mountain  mission  work  in  Ashe 
County,  North  Carolina.  For  one 
and  one-half  years  she  has  been 
Sunday  School  Extension  Worker 
for  Birmingham  Presbytery. 

Miss  Calhoun  is  available  to  pas- 
tors and  sessions,  and  to  our  Pres- 
bytery Home  Mission  Committees  to 
help  in  establishing  new  Sunday 
Schools.  She  will  make  surveys  and 
discover  the  needs  of  a  community, 
conduct  discussion  periods  for  pro- 
spective outpost  workers  in  local 
churches,  assist  in  the  organization 
of  new  Sunday  Schools,  and  help  in 
various  ways  in  establishing  new 
outposts. 

At  the  Chattanooga  Meeting,  Sy- 
nod adopted  the  following  recom- 
mendation concerning  our  Sunday 
School  Extension  worker: 

"That  regulations  regarding  our 
Sunday  School  Extension  Worker  be 
as  follows: 

1.  The  Extension  Worker's  pro- 
gram of  work  shall  be  arranged  by 
and  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Regional  Director. 

2.  Ordinarily  an  invitation  must 
come  from  both  pastor  and  session, 
or  from  a  Presbytery  Home  Mission 
Committee  before  she  will  be  sent 
to  any  field. 

3.  The  time  of  the  worker's  stay 
in  any  one  field  will  be  determined 
by  the  need  of  the  field,  but  ordi- 
narily it  will  be  from  one  to  two 
months." 

The  Assembly's  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Religious  Education  pays 
her  salary  and  one-half  of  her  travel 
allowance,  the  other  half  to  be  paid 
by  our  Synod's  Religious  Education 
Committee.  No  definite  policy  has 
been  established  concerning  enter- 
tainment. However,  in  other  synods 
this  has  usually  been  provided  by 
local  churches  or  Home  Mission 
Committees.
